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Crime drops on 
Stout’s campus 


Stout in top 20 percent of the safest 
campuses across the nation

There is good news on cam- 
pus this year for students. 
According to the Annual Crime 


Statistics ‘report filed June 1, 


offenses such as murder, motor 
vehicle theft, controlled sub- 
stance violations and weapons 
possession have stayed the same 
or gone down. Vandalism and 
disorderly conduct incidents 
have also gone down. Reported 
sex offenses, aggravated assault, 
burglary and liquor law viola- 
tions increased in 1993. . 

_ “With approximately 7,200 
students and 1,000 faculty and 
staff, things are going to happen 
on this campus,” Dennis Shaw, 
Director of Campus Security and 
Police Services, said. He had pre- 
viously expected the crime rate 
to go up, but it has decreased in 
the last two years. 

The UW-Stout campus is rela- 
tively safe compared to other 
schools. It is in the top 20 percent 
of the safest campuses in the 
nation according to Shaw and he 
feels this is a good standing for 


the university. He attributes this © 


success in part to luck and that 
people are already concerned 
with personal safety and securi- 
ty. He believes alcohol consump- 
tion is related to the campus 
crime rate and when people 
drink responsibly, crime decreas- 
es. 

Students are encouraged to 
be responsible for their own

Changes are obvious to peo- 


ple returning to the UW-Stout 


campus. One change is the 
removal of Union Street between 
the Memorial Student Center 
and Jarvis Hall. This is just the 
beginning of a multi-million dol- 
lar construction project that will 
give the Jarvis Hall/Applied 
Arts block a new facelift. 

Construction crews replaced 
the northern half of Union Street 
this summer with a section of 
what will eventually become a 
student mall. 

Plans include an addition that 
will join Jarvis Hall withthe 
Applied Arts building and the 
completion of the student mall. 
According to Gloria Bjornerud, 


_Director of Planning and Capital 


Budget, the Jarvis addition is to 
be completed by January 1, 1996 
with general access computing 
labs, a campus art gallery, and a- 
passenger elevator. The first 
mediated classroom on campus 
will offer a full spectrum of 
media support. The remodeling

of Jarvis Hall. will convert the 
Technology Wing’s first floor 
labs and_ second floor office 
space into a School of Industry 
and Technology office complex. 

When the construction and 
remodeling is complete, the 
southern half of the mall will 
then be finished. This month, the 
lights along the mall will be 
replaced. When finished, the 
mall will include bike racks, 
information kiosks, benches and 
stands for student activities. 

Other campus projects 
include repair of the masonry on 
Bowman Hall and _ the 
Administration Building, dig- 
ging trenches to contain wiring 
for exterior security lighting, 
replacing flooring and electrical 
work at Corner III, adding car- 
peting, windows, and exits at the 
Infant and Toddler lab, as well as 
the replacement of a leaky win- 
dow in the library. 

Future construction projects 
include the demolition of Ray 
Hall in the summer of 1996 and 
remodeling of the ‘bookstore 
which will statt in May 1995.

United Way not so united 


The government charged the ex-president of 
United Way of America and two fellow executives 
with conspiracy, mail and tax fraud Tuesday, accus- 
ing them of lavishly spending the charity’s money on 
vacations, real estate and air travel. 

The 71-count federal indictment named William 
Aramony, 67, president of United Way from 1970 
until 1992; Stephen J. Paulachak, 49, a. United Way 
executive between 1971 and 1988 and also president 
of an indicted spinoff company; and Thomas J. 
Merlo, 63, chief financial officer of the charity from 
1990 until 1992. 

United Way of America is the national service and 
training center for local United Way organizations 
and is financed by dues from the local groups. 


Stray bullet kills officer 


A Milwaukee police officer was killed early yes- 
terday by a shot fired into a police van on routine 
patrol. 

The bullet struck the back of the van, went 
through a plywood partition between the front and 
back seats and hit Officer William Robertson in the 
back of his left shoulder, police Capt. Donald 
Domagalski said. 

“It looks like it came from somewhere on the 
street,” Domagalski said of the shot. 

_ Robertson was wearing a bulletproof vest, but the 
bullet apparently hit him in an unprotected area, 
police Chief Philip Arreola said. 

No arrests had been made. 

Police were unaware of any threats against 

- Robertson, Donagalski said. 

The officer driving the van was not injured. 

Robertson, 31, joined the Police Department in 
September 1993 after working several years in sub- 
urban Whitefish Bay. 


Shoes bust drug smuggler 


Officers at airports can search the shoes of passen- 
gers arriving on foreign flights, a federal, appeals 
court ruled Tuesday. 

An international airport is the legal equivalent of a 
border, where travelers from abroad can be routinely 
searched for no reason as long as the search is not 
overly intrusive, said the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

’ “A border search goes beyond the routine only 

- when it reaches the degree of intrusiveness present 

in a strip search or body cavity search,” said Judge 

Diarmuid O’Scannlain in the 3-0 decision. That 

means less-intrusive searches are legal, including the 
shoe search in this case, he said. 

The person searched was Miguel Angel Ramos- 
Saenz, who arrived at the Los Angeles International 
Airport in July 1993 on a flight from Guatemala. A 
U.S. Customs inspector noticed his bright white ten- 
nis shoes and decided they should be searched. More 
than a pound of heroin was found in the soles of the 
shoes and in another pair that Ramos-Saenz carried 
in his bag, the court said. 


State fair worker dies 


A worker at the Tennessee State Fair died Tuesday 
after he was struck in the head by one of the rides, 
authorities said. 

Sgt. Charles Griffin, a metro officer and fair securi- 
ty worker, said John McCann, 36, was apparently 
standing too close to the ride when it hit him in the 
head. j 

~The ride is called the Kamikaze, and has cars that 
swing out,” said Griffin. 

He said McCann was rushed to Vanderbilt 
University Medical Center where he died about 30 
minutes after the accident occurred, around 1:30

Shaw suggests using U-shaped 
bike locks. Biking in well-lit areas 
and the use of bike lights and 
reflectors is also recommended. 

While in your residence hall, 
make sure to lock your room 
door when you leave, even if you 
expect to be gone for only a few 
minutes. Over 99 percent of the 
reported thefts from rooms hap- 
pen when the rooms were left 
unlocked. Report any suspicious 
persons in the halls to Security 
and Police Services. When call- 
ing, make sure to describe the 
clothing the suspicious person is 
wearing for easy identification 
by officers. 

It is especially important to 
keep your hall-and car doors 
locked while in the moving 


- process. A significant amount of 


thefts occur when students are 
busy carrying loads of belong- 
ings to or from the halls. By leav- 
ing your doors:open, you are 
making it convenient for a thief 
to grab your possessions. 

If you live off-campus, make 
sure to report any crimes or sus- 
picious persons to _ the 
Menomonie Police Department. 
Lock doors and windows and 
make sure walkways are lit. If 
appropriate locks and lights are 
missing or do not work, contact 
your landlord. . 

Vehicle thefts average about 
one per year, Shaw said. Don’t 
leave anything valuable in your 
vehicle. If you do leave an article 
in your vehicle, hide it under the 
seat or in the trunk. Make sure to 
plug in your cigarette lighter

number of crimes happening every minute, we are 
often afraid to even get the mail at the end of the dri- 
hive Fortunately, for UW-Stout, crime is not that 

ad. 

For instance, campus security is quick to 
respond to a call. Usually, it takes no more than 10 
minutes for an officer to respond. They are conscien- 
tious of campus activities and are considerate of 
callers’ concerns. These two aspects help a student 
feel at ease about calling campus security and allow 
for more crimes to be reported. 

The residence halls are checked approximate- 
ly every hour starting at midnight. Earlier in the 
evening, residence advisors go on rounds, similar 

to night security. During the day, numerous residents 
are around to notice any potential crimes. Suspicious 
looking people are more easily recognized and 
reported when residents know who is supposed to 
be around. In addition, the front desks of residence 
halls have phones to call security. : 

Lights on the south campus have been 
improved to provide more adequate lighting for stu- 
dents walking home late at night. As a result stu- 
dents feel more secure when walking home late at 
night, even though walking late at night is not gen- 
erally a good idea. 

Finally, student patrols, employed by Security 
and Police Operations, walk through campus park- 
ing lots looking for vandals and thieves.‘Students are 
somewhat reassured their cars are not too suscepti- 
ble to vandalism. . 

On the other hand, several areas on campus 
could use improvement. Improvements in the fol- 
lowing areas could lead to a better sense of security 
on the campus. 

First is the concern for lighting near construc- 
tion areas. While we understand permanent lighting 
takes time to complete, temporary lighting would be 
a good idea. so students could see where they are 
going. The construction near Jarvis Hall and the 
Applied Arts building is especially dangerous. With

Return of all six starters and the momentum from last year to carry through

Coming off its best season in 
school history, the UW-Stout 
Volleyball Team is looking to 
carry the momentum of a 20-15 
campaign into 1994. Second year 
coach Jill Jolliff is optimistic 
about only losing two teammates 
from last season, and enjoying a 
team full of returning athletes to 
work with. 

“T believe we should pick up 
where we left off,” Jolliff said. 
“We ended up tied for third in 
the conference, and finished 
fourth in the Wisconsin Women’s 
Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference tournament. We 
have added some new players 
that will blend well with ones 
returning.

given to Russians

Destruction was a common 
image when the United States 
and Russia were mentioned in 
the same sentence. Now, the key 
word between these two nations 
is construction, and UW-Stout is 
the host for this important event. 

The Russian Construction 
Management Project is the initia- 
tive of the United Sates Agency 
for International Development 
and the New Independent States 
Exchange and Training Project 
which is administrated by the 
Academy for Educational 
Development. 

One of the major concerns in 
Russia is a construction boom. 
Since the democratizing process 
started, new buildings are need- 
ed for many different purposes. 
Buildings are especially needed 
for-the small, but fast-growing 
segment of the middle class pop- 
ulation leaving rented apart- 
ments to buy their own homes. 

About 100 professionals and 
students in many areas of the 
construction industry from 
Russia are receiving training in 
construction techniques here at 
Stout. Construction manage- 
ment, cold weather materials and 
industrial on-site visits, are some 
of the important issues that this 
project covers . 

The students are divided into 
six groups for their classes. The 


first four groups have approxi- 
mately 15 students each and are 
scheduled for a three week train- 
ing period. The other two groups 
will have about 23 students each 
and are scheduled for a four 
week training period including a 
visit to the National Association 
of Home Builders convention in 
Houston, Texas. 

The Russian students also have 
the opportunity to share their 
culture and experiences and 
learn about the United States 
through several cultural and 
recreational activities. They are 
staying at the Best Western hotel 
in North Menomonie and during 
the day, spend most of their time 
attending classes and making on- 
site visits. 

They also enjoy meals at the 
various cafeterias and dinning 
services at Stout, along with trips 
to Eau Claire and bowling nights 
with their friends and some fac- 


ulty members such as Mrs. Vicki - 


Kuester Coordinator for the 
Office of International Services. 

Another project is the use of a 
computer for E-Mail communi- 
cation between the students from 
Russia and their instructors here 
at Stout. Dr. Howard Lee one of 
the many members of faculty 
involved in the project said that 
this is going to be an excellent 
way to share information and 
consult resources for the stu- 
dents. 


Restructuring brings 


location changes 
Offices have new atmosphere

Several offices moved this 
past summer to coordinate with 
Chancellor Charles W. 
Sorensen’s restructuring of the 
administration. Last fall, 
Sorensen moved from a three 
divisional model down to a two 
divisional model to improve, 
“efficiency and effectiveness.”

Now, the Dean of Students, 
the Alcohol and Drug Education 
Center, the Counseling Center, 
the Volunteer Tutor Program, 
both the Undergraduate and 
Graduate Admissions offices and 
the new Advisement Assistance 
Center are all located within 
Bowman. . 2 

The Advisement Center, a 
newly formed office, centralizes 
many different student func- 
tions, including Academic Skills, 
Multicultural Resources,’ PASS 
Advisement/Orientation and 


Returning Adults’ Services. 

“We are pleased with the new 
center,” said Joe Larkin, Dean of 
Students. “The service available 
to ‘students far outweighs any 
other separate office.” 

Other moves include 
Research Promotion Services and 
Senate Offices for Faculty and 
Academic Staff relocating to the 
basement of Harvey Hall. 

Human Resources, which 
includes Payroll and Personnel, 
moved to the second floor of the 
Administration Building. This 
office joins Student Business 
Services in the Administration 
building. 

Additionally, the Special 
Assistant to the Chancellor/ 
Ombudsman and the 
Affirmative Action office moved 
to the second floor Library 
Learning Center from _ the 
Administration building. These 
two services were moved to the 
Library Learning Center because 
of space available. 


“It seems like the space is 


working out nicely for us,” 
Richard Anderson, 
Ombundsman, said. “It’s good 
because the offices are close to 
the student center, which is close 
to most of the student activities.”

UW-Stout awarded $1.3 million

This spring UW-Stout was 
awarded a $1.3 million White 
House grant to form the 
Northwest Wisconsin Manufact- 
uring Outreach Center. The grant 
is part of the Clinton 
Administration’s Technical 
Reinvestment Project that chan- 
nels money from the defense 
fund into economic develop- 
ment. 

This will expand the existing 
Northwest Wisconsin Technol- 
ogy Transfer Consortium that 
links Stout with Chippewa 
Valley Technical College, Wis- 
consin Indianhead Technical 
College and Western Wisconsin 
Technical College. With the 
grant, Nicolet Area Technical 
College and Northcentral 
Technical College will receive 
additional support from the 
University of Wisconsin 
Extension and Minnesota’s 
Upper Midwest Manufacturing 
Technology Center. 


The “Northwest Wisconsin 
Manufacturing Outreach Center 
will target small and medium- 
sized companies of 500 or fewer 
employees. It will help link new 
companies and larger high tech 
companies with other businesses 
or organizations that will be able 
to give them the technical assis- 
tance they need. 

The companies that fall in- 
between these two categories are 
targeted by the center for direct 
involvement with assistance in 
making a clear manufacturing 
strategy for their company and 
help in streamlining their means 
of production. 

For example, Stout students 
and faculty put an employee 
training program in place at 
Schuette Metals in Wausau. They 
also redesigned material flow 
patterns and plant layout for 
Kewaunee Engineering. 

This supplies students with 
hands-on experience that will 
prepare them for real problems 
in the workplace. It also chal- 
lenges faculty to keep their cur- 


riculum current with what is ~ 
going on in today’s businesses. 
The services that the center offers 
to the approximately 2,500 busi- 
nesses eligible in Wis. will help 
stimulate jobs and boost the 
economy. 

“This is a win-win situation 
for everybody that’s going to be 
involved,” Naidu Katuri said, 
director of operations for the 
Northwest Wisconsin 
Manufacturing Outreach Center. 

This center will help to estab- 
lish similar organizations in 
Northeast, Southeast, and 
Southwest Wis. to make technical 
assistance more _ available 
throughout the state. 

The center will be headed by a 
board consisting of manufactur- 
ing executives and representa- 
tives from the economic and 
financial communities. The 
board will choose companies 
according to what the center is 
able to supply and the compa- 


- ny’s ability to benefit from these 


services. Board members are yet 
to be announced.

Fortes is a senior lecturer in 
the Accounting and Finance 
Department.

Jackson case continues 


A decision on whether to prosecute pop superstar 
Michael Jackson will be announced“ very soon,” the 
Los Angeles county district attorney said Tuesday. 
The superstar faced allegations in a civil suit that he 
molested a teen-ager he befriended. Although 
Jackson has denied any wrongdoing and has not 
been criminally charged, the entertainer reportedly 
made a multi-million dollar settlement to the youth 
and his family. Authorities started investigating 
Jackson after the boy, now 14, accused Jackson of 
molesting him last year. 


Haiti compared to Somalia 


Haitian President Aristide wants the U.S. to begin 
dealing with the legitimate government of Haiti. In 
the U.S. congress, where opposition to a military 
invasion had been overwhelming, Republicans said 
the mission is doomed for failure. “If our forces stay 
long enough they will become the target of both 
sides,” predicted Sen. Malcolm Wallop of Wyoming. 
He and other Republicans linked the situation to 
Somalia. U.S. General John Shalikashvili, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, warned that American 
casualties could occur in Haiti “at any moment.” 


Lightning Strikes-Again 


They say lightning never strikes the same spot 
twice. Tell that to Clifford Teigland. 

Electricity coursed through Teigland’s body for the 
second time in 14 years when lightning hit him as he 
inserted a key into the back door of his postal truck. 

Fourteen years ago, lightning struck Teigland’s 
car while he was outside the vehicle. He didn’t real- 
ize the car held the electrical charge, and was tossed 
to the ground when he grabbed the door handle. 

“That just felt like sticking my fingers in a light 
socket,” he said.

Rupe managed to convince a feder- 
al judge that he cannot be hung because of his 
weight. Because he weighs 410 pounds, Rupe 
escaped the gallows. His argument was based on the 


fact that he would possibly become decapitated if he | 


was sentenced to hang. Washington state judge 
Thomas Zilly stated that hanging Rupewould vio- 
late “basic human dignity” and go against “public 
perceptions of standards of decency.” 


Health care disagreement 


Senate Majority Leader George Mitchell worked 
with moderates Tuesday to finish a deal on health 
care, but a source said supporters won’t get the 60 
votes they need to send the deal through. Senator 
John Breaux, D-La.,said he and a “mainstream” 
coalition were reaching an agreement with Mitchell 
on a major bill that would include marketplace 
changes and insurance changes. The bill would also 
include.subsidies for children and pregnant women 
at up to 240 percent of the poverty level and for oth- 
ers at up to 200 percent of poverty. However, the 
Republicans claim it is too late to come to an agree- 
ment on health care this year.

A lot of people wonder what 
goes into the making of a politi- 
cian.

Other city council members, 
11 total, are representing 
approximately 12,000 citizens. 
Mullen indicated he was not 
intimidated by the amount of 
information he did not know. 
When he was voted in, City 
Council members gave him a 
thick binder of city rules, regu- 
lations and by-laws for him to 
learn. 

And, unlike the average 
thinking that learning stops 
with school, Mullen indicated 
most of his responsibilities out- 
side of meetings were doing 
homework on an agenda point. 
He anticipates working one 
hour a day on City Council 
material. Added to his current 
homework time of three hours 
a day plus 20 credits he doesn’t 
have much time to get in trou- 
ble. 


Being busy is something - 


Mullen is accustomed to. He is 
a senior in his third year at UW- 
Stout and plans on graduating 
this coming May. Averaging 20 
credits a semester, he said he’s 
lucky teachers and classes have 
worked out to his benefit.

Commitment questioned 


ccording to John Enger, University Relations 
director, there is no cost to the university to 
have several groups of Russian professionals 
and students here approximately every three weeks. 

A Federal organization, the United States Agency 
for International Development, New Independent 
States Exchange, and Training Project, which is 
administered by the Academy for Educational 
Development, is sponsoring the project. The agency 
is spending approximately $10,000 per Russian to be 
here. With approximately 105 people attending UW- 
Stout throughout the year, the total cost is roughly $1 
million. 

Stout likes having foreign professionals and stu- 
dents learning on our campus. We like the national 
recognition from teaching 105 Russians. We also like 
sharing our knowledge internationally. 

However, we have a problem with the United 
States government paying close to a million dollars 
to bring people from other countries here to study 


when ‘students who need financial assistance are . 


denied. 

The issue of no cost to Stout is also a concern. 
Students ultimately pay the price for the professors 
paying all their attentionto the Russians, which con- 
tributes to an unfavorable attitude toward the 
recently accredited construction program. 

Students new to the program and students on 
their way out are having difficulty finding profes- 
sors, if at all possible. Professors. dealing with the 
Russians have minimal set office hours, discourag- 
ing students from approaching them outside of class. 

Substitute teachers, three in all, are teaching this 
semester for the professors whose main concern is 
teaching the Russians. Substitutes consist of industry 
personnel Stout has approved. Getting a feel for 
teachers students will have for the next couple of 


- years is difficult, when substitutes are only here for 


one semester. One semester may also drastically 
impact a student's overall grade point average, espe- 
cially for graduating seniors. 

Professors have not heard any. voiced concerns 
from students, but students have questioned profes- 
sors commitment to Stout students among them- 
selves. Professors’ do indicate the situation should 
get better in the future, as the Russian schedule 
becomes more set. 

Students would be more satisfied with helping the 
Russians, if students were not put on the backburner 
and if Russians were somehow incorporated with 
the current programs. 


So even though the cold war may be over and 


Russians and Americans are getting along better, 
maybe paying equal attention to all students would 


be better in the long run.

These two aspects help a student 
feel at ease about calling campus 
security and allow for more 
crimes to be reported. 

The residence halls are 
checked approximately every 
hour starting at midnight. Earlier 
in the evening, residence advi- 
sors go on rounds, similar to 
night security. During, the day, 
numerous residents are around 
to notice any potential crimes. 
Suspicious looking people are 
more easily recognized and 
reported when residents know 
who is supposed to be around. In 
addition, the front desks of resi- 
dence halls have phones to call 
security. 

Lights on the south campus 
have been improved to provide 
more adequate lighting for stu- 
dents walking home late at 
night. As a result students feel 
more secure when walking home 
late at night, even though walk- 
ing late at night is not generally a 
good idea. 

Finally, student patrols, 
employed by Security and Police 
Operations, walk through cam- 
pus parking lots looking for van- 
dals and thieves. Students are 
somewhat reassured their cars 
are not too susceptible to vandal- 
ism. 

On the other hand,’ several 
areas on campus could use 
improvement. Improvements in 
the following areas could lead to 
a better sense of security on the 
campus.

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City restricts 
bicycle traffic 


Bicycles, in-line skates banned 
on downtown sidewalks.

Perhaps the most popular 
types of transportation for col- 
lege students are bicycling, in- 
line skating and skateboarding. 
These items provide an econom- 
ical mode of transportation 
while reducing the need for 
additional student automotive 
parking. However, these advan- 
tages may have come to a 
screeching halt since the 
Menomonie City Council passed 
an ordinance prohibiting their 
use in specified downtown 
areas. 

__ According to Lowell Prange, 
city administrator, an ordinance 
was passed in July which 
restricts the use of bicycles on 
specified downtown sidewalks, 
however, he did mention that 
the use of bicycles on city streets 
is permitted. This ordinance 
originated from a previous state 
statute which restricts the use of 
in-line skates, skateboards, or 
any similar items considered 
play vehicles on city side walks 
or streets. 

Prange noted that after sever- 
al complaints from pedestrians 
who were nearly hit by bicy- 
clists, the city decided to take a 
look at extending State Statute 
340.01, with a city ordinance to 
restrict bicycles. The ordinance 
became a reality shortly after a 
postal delivery person was ran 
over. “The accident (involving 
the postal delivery worker) 
added fuel to the fire,” Prange 
said. 

If students do not remove 
their skates or walk their bikes 
when they pass through the 
specified downtown areas they 
will risk paying a $77.40 fine. If 
they are caught again, the 
amount goes up to $114.00, 
according to the Menomonie 
Police Department. 

Kari Stapleton, a resident 
from north campus, was on her 
way to soccer practice when she 
was stopped and issued a ticket 
for rollerblading on the intersec- 


pong %. 


tion of Crescent Street and East 
Second Street. Stapleton -was 
issued a $77.40 fine. When asked 
why she could not be given a 
warning, the officer responded 
that she should have known the 
law, and that an example can be 
made out of issuing the ticket. 
Stapleton, like many students, 
was unaware as to what the law 
actually covers. 

At the time Stapleton was not 
aware of any signs identifying 
areas restricting bicycles, in-line 
skates or skateboards. Within the 
past two weeks, signs have been 
posted in the downtown area 
explaining where students can 
ride or skate. 

Students who need to get 
from north to south campus on 
their in-line skates, skateboards 
or bicycles may have to take a 
longer route to reach their desti- 
nation. Prange also went on to 
say he felt confident the 
Wisconsin Department of 
Transportation (DOT) would 
support funding for UW-Stout 
to construct a corridor connect- 
ing north and south campus. 
This corridor would provide a 
direct means of transportation 
for those persons traveling to 
and from north campus on bicy- 
cles, in-line skates or skate- 
boards. 

A public informational meet- 
ing was held July 12, involving 
the DOT, the City of Menomonie 
and Stout. This meeting provid- 
ed information regarding a grant 
application which has been sub- 
mitted to the DOT for a unique 
project blending historic preser- 
vation and innovative trans- 
portation facilities. This project, 
proposed along Second Street 
between Tenth Avenue and 
Crescent Street, will provide a 
scenic, yet safe corridor to walk 
and bike. Historic themes will 
provide a link to the past, exem- 
plifying the importance of the 
logging industry to this city’s 
origin. If approved, construc- 
tion would begin sometime 
between 1997 and 1998.

Dan McAlees, director of the 
Research and Training Center at 
UW-Stout, was selected as an 
honorary Switzer Scholar in 
rehabilitation. 

He was one of 20 people from 
the United States that was select- 
ed, and from the 20 selected five 
were picked to write a paper 
about the anticipated education 
and research of rehabilitation in 
the 21st century. McAlees was 
one of the five selected to write a 
paper, and it will be published 
nationally for all rehabilitation 
educators to-use. 

The honorary Switzer Scholar 
Seminar was held Sept. 19-21 in 
Washington DC. In those three 
days he experienced a high-level 
think-tank program, where he 
and other honorees were able to 
think about a problem without 
limitations. He had the chance to 


design the best rehabilitation 
education program for the 21st 
century, and he had no 
restraints. McAlees said it was a 
great experience because he had 
the opportunity to hear the other 
19 nationally-recognized lead- 
er’s opinions, and he had the 
opportunity to share his opin- 
ions with them. 

The Switzer Scholar award is 
a living tribute to the memory of 
Mary E. Switzer, a legend in the 
field of rehabilitation, according 
to McAlees. 

“She was my role model in 
many. aspects. I admired and 
respected her values and ways 
of thinking. She was a very com- 
mitted person with a powerful 
personality,” McAlees said. 

Switzer developed and 
directed many federal-state pro- 
grams as U.S. commissioner 
from 1950 to- 1969; as the first 
head of the Social and 
Rehabilitation Services; and as

vice. president of the World 
Rehabilitation Fund until her 
death in 1971. 

McAlees was selected for this 
award due to his work at Stout 
over the last 18 years. He was - 
selected by peers, colleagues and 
other leaders in the field. He 
thanks everyone for his achieve- 
ment. He further explained, “I 
learn everyday from talking to 
my colleagues.” He would like to 
especially thank Fred Menz, a 
colleague, because he worked 
with him more closely. 

Most people don’t know that 
Stout has the most highly recog- 
nized program for rehabilitation 
in the United States. McAlees 
said he would like the student 
body to know, “the excellence of 
the program we have here is 
good to know because sometime 
in our life, we will know some- 
one with a disability and we 
should all know how to cope 
with it.”

For the past several years 
there has been a shortage of tech- 
nology education graduates to 
fill teaching positions through- 
out the country. 

One of the reasons for this is 
that teachers who entered the 
work force in the 1960s and ‘70s 
are reaching retirement. As more 
positions becgme available there 
are not enough graduates to fill 
the openings. 

In the 1980s, the media hung a 
label of ilegitimacy on the teach- 
ing profession. This type of bad 
publicity caused enrollment to 
drop in all areas of education. 
This had an especially traumatic 
effect on technology education. 
Due to a lack of enrollment many 
of the technology education pro- 
grams vanished. 

_ UW-Stout has one of the old- 
est and largest technology educa- 
tion programs in the state. More 
schools are looking to Stout for 
graduates, to fill their positions. 
There are approximately 158 stu- 
dents currently enrolled in the 
program and out of that amount

about 30 graduate a year. With 
about 20 openings in the 
Milwaukee area, Stout’s contri- 
bution barely scratches the sur- 
face. 

According to Ken Welty, tech- 
nology education program direc- 
tor, Stout has had requests for 
graduates from Wis., Ga., IIL, 
Ind., Kan., Md., Mich., and Minn.

In reality, teachers’ salaries have 
gone up dramatically in the last 
10 years.” 

Technology education is a 
hybrid of industrial arts that 
focused on woodworking, metal 
working and drafting. The cur- 
riculum of technology education 
has changed to have a more sig- 
nificant content. Its goal is to give 
a foundation to students who 
want to go into a technologically 
oriented field and to help others 
understand what role technology 
plays in their lives.

Transportation restricted 
(sens from north campus to south campus at ~ 


UW-Stout has always been a concern for stu- 

dents. Because parking is limited, taking a car 
to campus is risky, not to mention foolish for a five 
minute drive. Students choose to walk, bike, skate- 
board or in-line skate instead, which was fine until a 
postal delivery person was run down by a bike last 
spring on a downtown sidewalk. 

The city council stepped in then and determined 
where students could and could not use bikes, skate- 
boards and in-line skates. This is comparable to the 
city building a road and telling motorists they can’t 
use it because a cow was recently run over. 

The city council passed the ordinance in July, 
when the normal university year was not in session. 
Student input was not available, nor was the chance 
for ordinance information to get to the public. Taking 
advantage of vacations is usually a good idea, unless 
you're a student living in Menomonie. The city coun- 
cil could have made arrangements to appease both 
students and citizens. 

Students choose not to walk because getting to 
class is faster using bikes, skateboards or skates. If 
students are forced to detour, no time will be saved. 
Students might as well walk from north campus to 
south, increasing the number of pedestrians on the 
sidewalk, crossing the street and the potential of get- 
ting hit by cars. 7 | 

Signs, a primary method of communication, are 
placed sparsely around downtown. Students notice 
the signs only by hitting them with their head as 

they ride or skate underneath. The signs are small, 
placed high, and hard to read within the time it takes 
to pass them. , 

And, if the sign is not read and followed, a citation 
of $77 dollars is issued, even for the first violation. 

. The Menomonie Police Deparment indicates warn- 
ings were given out to students within the first few 
weeks of school. Now that signs are posted, citations 
will be issued. 

According to Lowell Prange, city administrator, a 
solution for the ordinance is to construct a corridor 
connecting north and south campus. However, legis- 
lation works with the UW System like molasses run- 
ning uphill in getting the funding passed, even if the 
Wisconsin Department of Transportation supports 
the project. By that time, in-line skating and skate- 
boarding will be obsolete and the city will have to 
create a new ordinance for the latest method of trav- 
el. 

Although biking is allowed on downtown streets, 
in-line skates and skateboards could be restricted to 
street use only as well, making downtown pedestri- 
ans safer. Students would be able to choose their 
transportation — a bike, a skateboard or in-line 
skates, instead of being limited to walking.

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Designers attend 
AIGA discussion 


Graphic designer Paul Rand 
speaks at the St. Paul convention

Paul Rand’s work is interna- 
tionally known, which is one of 
the reasons students and design- 
ers gathered on Sept. 22 at the 
World Theater in St. Paul, Minn. 
Designer Paul Rand was there in 
a discussion sponsored by the 
Minnesota chapter of the 
American Institute of Graphic 
Arts. 

Rand began his career in 
graphic design in the early 1930s 
during a time when design was 
just beginning -to be recognized 
as a profession. Since then he has 
been involved in magazine 
design, advertising design, pack- 
aging, corporate identity, book 
design, typography and design 
education. The logos he has pro- 
duced for ABC, IBM, UPS and 
Westinghouse have become 
internationally known. 

Some of the numerous awards 
and honors Rand has received 
over the years include a gold 
medal from the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts in 1966, 
New York Art Directors Club 
Hall of Fame in 1971 and the 
Type Directors Club Medal in 
1984. Rand has also written sev- 
eral books on graphic design, the 
most recent being “Paul Rand: A 
Designer's Art” and “Design, 
Form and Chaos.” 

The discussion with Rand was 
moderated by Steven Heller, a 
design historian, and long-time 
friend of Rand’s. There was 


informal banter between the two 
friends while talk drifted from 
Rand’s career to his thoughts on 
design. 

Rand feels that today’s 
designers try to follow a popular 
style rather than being concerned 
with solving a particular design 
problem; a style that lacks acces- 
sibility and warmth and keeps 
the viewer at arm’s length rather 
than inviting them in to look 
around. 

He believes readability and 
function are the building blocks 
for all design and most typogra- 
phy. 
“With the introduction of 
computers, typography has also 
become a difficult design prob- 
lem,” Rand said. “ The computer 
is much too generous, much too 
permissive. It doesn’t have any 
restraints that make for under- 
standing.” This understanding is 
achieved by reading and study- 
ing designs past and present so 
one never “recreates the wheel.” 

“Our business is the business 
of looking, and that merely by 
looking and studying things, you 
learn,” Rand said. : 

After taking several questions 
from the audience, a short video 
was shown in which Milton 
Glaser, a designer, and Steven 
Jobs, a client, were asked to give 
their impressions of Rand as a 
person and as a designer. 

Following the talk, the audi- 
ence was invited to a reception 
and book signing at Town Square 
Park.

He said that 
in a lot of the meets the team is 
just “not as experienced as a lot 
of other teams we're coming up 
against.” 

The first meet for the teams 
was an intersquad meet that 
determined the varsity team. The 
second meet was held at Luther 
College in Iowa where Chris 
Hall, the cross-country coach, 
said “we competed against a fan- 
tastic field.” An example of this is 
that the team that finished eighth 
out of nine teams is ranked ninth 
in the nation. Hall said that “it 
wasn’t a real embarrassment to 
finish ninth out of that group 
when every other team that beat 
us was receiving (national) 
recognition.” 

The invitational at Gustavus 


proved to be a successful one.. 


The men beat the nationally 
ranked Gustavus team while the 
women placed third overall. 
-The fourth meet was the Blue 
Devil Invitational last Saturday.

The final statistics seemingly 
matched up with Whitewater, as

Schneider passed for 180 yards 
while Stout’s defense gave up 
167 through the sky. The run- 
ning game was slightly lopsided, 
though, as Stout churned out 122 
total ground yards versus 
Whitewater’s 200. 

“We didn’t realize that we 
could rush so well against these 
kids,” Meierkort said. “Maybe 
we should have exploited that 
more.” 

Stout, at times, moved the ball 
efficiently, but third down haunt- 
ed them all afternoon as they 
converted on only four of eight 
attempts. 

“We are not consistently 
keeping drives going,” 
Meierkort said. “People need to 
step up on third down.

“We were all excited to see 
some schools that we felt we 
were going to run very well 
against,” Hall said. Overall, the 
men finished sixth. Hall felt that 
this was due to a start that was 


' too fast for the course. 


“When the competition got 
real difficult, when they started 
getting passed and they were 
tired, I think some of our runners 
had a hard time staying 
focused,” Hall said. The same 
story is not true for the women’s 
team. Hall said,”The women 
learned a very valuable lesson 
from the men.” 

“While the men started too 
fast, the women went out more 
conservatively. This paid off 
because they. captured third,” 
Hall said. “I was real pleased 
with that finish.” 

Hall feels the men’s team 
struggles when they come up 
against the tough competition 
because they are an extremely 
young team. The top 13 runners 
of the men’s team are either 
freshmen or sophomores in eligi- 
bility. 

Craig Sandbulte, a sopho- 
more and captain of the team, 
and Jason Petersohn, a freshman 
are vying for the top runner posi- 
tion for the men’s team right 
now. Hall said they have been 
running very close together and 
have been trading off the top 
running position. ; 

Coming in at a close third is 
sophomore Tom O’Hara. Hall 
said at the beginning of the sea- 
son O’Hara was dealing with an 
injury but now he is quickly 
catching up with Sandbulte and 
Petersohn. 

Hall said that if these three 
runners can “move up as a crew, 
we're going to be in real good

Senior Lisa Lindwall is anoth- 
er veteran who has been adding 
to the team. She has been offering 
her leadership as captain of the 
women’s team. She was also one 
of the first runners to break 20 
minutes for the 5-kilometer run 
since 1987. 

The top runner for the wom- 
en’s team has been freshman Lisa 
Radosevich. Hall said that 
Radosevich “has really been run- 
ning outstanding.” Proof of this 
is her achievement of 19 minutes, 
30 seconds for the 5 k which is, 
with Lindwall, the fastest time 
that has been run since 1987. 
Radosevich also placed well at 


the invitational with 12th place. 


Overall, Hall is very happy 
with his runners. He said, “We 
have bright students in our pro- 
gram. They work well together 
as a team, and they seem really 
enthusiastic in practice.” 
Lindwall echoes her coach by 
saying “Everyone is really will- 
ing and the freshmen are really 
working hard.” 

The cross-country team has 
this weekend off, but they will be 
coming back strong for next 
weekend’s meet Oct. 7 at the 
Whitetail Golf Course in Colfax, 
hosted by UW-Eau Claire. The 
women will start things off at 
4:30 p.m. and the men will run at 
5:15 p.m.

2. General access to and use of the facilities of UW-Stout is governed by Chapter UWS 21, Wisconsin Administrative Code and institutional policies on file in the office 
of the Chancellor, Security is provided in the maintenance of the university's facilities through a number of mechanisms, including limitations on hours of operation, 
policies on keys, restricting access.to those bearing proper identification as university staff or students, the provision of adequate lighting, and making available 
telephone call boxes for emergency assistance. Specific security mechanisms may vary with the type of university facility. Security precautions in place for the various 

" types of facilities at UW-Stout are set forth in institutional polices on file in the office of the Chancellor. 


3. In accordance with s. 36.11(2), Wisconsin Statutes, the Department of Security and Police Services of UW-Stout is staffed by peace officers who meet the standards of 
the Wisconsin law enforcement standards board and have the power to arrest and bring before the proper courts persons violating the law on university property. The 
university's peace officers cooperate with local police authorities in the exercise of their responsibilities. It is the policy of the Department to encourage accurate and 
prompt reporting of all crimes to the Department of Security and Police Services or-the appropriate local police authorities. 


4. UW-Stout provides information to students and employees about campus security procedures and practices, encourages them to be resporisible for their own security and 
the security of others, informs them about the prevention of crimes, through the following programs and literature distributions: 


Hall Director Training, RA Training, Student Manager Training, New Employee Orientation, International Student Orientation, Freshman Orientation or Specialized 
Educational Programs Upon Request 


5. The Menomonie Police Department monitors and records all known criminal activities by off-campus student organizations including those organizations with 
off-campus housing facilities. 


6. UW-Stout encourages cooperation with local police authorities to monitor and record information concerning criminal activity occurring away from the campus, but 
involving university students or university-recognized student organizations. + sdk 


7. The possession, use, and consumption of all alcoholic beverages by persons under the legal drinking age of 21 years and possession, use and consumption of illegal drugs 
is strictly prohibited on all land subject to the control of the University of Wisconsin-Stout. 


8. The possession, use, and sale of alcohol and illegal drugs are regulated at UW-Stout in accordance with the Drugfree Schools Act, the Drugfree Workplace Act, 
applicable provisions of state and federal law, and Chapter UWS 18, Wisconsin Administrative Code. The Department of Security and Police Services enforces 
violations of underage drinking laws, and other violations of state and federal laws regulating the possession, use, and sale of alcohol and illegal drugs. In addition, UW- 
Stout offers the following programs dealing with alcohol and other drug abuse: 

© Evaluation for alcohol or other drug concerns 

¢ Consultation for those concerned about someone else's alcohol or other drug use (friend, roommate, family members, etc.) _ 

e Assistance in planning and conducting interventions 

¢ Counseling for alcohol or other drug problems (group or individual) ’ 

@ Referral to on and off-campus services and self-help groups

Outstanding and distinguished alumni honored at brunch

Four UW-Stout alumni were . 


recognized this past weekend for 
outstanding contributions to 
career, community and UW- 
Stout: The Outstanding Alumni 
awards went to Joseph Pine II 
and Michael Hubbard. The 
Distinguished Alumni awards 
went to Judith Kreutzer and 
Lawrence Doyle. 

The Outstanding Alumni 
award, which was started in 
1965, recognizes people who 


have furthered their careers 


while making a contribution to 
their community, state and 
nation. Joseph Pine II graduated 
in 1980 with a bachelor of science 
degree in Applied Math. He 
obtained a master’s degree from 
MIT Sloan School of 
Management and runs Strategic 
Horizons, Inc., which prepares 
clients to remain competitive in 
today’s business environment. 

“T may not be using modern 
geometry or algebra, but I am 
using and applying the same 
basic analysis techniques to look 
at-a company and find out how 
to do something better, Pine said 
of his applied math degree. 

He recently wrote a book 
called Mass Customization: “The 
New Frontier in Business 
Competition” about offering spe- 


cialized services or products, but 
still maintaining a low cost. The 
best advice he offers to students 
is learn how. to communicate 
well, both speaking and writing. 

“This award gives me the 
strength to do more,” Hubbard 
said of the Outstanding Alumni 
award. He said he has a certain

“Stout really changes and 
moves in the direction society 
wants to,” Kreutzer said about 
the home economics program. 
“Also, the program reflects the 
idea of looking at our students 
and where the students want to 
go and realizing Stout has to 
meet those needs.” 

Doyle graduated from Stout 
in marketing education in 1970 
and obtained a vocational edu-. 
cation master’s degree in 1974. 
He currently is the supervisory 
development and small business 
coordinator for Chippewa 
Valley Technical College. 

‘Doyle stresses that any stu- 
dent can learn to be positive 
through hands-on experiences 
gained at Stout. He has noticed 
that the university has stayed up 
to date with the real world. “I 
can’t think of anything that 
would be of more honor than 
getting this award,” Doyle said. 

Pine and Hubbard received 
engraved wooden plaques and 
Kreutzer and Doyle received 
engraved, golden bowls.

Students offered more services 
Nearly 70 students daily use Student Health Center

The Student Health Center 
(SHC) continues to satisfy stu- 
dent’s health needs with few for- 
mal complaints. It has been in 
service since the 1960s and has 
been growing ever since. 

Many services for students 
are offered at the center. 


Approximately 70 students per 


day utilize the offered services. 
According to the 1993-94 annual 
report, the majority of students 
using the facilities were seniors 
and most were female. Common 
general services included oral 
contraceptive refills, blood pres- 
sure checks, and allergy injec- 
tions. Ailments involving the 
ears, nose and throat were diag- 
nosed the most. 

The staff is remarkably quali- 
fied. Each member gained 
approximately 12 years of work 
experience before being 
employed with the SHC. Last 
year, each member of the staff 
attended at least two continuing 
education conferences or work- 
shops, with only one exception. 

The SHC has worked diligent- 


ly to provide more services for 
the students. A flu shot, a hepati- 
tis B vaccine, and the depo 
provera contraceptive injection 
became available last year. 
Confidential HIV/AIDS. testing 
is also offered. In addition, stu- 
dents are able to use their flex- 
line and baseline accounts at the 
SHC. 

“We practice medicine,” 
Janice Lawrence-Ramaeker, the 
director and health educator of 
the SHC said when asked about 
proper diagnosis. The staff uti- 
lizes their knowledge and expe- 
rience to make a probable diag- 
nosis. Often infections have an 
incubation state where they can 
go undetected. “Students some- 
times don’t realize this.” added 
Lawrence-Ramaeker. “The stu- 
dents then go home to their fam- 
ily physician and the infection 
shows up. Then students begin 
to wonder about the qualifica- 
tions of the staff at the SHC and 
that is the stereotype that we are 
trying to overcome,” said 
Lawrence-Ramaeker. 

Formal complaints have been 
low, about three last year, esti- 
mated  Lawrence-Ramaeker. 


Significant problems have not 
arisen in this area. No one has 
ever sued them or sent any nasty 
complaints. 

_ The SHC is a limited facility, 
therefore there is a need to refer 
patients to the Red Cedar Clinic, 
Myrtle Werth Medical ,Center 
ofrsurrounding medical facili- 
ties. The decision to send a 
patient to another facility is 
based on experience, knowledge, 
lab work, and the patients histo- 
ry. Patients with injuries that 
involve x-rays or severe abdomi- 
nal pain would be referred. In 
some cases, patients -receive 
emergency transport to another 
facility. 

Along with general care, the 
SHC offers a variety of health 
related education. They provide 
individual counseling for such 
things as eating disorders, 
weight loss, and weight gain. 
They also work with the 
Counseling Center on campus. 
In addition, they work with the 
wellness class and student orga- 
nizations giving presentations. 
The SHC is also involved in the 
community.

Nazi Repeat 

Michael Bell, a 17-year-old senior at Rowe High 
School in McAllen , Texas, believes his school’s pol- 
icy is similar to that of the Nazi Germans who 
required Jews in concentration camps to wear iden- 
tification. 

Bell feels that identification cards will soon be 
made mandatory for the whole school and finds it to 
be an evil, depersonalizing tactic taken by the school 
administrators. The purpose of the ID cards accord- 
ing to one principal, is to regulate trouble that may 
occur from expelled or suspended students who 
wish to settle a fight or vandalize on school grounds. 

Principals from the McAllen School District also 
commented. Sharyland High School principal 
Hector Madrigal stated that the school felt that they 
were getting too big and needed to have IDs to keep 
track of their students in case someone was on cam- 
pus that shouldn’t have been. On the other hand, 
Memorial High School principal Nick Gonzalez 

~ feels that more efforts should be spent on improving 
instruction than in some coercive-type thing. 


Police Block Muslim Girls 

On Monday in France, police blocked a high 
school entrance to prevent 20 Muslim girls from 
defying a government ban on wearing Islamic 
scarves in public school classrooms. 

Demonstrators denounced Education Minister 
Francois Bayrou, who barred religious apparel from 
the classrooms. The girls were allowed on school 
grounds, but were prohibited from attending class. 

Muslims are the second largest religion after 
Roman Catholicism in France. The purpose of the 
ban is to cut off immigration from North Africa and 
to expel supporters of Muslim fundamentalists in 
Algeria. 


Wrong Angle 

A 16 year-old Milwaukee youth was shot Sunday 
morning on his way to church when he stopped at 
his home to pick up a cassette. 

Several people, including other youths confront- 
ed him in front of his house and asked him to turn 
his baseball cap from the right side of his head to the 
left side. He refused to do so and was shot, said the 
Milwaukee County Medical Examiner’s Office. 

He died Sunday afternoon at the Children’s 
Hospital in Wauwatosa. 


Smoked Out 
David Kessler, commissioner of the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA), made an announce- 
ment on Feb. 25 that he was considering an attempt 

‘to regulate the tobacco industry as a whole. 

_ Kessler stated that tobacco companies maintain 
high levels of nicotine to keep smokers addicted. If - 
Kessler is successful, in the regulating of the tobacco 
industry, the FDA will determine how much nico- 
tine can be used in cigarettes. In addition the agency 
will also jurisdict how cigarettes are labeled, mar- 

keted and distributed.

What you may not 
realize is that people in their 20s 
are the second largest age group 
to develop cancer. This does 
affect you directly, so using food 
for medicinal value might be a 
good idea. 

The National Cancer Institute 
is researching the ways which 
certain foods protect your health. 
The secret may be in the way cer- 
tain chemicals are hidden in 
everyday foods. So here are a 
variety of taste-tantalizing 
snacks you can indulge in. They 


will not only help you stay fit, 
but also prevent a variety of 
deadly cancers. 

Sweet and delicious strawber- 
ries contain more fiber and vitamin 
C than most fruits. Strawberries 
also contain elegiac acid, a natural 
cancer-fighting chemical. They 
are a tasty and nutritious snack. 

Throw an extra slice of toma- 
to on that sandwich or salad. 
Tomatoes contain lycopene, 
which may prevent some can- 
cers. They also supply fiber and 
potassium, as well as vitamins A 
and C. Cabbage, another veg- 
etable and member of the crucif- 
erous family of cancer fighting 
vegetables, contains indoles 
which may prevent breast can- 
cer. 

Pretend you are a rabbit and 
munch on a garden full of broc- 
coli, spinach or carrots. Broccoli 
is bursting with cancer fighting 
fiber. Carrots are brimming with 
beta carotene, fiber, folate, potas- 
sium, and vitamins B and C. 
Carotenes may protect against 
oral cancers as well as cancers of 
the cervix, stomach and uterus. 

Spinach, a powerhouse of 
antioxidants and nutrients, is 
particularly rich in folic acid;

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UW-S evades 
budget cuts

“Quality at our universities 
would have been at stake with 
the drastic budget cuts that had 
been discussed by the governor,” 
State Senator Alice Clausing said 
in a press release. Clausing is the 
only senator to represent two 
four year campuses, UW-Stout 
and UW-River Falls. 

There was a sigh of relief on 
Sept. 16 when Administrative 
Secretary James Klauser 
announced that the UW system 
would be exempt from submit- 
ting budgets with cuts of 5 and 
10 percent. The budget cuts are a 
result of the property tax reform 
bill passed in March . This com- 
mits the state to cover 67 percent 
of K-12 school costs throughout 
the state. 

“This does not mean, howev- 
er, that the UW system budget 
will not be up for discussion as 
the legislature looks for ways of 
identifying funding for property 
tax relief. We are not in the clear 
yet.” John Enger, director of uni- 
versity relations, said. 

Since the threat of budget cuts 
remains, the Strategic Planning 
-Committee is developing princi- 
ples that will guide the possible 
budget reduction. The commit- 
tee, comprised of faculty, acade- 
mic staff, students, and chancel- 
lor’s cabinet members, will make 
recommendations to the chancel- 
lor and the deans. 

The UW system has also 
launched a massive public rela- 
tions campaign to show that the 
UW system is a lean operation 
and to reveal the value of the 
UW system and its uniqueness 
as a state agency. 

In September, the UW system 
published a report of budget effi- 
ciencies that have been achieved. 
The UW system has worked at 
reducing administrative costs, 
consolidating and eliminating 
outdated programs, taking full 
advantage of technological

The ‘officer reported that Miller 
started off by reading Bible passages which eventu- 
ally led to the bed. It was the second time in two 
weeks that police had arrested her for prostitution, 
according to Miller. 

Miller said that sex, in some cases, causes rebirth 
or sanctification to occur. She intends on fighting the 
courts based on constitutional grounds. 


Dance of Darkness 
Dark colors of mourning were worn last weekend 
by J.J. Pearce High School students in Richardson, 
Texas, as a result of the loss of their classmate and 
drill team captain, Laura Welborne, age 17. 
Welborne died at 2 a.m. on Oct. 8, after she left a 
post-game party with her boyfriend, Wade 
McFarland. His car spun out of control and 
slammed into a tree. McFarland escaped injury and 
called the paramedics. Police said that McFarland 
had been drinking and was charged with involun- 
tary manslaughter. His bail was set at $2,500 bond. 
School officials considered cancelling the home- 
coming dance Saturday night, but Welborne’s par- 
ents asked them not to do so. Jim Welborne, Laura’s 
father, said that McFarland’s father begged forgive- 
ness and apologized for the loss of their daughter. 
The younger McFarland called the family after 
being released from jail. Jim Welborne stated, “It can 
happen to you. Know where your kids are.”

Why did pepper spray take so 
long to become legal here in 
Wisconsin? Being a very liberal 
state, the legislature passed a 
law allowing the use of pepper 
spray in Wisconsin, but there 
was a ten month delay to estab- 
lish labeling and packaging stan- 
dards, as well as safety tips for 
use of the spray. 

Pepper spray has been in 
effect since Oct. 1. According to 
Representative Al Baldus,” Un- 
der this new law, people can 
legally use pepper spray to 
defend themselves or their prop- 
erty.” 

Pepper spray is an organic 
chemical that causes uncontrol- 
lable burning of the skin, labored 
breathing, severely swollen eyes, 
and continual draining of the 
sinuses. Senator Alice Clausing 
stated, “The effect of pepper. 
spray is like rubbing two hot 
peppers in your eyes. Pepper 
spray can incapacitate a person 
for up to 45 minutes. However, 
there is no permanent damage.” 

Even though there may not be 
any permanent damage, pepper 
spray should be treated as a 
weapon. When purchasing pep- 
per spray you will receive 
instructions and safety tips. The 
rules cover such issues as how 
far the spray can be propelled, 
the chemical content of the 
spray, and the allowable weight 
of the ingredients.

Dennis Shaw, chief of campus 
police, would like people who 
invest in pepper spray to read the 
intructions and safety tips before 
using it.

It was the simple 
fact that they fired the gun too 
early. It was really disappointing. 
We would have moved up a cou- 
ple positions had they operated 
things differently.” 

Overall, the women’s team 
finished ninth of fifteen teams. 


Although the men’s team did 
not have the trouble the women’s 
team experienced, “our men did 
not compete well. They really 
have no excuses,” Hall said. 

“Physically they’re ready, 
there’s no doubt in my mind 
about that. It really just comes 
down to the mental thing for 
them right now. They seem to be 
enthusiastic about the races. 
They’re ready to begin, but 
they’re not ready to race five 
miles. They have to quit relying 
on the fact that they’re young 
and they have.to start taking 
pride in themselves right now,” 
Hall said. 

Overall, the men _ placed 
eighth out of nineteen teams. 
Hall said that he was, “very sur- 
prised at this finish.” 

’ “The way we performed, our 
runners were real disappointed 
at the finish line, and no one was 
expecting such a high place- 
ment,” Hall said. 

While the men’s team overall 
had a disappointing day, Mike 
Mattson came out of it with a 
personal record. Mattson took 
about two minutes off his best 
time so far and ended up as the 
seventh runner for the team. Hall 
says that is something Mattson 
has never done before. 

The men’s and women’s 
teams will be competing this 
Saturday in West Salem in a meet 
hosted by UW-La Crosse. Hall 
said that there will be about 30 
teams involved. Among these 
teams will be the Badgers, who 
are ranked in the top 3 of 
Division 1 teams. Other Division 
1 and Division 2 teams will be 
involved as well as all of the con- 
ference teams. 

“It’s probably the best invita- 
tional anywhere in the Midwest. 
The competition will be tough. 
We'll have people running their 
lifetime best and feeling like they 
didn’t accomplish too much,” 
Hall said. : 

The day will begin with the 
men’s races at 10:30 a.m. and 
11:15 a.m. The women’s competi- 
tion will begin at 12 p.m. with a 
second race taking place at 12:45 
p-m.

Intramurals hosts a new office

It may not be apparent to 
many people, but there has been 
a restructuring of the recreation 
program on campus. 

The change has not come 
about because of a problem in the 
previous program, but because 
the chancellor had some consul- 
tants come in about a year and a 
half ago that made some recom- 
mendations on how to reorga- 
nize the university. 

“The biggest part of that was 
the change from a three division 
model to a two division model 
for the entire university. And 
then a part of that was the rec- 
ommendation that intramurals 
and recreation be part of the stu- 
dent center operation,” Bob 
Johnson, director of the 
Memorial Student Center, said. 

Chancellor Charles W. 
Sorensen decided to activate the 
two division recommendation, 
which went into effect last 
December. 

“About the same time, prior to 
making any changes in the intra- 
mural program, he (Sorensen) 
put together a university recre- 
ation team to look at university 
recreation on campus,” Johnson 
said. 

One of the primary reasons 
this team was put together was to 
eventually “help the students 
recognize recreation on campus 
and to let them know what 
opportunities there are for 
them,” Lori Anda-Bowen, direc- 
tor of intramural and recreational 
sports, said. 

The team, which was called 
Team Quality Management, was 
made up of students, faculty, 
staff, Johnson, Anda-Bowen, and 
UW-Stout Athletic Director Rita 
Slinden. All who were involved 


with the team were people who 
use the recreation facilities fre- 
quently. 

One of the first things the 
team did was to come up witha 
definition of university recre- 
ation. According to Johnson, 
recreation was defined as all 
recreational activities that are not 
credit-producing or intercolle- 
giate athletics. 
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I think the students will 
benefit because recre- 
ation , hopefully, will 

not be segmented. We'll 

be able to focus on recre- 

ation andyall recreation- 
al activities and stu- 
dents can more easily 
see what’ s available.

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Ultimately, the team made a 
recommendation to the chancel- 
lor that said recreation, as much 
as possible, should report to one 
area. 

The team recommended this 
because they, “saw an advantage 
to coordinating recreation activi- 
ties and programs on campus. I 
think, more importantly, the 
team felt that by unifying recre- 
ation on the campus more, we 
could provide better service to 
the students,” Johnson said. 

“That recommendation was 


‘ given to the chancellor. He felt 


that would be the best way as far 
as communication and letting the 
students know where they could 
find information on recreation,” 


Anda-Bowen said. 

The transition started July 1. 
Johnson believes this restructur- 
ing is for the better. 

“T think the students will ben- 
efit because recreation, hopeful- 
ly, will not be segmented. We'll 
be able to focus on recreation and 
all recreational activities and stu- 
dents can more easily see what’ s 
available,” Johnson said. 

One of the changes in the 
recreation program is the assem- 
bly of a recreation council. This 
council consists of staff responsi- 
ble for recreation on campus. 
Johnson said that eventually, 
they will be starting up an advi- 
sory committee where, “all the 
recreation areas will be repre- 
sented.” 

The reason for this advisory 
committee is, “so there is an 
opportunity for input. An oppor- 
tunity for university recreation as 
a whole to hear what the stu- 
dents are saying, what they want, 
changes they might be interested 
in, suggestions, ideas, that sort of 


' thing,” Johnson said. 


“We are looking at utilizing 
the ID card more-for access 
instead of having to make up a 
separate ID. We will eventually 
get to the point where you can 
just use your student ID and it 
says whether you're a paid mem- 
ber or not,” Johnson said. 

At this point in the restructur- 
ing, there are no other new pro- 
cedures for the student. Johnson 
said that, “We're too early into 
the change.” When the advisory 
committee is formed, they may 
decide to make some changes. 

As of now, the new program 
is up and running. Anda-Bowen 
said the main concern this year is 
getting all the bugs out of the 
program so it will be able to run 
smoothly next year.

five minutes

It’s 7:45 a.m. and class is 
about to begin. This is how the 
day will start for many students 
in the 1995-1996 academic school 
year. : 
The faculty senate was look- 
ing at ways to revise the current 
academic calendar and decided 
on 55 minute classes. The day 
will begin at 7:45 a.m. and there 
will continue to be 10 minutes of 


_ passing time between classes. 


“Basicaliy, this is a UW- 
LaCrosse model. La Crosse went 
to this system about two years 
ago,” Joseph Larkin, dean of stu- 
dents, said. 

“This plan _ significantly 
increases the instruction time for 
the fall semester and slightly 
decreases the length of the 
spring semester, making the 
semesters equal in length,” Bob 
Sedlak, associate vice chancellor, 
said. . 

Sedlak also cited some advan- 
tages that LaCrosse has experi- 
enced, This system results in 
more contact hours between stu- 
dents and professors. The faculty 
doesn’t necessarily teach more 
material, but they are allowed 
more time to go through exam- 
ples. Also, it is easier to plan 
courses when they can fit into 
either the fall or spring semester. 
Previously, some classes were 
offered only in the spring or fall 
semester. 

Another advantage given by 
Larkin was the ability for stu- 
dents to start searching for sum- 


mer employment earlier because 
the school year will end earlier. 

There are also disadvantages. 
Some courses need to be restruc- 
tured because of the change in 
semester length. Also, this sys- 
tem constricts the day some- 
what. There will be one less class 
period in the day. Classes will 
not start on the hour, so students 
will have to change the way they 
organize their day around class 
periods. 

“I don’t see the difference that 
five minutes would make,” 
Laura Wiedenhoeft, freshman, 
said. 

Most students seemed to 
overlook the extra five minutes 
as long as the school year ended 
earlier. However, off-campus 
students seemed to have more of 
a negative attitude. 

“Tf I’m commuting, I think it’s 
a bad idea,” Eric Klawiter, 
junior, said. 

Larkin voiced a few more 
concerns about the system. 

“It may result in a revenue 
loss for the auxiliaries-housing 
food service,” he said. The 
issue of athletics also came up. 


: With the year ending on May 15, 


students involved in spring 
sports may be participating in 
play-offs during final’s week or 
even after the official school year 
has ended. 

The faculty senate is planning 
the 1995-1996 academic year for 
55 minute classes. It appears as 
though this will be a permanent 
decision. However, Larkin said, 
“How permanent is anything?”

Classic cannon brings liability controversy

The boom heard every time the UW- 
Stout Blue Devils score a touchdown 
has been silenced. The cannon Phi 
Sigma Phi were planning to use this 
year is caught in a debate over who will 
pay the liability insurance. 

In 1860, during the Civil War, the 
cannon was given to the city of 
Menomonie for protection, according 
to John Russell, local historian. It then 
became a part of the Mabel Tainter 
Memorial until 1991 when the barrel 
was entrusted to the National Guard 
Armory. 

In 1993 a restoration project was 
started and sponsored by Phi Sigma Phi 
in which the barrel of the cannon was 
cleaned up and a new carriage was built 
to the exact specifications of the origi- 
nal. 

“Finally we have a great looking can- 
non. Now we can’t fire it,” Scott Levy 
vice president of Phi Sigma Phi said. 

Because the cannon would be fired 
on university property, the university is 
requiring Phi Sigma Phi to have liability 
insurance placed on the cannon just in 
case anything would go wrong. 

“It's unfortunate that that’s the soci- 
ety we live in that we have to account 
for the one percent chance of something 
happening,” Laura Reisinger, executive 


director at the Mabel Tainter Theater 
said. “It’s the liability risk involved in 
firing the cannon no one wants. The 
university has said no, we have said no, 
the armory has said no. It’s like this hot 
potato that keeps getting passed 
around.” 

One of the difficulties in solving this 
problem is the number of parties 
involved. The Mabel Tainter Theater 
was never notified of the restoration or 
the agreement between Phi Sigma Phi 
and the Armory that would enable it to 
be fired at football games. 

“There is so much difficulty in com- 
munication between all these groups 
because no one is saying the same 
thing,” Reisinger said. 

This issue has been looked into since 
May and no resolution has been made. 

“J still see it as unresolved and | still 
see that there are some options that 
need to be explored,” Resinger said. “I 
see this as something Phi Sigma Phi 
needs to come up with and to contact all 
of us to move forward in terms of that.” 

To Phi Sigma Phi, the options seem 
to be hard to wade through. 

“It’s a really touchy subject,” Levy 
said. “So far the red tape is so thick that 
if you cut a little bit away some one else 
straps another strip over it.” 

With still so many options yet to be 
explored, the debate over the firing of 
the cannon continues.

Abortion drugs 

Imagine abortions performed in the United States 
with drugs instead of surgery. Do you think it is 
impossible? Not for Dr. Richard Hausknecht, a New 
York doctor who is distressed by the delays in mar- 
keting of the French abortion pill, RU 486. 

Dr. Hausknecht has found an alternative to RU 
486 through the use of two other available drugs. 
One of them is a tissue growth-inhibitor used to 
treat cancer, arthritis and psoriasis that is known as 
methotrexate. This drug has been used in the past 
decades to end ectopic pregnancies, which develop 
outside of the uterus. 

The other drug is known as misoprostol, an ulcer 
medicine that hastens labor. Hausknecht has pro- 
vided the drugs to 126 women who wanted abor- 
tions. He says that he is as careful as possible when 
dealing with this matter. Out of the 126 women, five 
of them had to have follow-up surgery to complete 
the procedure. Most of the patients are women over 
30, who may have had a surgical abortion per- 
formed previously and disliked the operation. 

The drawback is that the method can not be used 
beyond the eighth week of pregnancy. Hausknecht 
charges $500 for the drug treatment, which includes 
an ultrasound exam and blood work. 

Surgical abortions in New York range from $325 
to $1000. 


The holy lot 

To be saved, do you have to go to a church every 
Sunday? No. At least not according to Nathan Royal 
of Dallas, Texas, a former crack addict. Royal has 
been going to a parking lot for the past two:weeks, 
known as the Church on the Lot. 

The Church on the Lot is a place where prosti- 
tutes, drug addicts, and other troubled inner-city, 
poverty-stricken residents go to hear John Shelton 
preach. “Brother John,” as he is known by the black 
congregation, has been ministering to the predomi- 
nantly black community. 

Shelton brings a message and food once a week to 
the poor of the inner city of Dallas where they all 
congregate in the Church on the Lot. In addition, he 
is trying to keep religion alive in the inner-city 
where it is needed the most. 


The way we talk 

John “The Baker” Eppard of Woodstock, N.Y. was 
charged Oct. 2 with disorderly conduct for singing 
songs containing sexual references and swear words 
on the Woodstock Village Green. 

Eppard pleaded not guilty and said, “In the world 
we live in, people talk that way. And they’re allowed 
to.” Controversy has arisen regarding the ability of 
police to arrest someone for swearing and using vul- 
garity in public. Under section 240.20, part three of 
the penal code, it is legal in cases where obscene lan- 
guage or gestures are displayed in a public place. 

The New York Civil Liberties Union (NYCLU) 
disagrees. The arrest according to Norman Siegel, 
NYCLU executive director, is unconstitutional. 
Siegel also said , “If the guy (Eppard) called us, we 
would represent him.” 

On Tuesday, cussing was outlawed in Raritan, 
N.J. A borough council approved an ordinance that 
would prohibit the use of profanity in plublic. 


A new note 

Scalpels and sponges are commonplace items in 
an operating room, but there are two more items 
which many people may not think of as common- 
place; boomboxes and radios. 

Scientific evidence shows that surgeons who lis- 
ten to background music are more relaxed and at 
ease during operations. According to the Journal in 
the American Medical Association, music lowers a 
physician's blood pressure and pulse rate. Research 
shows that surgeons who listen to music while they 
operate seem to perform better. 

The tastes in music range from Bach and 
Rachmaninoff to Kathy Mattea and Garth Brooks. 
Some surgeons change the pace of the music to par- 
allel the pace of the operation. Some even have the 
philosophy that “Without music, surgery would be 
a mistake.”

There are about 1,100 Special 
Operations forces in Haiti, many 
of them in the countryside as liai- 
son teams working with regional 
military officials. The work

“Therein lies the challenge,” he 
said, adding that U.S. forces were 
able to gain time and good will to 
do such work because an inva- 
sion was avoided. 

Asked about the possibility that 
Haiti’s paramilitary forces are 
just hiding their weapons and 
lying low until the U.S. forces 
leave, the general said that was a 
concern. He predicted it would 
be more of a problem in urban 
areas than in the countryside.

coffee. You are going to be late for your 7:45 
a.m. class. That's right folks, classes are start- 
ing 15 minutes earlier this coming fall to allow stu- 
dents to squeeze five extra days out of summer. 

But, in order to accomodate the new schedule, 
Menomonie time will adjust from the hour or quar- 
ter hour to the...well, the 55 minute schedule. 

Class times are increasing a whole five minutes in 
order to even the semesters, shorten the day and 
ee meusten time. However, remembering 
when those class times are going to start i 
more difficult. eat mie e 

Students will still have10 minutes between classes. 
With the new schedule, a 7:45 a.m. class will end at 
8:40 a.m. and the next class will start at 8:50 a.m.

Employers will have a tougher time determining 
hours people work and getting people to cover the 
early hours. Dining services could be hurt because 
not as many students would utilize the breakfast ser- 
vice. Revenue could be hindered in the Student 
Center because of fewer days in the spring semester. 

And the five days extra for summer might not 
affect all students. Spring sports usually don’t end 
until the middle of May, so school could end before 
them, or they could interfere with finals week. Sports 
would end up suffering. 

Faculty benefit from the time change, however. 
Their class hours have been reduced from 180 hours 
to 160 hours. By the time registration, initial class 
days and service days are included,130 teacher-to- 
student hours remain. Teachers like having the extra 
five minutes for students to ask questions. 

lime management will have a whole new mean- 
ing next fall. Classes will be starting at unaccus- 
tomed times, schedules will be full of gaps and over- 
laps and people will be forgetting where they need 
to be. 

Students can understand the teachers’ concern for 
extra classroom time and can even see how equal 
semesters could benefit their timetable for gradua- 
tion. But, is changing 7,200 student’s schedules to 
accomodate 605 faculty members really necessary?

Even after UW-Stout’s loss to 
the UW-LaCrosse Eagles last 
weekend, Ed Meierkort, football 
head coach, still predicts a win- 
ning record for the Blue Devils. 

“T firmly believe that we will 
end up 6-4. I absolutely have no 
problems saying that,” he said. 

This would mean that Stout (2- 
4) is upset-minded Saturday 
against Wisconsin State 
University Conference foe UW- 
Stevens Point (3-3), at Nelson 
Field. 

“You're dealing with a great 
big, physical team. Their offen- 
sive front is huge. They are as big 
as Wisconsin (UW-Madison),” 
Meierkort said. 

At LaCrosse on Saturday, the 
Blue Devils were involved in a 
high-scoring shoot-out involving 
the league’s two most productive 
quarterbacks, Stout’s Forrest 
Schneider and LaCrosse’s Craig 
Kusick. The Eagles defeated 
Stout, 42-28, for their twenty-sev- 
enth straight conference win. 

One highlight of the game 
was Stout’s wide receiver, Kevin 
Wiese. Wiese collected 16 balls, 
the most in Stout football history, 
for 184 yards. 

After Stout recovered a fum- 
ble on the LaCrosse 30 yard line, 
Schneider went to the air and 
found Wiese open for a one play, 
six second scoring drive. 

LaCrosse answered with 30 


seconds left in the quarter on an 
11 yard touchdown strike from 
Kusick to wide out Paul Kling, 
but missed the extra point, giv- 
ing the Blue Devils a 7-6 lead at 
the end of one. 

LaCrosse owned the second 
quarter, grabbing 14 points from 
Stout. One of their scores was on 
a 73-yard punt return. 

“Tt was a low-line drive,” 
Meierkort said. “He took it on 
the dead, screaming run. It was 
over early. When you get in a 
foot race with a punter...that’s 
not a situation that you want.” 

Later in the quarter, the 
Eagles put together a keen, two- 
minute drill, driving 76 yards in 
eight plays. 

“We didn’t play prevent 
defense, we don’t even have 
one.” Meierkort said. “They just 


out-manned us. I take my hat off . 


to them. They are a really well- 
coached offensive football club.” 

In the second half, the two 
teams traded blows, each scoring 
three touchdowns. 

“We played hard, and we 
were able to do things defensive- 
ly to them that no one has done 
before,” Meierkort said. “But 
they converted on three third- 
downs, all for over 10 yards, all 
leading to touchdowns.” 

After taking on Stevens Point,

Some 
stains can only be handled by a 
professional, specifically those 
caused by antibiotics, a high 
fever, or quirks in metabolism. 
However, if you are plagued 
with day-to-day,simple stains, 
there are some easy daily tech- 
niques you can use to combat 
them. Some of the staining can 
be removed or avoided if you 
follow this advice. 

If you are trying one of those 
staining or bleaching kits adver- 
tised on TV or in magazines, you 
may be bleaching out your pock- 
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et book instead of your teeth. 
You have to be very careful 
when choosing bleaching kits or 
whitening pastes. Some may 
actually darken teeth, or appear 
to whiten teeth while stripping 
enamel. New studies suggest 
they may be harmful to your 
health because they may contain 
some cancer-causing agents.

There are some natural things 
you can do that may safely 
whiten your pearly whites, such 
as drinking water. Besides the 
other incredible health benefits 
water provides, you also can 
help prevent the onset of discol- 
oration by swishing water 
around in the mouth after you 
eat or drink. Besides diminishing 
the initial film, rinsing with 
water can also keep your breath 
relatively fresh. 

Try consuming crunchy snacks 
daily. You know what they say: 
eat an apple a day to keep the doc- 
tor away. Consuming apples, cel- 
ery or other crunchy foods may 


help dislodge food that can cause 
staining. 

Baking soda may be effective 
in clearing up stains. This is used 
by gargling then spitting it out. If 


_you are not up to gargling the 


unpleasant stuff, try buying a 
baking soda toothpaste, also 
proven effective, and there is no 
evidence that shows it will eat 
away at enamel. 

Don’t brush too vigorously. 
Brushing too hard can actually 
strip the enamel right off of your 
teeth. Dr.. Dale Halpern D.M.D, 
suggests brushing your teeth 
firmly, but not vigorously, and 
use only soft bristle brushes, not 
medium or hard bristles. 

If these techniques don’t work 
you can go to your dentist and 
get your teeth clinically bonded 
and contoured or professionally 
bleached. The cost of this method 
ranges from 100 to 400 dollars per 
tooth, but is very effective in 
improving the coloration of the 
teeth.

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Rugby Club asks 
to be reinstated 


Club asks to join Stout four years 
after the death of two students

Not much is heard about a 
UW-Stout Rugby Club anymore. 
A university rugby club does not 
exist on campus and there proba- 
bly never will be one again. 

May 1990 marked the decline 
of the Stout Rugby Club. The for- 
mer club had planned a fundrais- 
ing party at Hillside Inn, Bar and 
Restaurant, located six miles 
west of Menomonie. John Enger, 
director of University Relations, 
said the club was issued a written 
warning from their adviser say- 
ing that if the event was going to 
take place, there were steps the 
club had to do to ensure that the 
event was a legal and safe activi- 
ty in terms of limiting access, 
checking IDs and other safety 
precautions. 

“The Rugby Club was told 
they had to take precautions,” 
Enger said. “They did not follow 
all of these steps. As a result, 


there was a situation where . 


numerous minors were let into 

. the party. A tremendous amount 
of drunkenness and lewd behav- 
ior occurred. It was a terrible sit- 
uation and it culminated in a 
young Stout student, Melissa 
Wierman, a freshman, and her 
high school friend, Robeta 
Hames, being struck and killed 
by an automobile.” 

The following Monday, 
Chancellor Charles W. Sorensen 
temporarily suspended the club. 
That Tuesday, the Recreation 
Commission suspended the 
rugby club funding, and by 
Wednesday, the Stout Student 
Association (SSA) senate sus- 


pended the club indefinitely. 

The punishment did not end 
there. Enger said on Thursday, 
May 10, “The rugby club mem- 
bers went around and circulated 
flyers with false information on it 
saying that Stout was going to be 
a dry campus and really attempt- 
ing to stir people up. There was a 
march and I-94 was closed. This 
was the only time I-94 has ever 
been closed.”

The spring semester ended 
with no more problems on the 
club’s behalf. 

“The fall semester opened and 
we had indications once again 
that the former rugby club peo- 
ple were out there trying to pun- 
ish the community or do some- 
thing,” Enger said. “And so we 
did what we could to try to mon- 
itor this activity and keep a lid on 
ites 


“But on Sept. 15, one of the 
rugby members was arrested for 
having an underage party and on 
Sept. 16, this member and several 
others again organized a march. 
In this particular case the march 


was stopped by police.” 

“Well, at that point, the uni- 
versity launched a campaign to 
try to inform students that this 
sort of activity was unacceptable. 
It was damaging to their future 
careers, it was damaging to the 
university's reputation and fur- 


thermore, there was a state law | 


saying that if you are a student 
and are involved in an unlawful 
assembly on a highway adjacent 
to a campus, a judge can suspend 
the student from enrollment or 
throw them out of school as part 
of the penalty. 

“At that point things calmed 
down and we didn’t have any 
further problems,” he said. 

In 1991, the former rugby club 
went to SSA and asked for a pro- 
bationary reinstatement. 

Enger said, “Our response at 


Proposal for downtown bike 
trail opposed by businesses

In the aftermath of the city 
council's decision to restrict bicy- 
cle travel on downtown side- 
walks, many students are left 
wondering how they are to trav- 
el safely throughout Menomonie. 
Monday, Oct. 17, the Menomonie 
City Council held a public hear- 
ing to discuss these concerns. The 
focus of the hearing was to 
decide whether or not a down- 
town bike trail, which would 
eliminate 51 parking spaces, is a 
viable compromise for both bicy- 
clists and downtown business 
owners. 

Cedar Corporation submitted 
two proposals to the Menomonie 
City Council. The first option 
includes widening sidewalks 
along Crescent Street and Second 
Street with the addition of a 10 
foot wide trail intended for the 
use of bicycles and other play 
vehicles. This option would 


require the removal of all parallel 
parking on the north side of 
Crescent Street, between 
Broadway and Eighth Street. The 
second option includes the side- 
walk widening, but does not 
include the bike trail. This option 
would retain most of the parallel 
parking.

51 parking places away. Lord 
knows downtown needs parking 
places.” Councilman J. Richard 
Emmert said. “You’re driving 
people. out of town” said 
Emmert. 

Phil Newman, engineer with 
Cedar Corp. reaffirmed that 51 
places would be eliminated if the 
bike path is constructed. 
However, the city would replace 
many of those spaces through 
recently purchased land north of 
the Marian Plaza. The buildings 
on this property are to be demol- 
ished for the land to be converted 
into a parking lot. 

Still, many downtown busi- 
ness owners feel a parking lot 
will not make up for the loss of 
convenient roadside parallel 
parking. Diane Lee, proprietor of 
Lee’s Drug Store expressed that 
many of her elderly customers 
would not want to walk the extra

that time was, first of all, the 
rugby club never accepted any 
sanctions or responsibility for 
what they did.

“One of the darkest days in 
the history of this institution was 
when a group of students and 
staff assembled in the Student 
Center one hour before the 
memorial service for this student 
and the rugby club stood up and 
said, ‘This isn’t our fault. It isn’t 
our responsibility.

This hap- 
pened one hour before the wom- 
an’s funeral. Can you imagine 
that?” 

“To this day, not a single 
member of the rugby club or for- 
mer rugby club, has come for- 
ward and said, ‘We did wrong 
and we caused these deaths. We 


are sorry.’ It’s never happened,” 
Enger said. 

The administration realizes 
there are all new individuals 
involved in rugby now. 

“We're not saying any of these 
individuals were involved in any 
of these. things that I just 
described, but it was under the 
perimeter of the rugby club,” 
said Enger. 

Currently, there is a rugby 
club functioning in Menomonie 


- consisting of all Stout students. 


The club called the Western 
Wisconsin Rugby Football Club 
(WWREC), plays games with 
other city teams as well as uni- 
versity teams throughout the 
state. “One of the biggest goals

Students May Be at Risk 

A survey mailed out by University of Virginia’s 
Institute for Substance Abuse Studies revealed that 
students who have sex do not think they’re at risk 
for contracting HIV. Out of 1,225 students who were 
surveyed, only 65% reported that they were sexual- 
ly active last year and 40% of them said that they 
had had between two and five sexual partners. 

“Many of those students were taking false com- 
forts in sexual relationships they saw as monoga- 
mous. They think monogamy is being faithful to the 
person they’re sleeping with,” Elizabeth McGarvey, 
associate director at the institute, said. 

About 90 percent of the sexually active students 
surveyed reported having partners of the opposite 


sex, 8.2 percent reported having same-sex partners, _. 


and 1.4 percent who reported having either-sex 
partners. ‘ 


Family Ties 

On Sunday in Vatican City, 150,000 people filled 
the square of St. Peter’s for the closing of family cel- 
ebrations led by Pope John Paul II. He insisted that 
marriage vows must be “indissoluble.” 

Crowds from dozens of nations waved flags and 
cheered as the pope read greetings in 31 different 
languages. The pope addressed the crowd on the 
topic of divorce and requested that people confirm 
and enforce the vows of matrimony and family. 
Threats to the family, as spoken by the pope, in the 
past year included abortion and artificial contracep- 
tion. 

“Families play the key roles in the destinies of 
your countries...to be a father, to be a mother, means 
to be committed to educate future generations,” the 
pope said. 

Cardinal Alfonso Lopez Trujillo began mass by 
denouncing abortion, saying, “ Abortion is a ruthless 
massacre, more numerous than the World Wars.” 

Trujillo said that the church intends to build chil- 
dren’s centers in San Salvador de Bahia, Brazil, 
Manila, the Philippines, and Rwanda. 


Spitting Fire 

__ A Jackson, Mich. man died last Friday at Foote 
Hospital after having been infected with the AIDS 
virus. John C. Richards, 37, received national atten- 
tion in 1985 when he was charged for attempted 
murder after spitting on police officers when police 
tried to arrest him for interference of police work. 
According to police reports, Richards allegedly told 
the officers that he had the HIV virus which causes 
AIDS. 

Richards was a Vietnam veteran who suffered 
from war related stress. Since then, he had been in 
and out of prison for many convictions. He became 
a heavy alcohol and drug abuser according to his 
attorney, Daniel W. Jaworski. Jaworski indicated 
that Richards contracted the virus from a contami- 
nated needle. 


Gaining Weight and Strength 

Dr. Morris Shambelan of University of California 
at San Francisco has discovered that injecting AIDS 
patients with a growth hormone can reverse the 
deterioration effects caused by tissue loss. The ther- 
apy also helps people with cancer and other diseases 
gain weight. Reports from the past two years have 
shown that some patients have gained up to 30 
pounds within the first three months of therapy. 

Lean tissues such as muscles, organs, and bone 
mass have been built up as a result of the bioengi- 
neered growth hormone. Schambelan reported that 
they've had people “wasted” in wheelchairs who 
have gained enough strength and muscle tissue to 
climb small mountains at Yellowstone. 

The unresolved question is whether or not this 
hormone will prolong the life of AIDS or cancer 
patients. The FDA is reviewing the data with this 
question in mind, but see the data as very promis- 
ing. 

The experiment included 178 patients in hospitals 
and community treatment centers in many states. 
Results were released at the Third International 
Symposium on Nutrition and HIV-AIDS. in 
Philadelphia last week. :

Winter Parking Regulations

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90 year old Hazel Arritt receives diploma 


/0 years after her planned graduation she finally 
receives her two year degree in Home Economics

Imagine receiving a college 
diploma 70 years after the 
scheduled graduation date. 
That happened on Oct. 24 when 
Hazel Arritt became the recipi- 
ent of a two year Home 
Economics degree from UW- 
Stout. 

Arritt, a 90-year-old resident 
of Long Beach, Calif., was sup- 
posed to receive her degree in 
January 1925. 

Arritt, her two sisters, and 
her niece had lunch in the 
Rendezvous Room in the Home 
Economics building, with 
Commencement following at 
12:30 p.m. The diploma was pre- 
sented to Arritt by Chancellor 
Charles W. Sorensen. When she 
received it, Arritt asked, “Can I 
get a job with this?” 


Arritt said that she was 
thrilled to graduate. She wants to 
take her diploma to a local nutri- 
tion site in Long Beach so she can 
show it off to all of her friends 
there. Arritt volunteers five days 
a week at the nutrition site and 
she eats there on Sundays. She 
makes extra money for the club 
by working at the coffee shop 
there. : 

When she attended Stout in 
the 1920s, Arritt majored in 
Home Economics. The only other 
concentration at the time was 
Technical Education, which was 
referred to as Manual Training. 

The reason that Arritt did not 
graduate from Stout is because 
she was three credits short. 

“T didn’t get my credit in laun- 
dry.” Arritt said. 

She didn’t pursue the three 
credit laundry class because as 
she said, “I got married.” She

rible image,” Rod Grimme, 
senior, and WWRFC’s presi- 
dent, said. Grimme said

distance if parallel parking is 
eliminated along Crescent 
Street. “If small business is the 
backbone of America, local peo- 
ple are its blood supply.

Enger pointed out a sentence 
from the recent club application 

‘letter that he found disturbing. 
The sentence reads: “We [the 
WWREC] strongly feel the mem- 
bers and the sport should not suf- 
fer as a result of the mistakes a 
few made before we were stu- 
dents of this University.” 

Enger said, “Let’s analyze 
that sentence. ‘Suffer.’ They're 
suffering? Do you know who is 
suffering? The parents of those 
young women who were killed. 
They're the ones that are suffer- 
ing.” 

He goes on to say that he

comments regarding his support 
of the bike trail. “I think we are 
entering a new era where people 
are using alternative forms of 
transportation,” Kropp said.

Arritt said that when she 
attended Stout, the campus was 
much smaller and the classes 
were very different. She didn’t 
even recognize the campus at 
first. While at Stout, Arritt 
learned about cooking, . sewing, 
and ironing, while the men at 
Stout learned technical skills. 
There was no history or math 
offered back then.

questions the ‘mistakes’ made by 
the former rugby team adding it 
was gross negligence which 
resulted in two deaths. 

“And afew made?’ The entire 
organization was behind that 
party.

Steve Gunderson visits UW-Stout

On Oct. 20, Steve Gunder- 
son, the incumbent republican 
congressional candidate for this 
district, visited the UW-Stout 
campus. 

Gunderson’s_ activities at 
Stout included speaking at a 
forum, visiting the sociology of 
gender roles class and attend- 
ing an open forum where stu- 
dents were able to ask one-on- 
one questions.

Before taking questions in the 
sociology of gender roles class, 
he described the positions of var- 
ious women in Congress and 
emphasized, in reference to 
Hillary Clinton, that “the role of 
the first spouse will never be the 
same”. 

In class, Gunderson answered 
questions on the crime bill, child 
support issues, and a variety of 
others. He also took time to 
explain health care costs and 
some of the ways that those costs 
could be covered. Finally, he 
spoke of the importance of vot-

A. John Enger, director of University Relations, 
said. “We don’t want to do anything to indicate to the 
team that there is any probability of them being rein- 
stated.” 

Enger was referring to the administration’s position 
to the former Stout Rugby Club reapplying for uni- 
versity recognition. . 

The current city rugby team, under the name 
Western Wisconsin Rugby Football Club (WWRFC), 
members are all UW-Stout students. They reapplied 
this fall to the university to become the Stout Rugby 
Club in an effort to comply with the wishes of their 
members. 

Those members are new to WWREC and only have 
a vague idea of the accident that occurred four years 
ago. Any member directly associated with the former 
Stout Rugby Club has either graduated or left the uni- 
versity. A whole generation of students has gone by 
and the new members are excited about the chance to* 
become a recognized club. 

Students may feel slighted because of the adminis- 
tration’s opposition to the club. As a result, relations 
between the administration and students could be 
strained. This atmosphere on campus is not beneficial 
to either parties. 

“One of the biggest goals we have now is to change 
our terrible image,” Rod Grimme, senior and 
WWRFC’s president, said. He said in his letter of 
application that the club has been doing all the activi- 
ties a university recognized club would be doing, 
including a highway clean-up project and remaining 
in good standing with the city and state rugby union. 

These actions indicate the club has accepted the 
responsibility to become a university recognized club. 
Rather than dwell on past actions and place blame, ' 
they seem willing to go on and improve their image. 
Hopefully, the administration will see this and be 
more accepting of their wishes. 

Perhaps a compromise for the situation would be to 
reinstate the club and put them on probation for a 
semester. This would allow the rugby club time to 
prove they could adhere to university regulations. 

The rugby club could do a community service pro- 
ject dedicated to the victim’s families. Having meet- 
ings every so often with the administration and Stout 
Student Association could also prove beneficial to the 
future of the club. 

If the administration continues to say the universi- 
ty is here for the students, then give students the ben- 
efit of the doubt and reinstate the Stout Rugby Club.

The officers made their way 
through the overturned furniture 
and threw the woman face down 
without identifying themselves, 
and without any regard for her 
physical condition. After identi- 
fying themselves, the woman 
continued to react to the beating 
she had received just moments 
before. 

The officers placed the 
woman under arrest for disor- 
derly conduct and resisting 
arrest. She was released the next 
day to her husband, the abuser. 

While in the woman was 


ical and mental abuse. She was 
called a “whore” a “bitch” and a 
“cunt.” She was confronted by 
the district attorney who told her 
that if this behavior happened 
again, she would be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law. 

This woman called the police 
three months later to report 
being abused by her husband, 
this time after returning home 
after filing for divorce. The offi- 
cer was a friend of her husband. 

Once again, she was arrested.

Recognize need for God 


It’s not that I can’t turn down 
a good argument, it’s just that 
enough is enough.

Why would Eric Clapton 
launch a tour and not play any of 
his hits?

After performing “Five Long 


Years” Clapton jammed a ver- — 


sion of “Crossroads”, a long- 
time blues favorite. The set 
ended with “Ain't Nobody’s

Vaccination for 


Hepatitis B available 


Sexually transmitted disease 
more contagious than HIV

College students today are at 
risk of contracting a sexually 
transmitted virus that is 100 
times more contagious than HIV. 
That virus is hepatitis B. This 
virus lives longer out of the body 
than HIV and can be picked up 
more easily. 

The hepatitis B virus (HBV) is 
an inflammation of the liver that 
may lead to long-term complica- 
tions. In the United States alone, 
complications associated with 
HBV infection, such as cirrhosis 
of the liver and liver cancer, lead 
to over 5,000 deaths annually. 

Like HIV, the hepatitis B virus 
may be transmitted sexually 
through blood, semen, vaginal 
secretions, or even saliva. 
Intravenous drug users and per- 
sons with occupational exposure 
to these bodily fluids, such as 
workers in health care facilities, 
are at higher than average risk. 

What are the symptoms of 
hepatitis B? One of the reasons 
that hepatitis B poses a serious 
health concern is that HBV- 
infected people either display no 
symptoms or experience mild, 
flu-like symptoms for which they 
often do not seek medical atten- 
tion. These relatively mild symp- 
toms are rarely indicative of the 
potential seriousness of this dis- 


ease. As a carrier, you can spread 
the disease to loved ones and 
family members, even if you 
have no symptoms. They can 
then spread the disease to others 
and put themselves at risk for 
liver disease and liver cancer. 

Later this year, the United 
States Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention will offi- 
cially recommend that all adoles- 
cents and young adults, includ- 
ing college students, be vaccinat- 
ed to protect against and control 
the spread of hepatis B. 

Each year nearly 300,000 peo- 
ple in the United States become 
infected with the hepatitis B 
virus. In fact, out of 1,000 people 
directly exposed to HBV, 333 will 
become infected, compared to 
four infectiones for every 1,000 
people exposed to HIV. The good 
news is that, unlike HIV, there is 
a vaccine that can prevent 
hepatitis B. 

You can get more information 
about hepatitis B and receive the 
vaccine at a reduced cost through 
Student Health Services. Call 
Health Services today at 232-1314 
and find out if the HBV vaccina- 
tion is right for you. If you do 
decide to take that big step and 
get the shots, one will be given 
right away, the next one a month 
later and the last one in six 
months.

People are still not 
getting the hint to practice sex 
safely.

Complaints from students 
disregarded, frustrations rise

The Financial Aid Office mis- 
sion statement reads, “The pur- 
pose of the Office of Student 
Financial Aid is to award, dis- 
tribute and monitor federal, state 
and institutional funds thereby 
providing financial assistance to 
students who, without such 
assistance, would be unable to 
attend UW-Stout.” In addition, 
the document says they provide 
counseling, assist in financial 
planning, manage _ student 
employment, provide outreach 
services and identify other 
sources of aid for students. 

“Financial Aid is complex,” 
Beth Resech, Financial Aid inter- 


im director, said. “And in order . 


to be a wise consumer, we need 
to have means available to you 
[the student].” 

Many students have had 
problems with the financial aid 
process. The entire process takes 

_about eight weeks to complete or 
- longer if forms or signatures are 
missing. Students’ frustrations 
rise with assistance they may or 
may not get, especially if the stu- 
dent is required to complete 
more forms, or duplicate forms 
they have already filled out. 
Several students who have had 
problems with the Financial Aid 
Office say the customer service 


people seem rude, have no idea 
what is going on and appear 
unorganized . 

“No, I don’t believe that is the 
case,” Resech said. “I think if a 
poll were taken of all the stu- 
dents who receive financial aid, I 


wouldn’t expect to hear the stu- 


dents to say that we were rude.”

for a new director to be in place, 


by March 1995, according to 
Resech. 

Resech said she was not inter- 
ested in the job because of the 
time commitment the job 
requires.

Her impression of _ the 
Financial Aid Office responsibili- 
ties is to get money for students 
tuition and help them through 
the paperwork. 

Training is provided to the 
office workers for customer ser- 
vice and technical information 
according to Resech. She said the 
service is constantly monitored 
and problem solving is a daily 
activity. 

“The people there are not too 
helpful,” Johnson continued. 
“They don’t try to find a solution. 
It was a big hassle to see a coun- 
selor and I had to talk with some- 
one to determine if I even had a 
problem because her time 
seemed to be so valuable. Can’t 
they just keep my file on record 
and say it is the same problem as 
last year?” 

The Financial Aid Office tries 
to handle each customer sepa- 
rately, especially with all the dif- 
ferent students the office han- 
dles. The office stresses that stu- 
dents need to be wise consumers, 
rather than getting themselves 
into more debt than they can 
handle. 

Resech mentions several areas 
of improvement the financial 
office has seen in the last couple 
of years. A recent peer review 
rated them well against four UW 
schools. Also, the National 
Association of College and 
University Business Officers 
benchmark project set Stout as an 
example of Financial Aid offices.

Furthermore, the office has 
served on several Total Quality 
Management teams including 
internal communications and a 
direct lending advisory board. 

A new computer system, 
Student Integrated -Computer 
System, would provide one file 
of information per student on- 
line, instead of a different file at 
each of the offices that deals with 
students. The office is currently 
looking into purchasing this sys- 
tem and hopes to have it in place 
by next year. 

Counselors are available in 
the Financial Aid office to assist 
students with their applications. 
Resech said the counselors are 
available for walk ins, however, 
the wait time on walk ins is about 
15 minutes. In addition, there are 
only scheduled times for walk- 
ins when a student may speak 
with a counselor. 

The possibility of having the 
counselors. handle each individ- 
ual student’s account to find 
appropriate financial aid, includ- 
ing scholarships, is not feasible 
with 7,200 students on this cam- 
pus. 68 percent of those students, 
according to Resech, receive 
some sort of aid. 

Resech did acknowledge the 
process of getting financial aid 
could be less complex and con- 
fusing for students. As far as the 
office is concerned, she feels it is 
running well and would be 
happy to discuss any concerns 
students might have with them.

Since Sept. 19, sixty-seven cases of salmonella 
have been confirmed according to the Minnesota 
Department of Health. In the last year, 96 cases were 
reported along with eighty-one cases that were 
linked to salmonella poisoning in two different 
states. 

As a result of this, Schwan’s issued a nationwide 
recall of its ice cream. Schwan’s other products 
including Red Barron Pizza and Tony’s Pizza are not 
affected.

Salmonella is the leading cause of food poisoning 
and causes symptoms of sickness such as diarrhea, 
vomiting, fevers, abdominal cramps, and dehydra- 
tion. 
The U.S. Department of Health is in theprocess of 
testing how the bacteria contaminated the ice cream.

A San Jose, Cal. man was arrested after snatching 
a woman’s purse. Jaye Scott, 30 was arrested 
Monday, Oct. 31, after police received a tip-off from 
a teenager who chased down the car and turned in 
the license plate number. 

Sharon Llewellyn, 48 , was walking into a super- 
market when Scott came up from behind her and 
snatched her purse according to police. Llewellyn 
ran after him, but had trouble breathing and soon 
stopped to rest. She cried out for help according to 
Nathan Cann, 17 and his mother who tried to grab 
the man as he ran by. 

Llewellyn was taken home by Mrs. Cann and on 
the way had complained of breathing troubles. 
When she got home, she turned blue said her hus- 
band Robert Llewellyn. He immediately called the 
paramedics and she was rushed to the hospital, but 
died shortly after 9 p.m. 

Police were able to trace Scott by using the license 
plate number that Cann gave them. He was at his 
apartment and taken to the county jail upon where 
he was booked for robbery, and homicide and parole 
violations according to police. Police attribute their 
arrest to Nathan Cann’s actions and stated that they 
never would have found Scott if it weren’t for him. 


Packers, Bears game results in gambling bust 

Monday night football turned messy for 22 peo- 
ple arrested on illegal gambling charges in every 
borough but the Bronx. 

“The crackdown, conducted during Monday’s 
Green Bay Packers-Chicago Bears game, ended an 
illicit $10 million sports betting operation,” District 
Attorney Charles Hynes said Tuesday. 

The raids began at 7 p.m. on Halloween and last- 
ed two hours. When they were over, nine sites were 
closed that had been linked to illegal wagering on 
professional and college football. 11 Authorities 
seized more than $200,000 worth of betting slips, 
about $35,000 in cash, telephones, tape recorders 
and devices used to ward off electronic surveil- 
lance,” Hynes said.

Dentist reveals cavities 


tudents thought they were finished with their 

quarterly visits to the dentist. Obviously, these 

people had not encountered UW-Stout’s finan- 
cial aid office. 

With the heavy oak door separating the customers 
and the counselors, students often feel apprehensive 
about asking questions regarding their financial aid 
status. Students accusations about counselors being 
rude, unorganized and generally inefficient are dis- 
regarded by the interim director. 

“No, I would not support those accusations,” Beth 
Resch, interim director, said. “I would invite those 
students to come up here and observe our office.” 
Students don’t have the time to do that, nor do stu- 
dents have the time to wait for a counselor to help 
them with their problems. Impressions are usually 
formed within the first 10 seconds. If financial aid 
used these 10 seconds to their advantage, they might 
change students’ attitudes to a more favorable light. 

The financial aid office may have a bad image 
because students feel like they have to pull teeth to 
get information regarding what paperwork is need- 
ed, when checks will arrive and which avenues of 
assistance are best suited for them individually. 
Being out of touch with student views and concerns 
hinders the financial aid office’s ability to best deter- 
mine which resources are suited for the student. 

Although the process of applying and getting 
financial aid is separate from the financial aid office, 
the long and complicated process is often associated 
with the office itself. The students only see the time 
it takes to process the application, not the actual 
work done. Students misinterpret the office as taking 
a long time, when actually, the office has no control 
over how quick the application takes to process. The 
office needs to be able to tell students where their 
application is and when it is expected to go through. 

When the application does go through, many 
forms need to be filled out. If the office loses orsmis- 
places the form, a duplicate needs to be sent out and 
the whole process takes longer. Each time a duplica- 
tion occurs, students wait longer for their aid. As a 
result, tuition gets paid late and a service charge is 
assessed. Advancing toward a computer network 
file for each student would speed the process along. 
Photocopies could be used as a back up method. 

These problems can be alleviated by having more 
people on staff. Students’ needs will be addressed 
more quickly and completely, and their visit to the 
“dentist” would not reveal so many cavities.

The UW-Stout Hockey Club 
took to the rink this weekend for 
the opening of the 1994-95 sea- 
son.

Saturday, with Halloween 
nearing closer, Stout needed 
magic in the first period.

Watkins solved the team’s 
problems in the intermission and 
Stout rattled off four goals in 
11:55.

Changing weather patterns, 
increased international tourism, 
and the rapid decline of the rain 
forests are other possible reasons 
that these infectious diseases are 
reforming.

experts tend to agree that there 
are things we can do to protect 
our bodies from infection. 

The most important of these 
things is to stay as healthy as pos- 
sible.

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Rugby club meets 
with Chancellor

Guilt by association was the 
verdict yesterday when the 
Western Wisconsin Rugby 
Football Club (WWREC) met with 
_ Chancellor Charles Sorensen to 

discuss the reinstatement of a 
Stout rugby club. 

The rugby .representatives 
explained ‘their desire to become 
Stout Rugby, and their future 
plans to promote a positive club. 

“The Chancellor was willing 
to meet and discuss the issue, 
but said nothing to lead them 
(the rugby club) to believe they 
will be a campus organization,” 
said John Enger, director of uni- 
‘versity relations. 

“Overall, it was a general ‘No’ 
from the Chancellor,” said Rod 
Grimme, president of the 
WWREC, after the meeting. 

“Tt was disturbing, the lack of 

‘respect by the Chancellor to the 
students today,” said Mark 
Cwieg, a rugby member. “He 
totally saw us as a rugby club. 
He doesn’t realize that we're all 
students. ; 

“We wouldn't be here unless 
we loved the university and 
wanted to get something out of 


here. It was almost degrading, 
the way he (the Chancellor) pre- 
sented his case.” 

Enger said there are no specif- 
ic requirements the rugby play- 
ers must follow to become rein- 
stated. He said, “The situation is 
essentially unchanged, and there 
is no evidence to the contrary. A 
factor we can’t ignore is the fact 
the rugby organization is respon- 
sible for two deaths through an 
illegal drinking party.” 

“We're really sick and tired of 
being compared to the old: club 
when there’s no hint that we’re 
like them at all,” Grimme said. 
“There’s just no reason for 
dwelling on the past. I don’t 
know how many times I can say 
it, but we weren't here. It wasn’t 
us.” 

Grimme said that if Rugby 
doesn’t get reinstated as a club 
on campus, they will keep play- 
ing in the WWRFC. 

“We're not going to go away,” 
said Grimme. “If we don’t get in 
this semester, we’re gonna come 
back next semester and try again. 

“Overall, what we really want 
to stress is why can’t we be 
looked at as us, not as who they 
(the administration) think we 
are. It’s just guilt by association.”

Worshippers Pray for Former President 

Worshippers at former President Reagan’s 
church bewed their heads Sunday to pray for a heal- 
ing hand to fight his Alzheimer’s disease, while 
messages wishing him well poured in from around 
the country. . 

We are concerned and shocked to hear of his ill- 
ness, the Rev. Paul Pierson said in leading parish- 
ioners at Bel Air Presbyterian Church. 

’ One day after Reagan’s disclosure that he had 
been diagnosed with the incurable brain disease, the 
pastor praised him for making his condition public. 

Reagan’s handwritten letter disclosing the dis- 
ease was accompanied by a statement from five doc- 
tors. They said that while Reagan’s health was oth- 
erwise good, “it is expected that as the years go on it 
will begin to deteriorate.” 

Reagan, 83, and his wife, Nancy, did not attend 
Sunday services at their 2,000-member church over- 
looking the San Fernando Valley. They also were not 
at their Bel-Air estate, where TV cameras were set 
up outside the gate. 

Alzheimer’s is an irreversible neurological dis- 
order that destroys the brain’s memory cells. In 
addition to memory loss, symptoms include impair- 
ment of judgement, disorientation and personality 
change. Victims eventually need 24-hour care. 

. Among diseases, it is the fourth leading cause of 
death for adults after heart disease, cancer and 
strokes. Some 4 million Americans have the neuro- 
logical disorder, and about 100,000 die every year. 


CSN Singer Hospitalized 

David Crosby of the rock group “Crosby, Stills 
and Nash” was hospitalized in fair condition Friday 
with a deteriorating liver, a hospital spokeswoman 
said. 

The 53-year-old singer and guitarist was admit- 
ted Wednesday to University of California, Los 
Angeles Medical Center to await a liver transplant, 
said Simi Singer. 

“He’s in great spirits. You wouldn’t think there 
was anything wrong,” she said. - 

Crosby’s liver has apparently hardened and dete- 
riorated due to decades of drug abuse that included 
heroin and cocaine addictions. 

Crosby was evaluated for a liver transplant sev- 
eral weeks ago and he recently experienced a mod- 
erate decline in his condition, according to Dr. 
Ronald W. Busuttil, who leads the UCLA transplant 
team. 

United Network for Organ Sharing, based in 
Richmond, Va., maintains the national waiting list 
for each organ. There are currently 3,851 people 
waiting for livers nationwide, with 102 of those peo- 
ple in Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los Angeles, Orange, 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties. 


Hells angle Sonny Barger celebrates end of 
parole 
Hells Angel Ralph “Sonny” Barger was riding high 
this weekend as he celebrated the end of his parole. 
Barger served four years and nine months in 
prison for a federal explosives, firearms and arson 
conviction in a reputed plot to kill members of the 
rival Outlaws motorcycle club. He was released 
from prison in 1992 but was still on parole. 

To mark the end of his term, Barger threw a bash 
at the Mountain House Bar on Sunday that drew 
such distinguished guests as U.S. Sen. Ben 
Nighthorse Campbell, D-Colo., and singer Johnny 
Paycheck. 

In all, about 700 people showed up at the bar. 

Campbell said the traditional image of the Hells 
Angels as a menacing bunch is out of synch with 
reality. 

“These clubs are much different now,” he said. 

“They're very respectable.” 

Club members now hold toy runs at Christmas, 
along with benefits for Easter Seals and other chari- 
ties, “and their voice can do a lot in reducing vio- 
lence,” Campbell said.

“Save Lake Menomin” is the 
second part of a Stoutreach pro- 


ject to clean Lake Menomin it - 


will take place on Nov. 11 at 3:30 
p.m. 

“This project is based on 
cleaning up Lake Menomin of 
the acid rain and pesticides. 
Phosphorous is getting into the 
water through farmers and irri- 
gation - the raining and draining 
process,” Shane Garcia, a 
Stoutreach member involved in 
the project, said. 

“The phosphorous is the base 
for lots of algae. It will turn the 
lake green and pretty much kill 
all the fish,” Garcia said. 

“Lake Menomin would be a 
dead lake, just a body of water 
without any life,” Bill Andres, 
who is also involved in the pro- 
ject, said. 

There has already been one 
clean up and it was a success, 
according to Andres. Volunteers 
have been working on cleaning 


up the outskirts of the lake. 

This spring, the group will do 
water sample testing to see exact- 
ly what is in the lake. Also, resi- 
dents along the lake will place a 
disc in the water and find out 
how far down they can lower it 
into the water and still be able to 
see it. 

“The disc should be visible for 
about 20 feet, but right now it is 
only visible for approximately 
three or four feet,” Garcia said. 

Stoutreach has also been 
involved in keeping students and 
community members updated on 
the progress that is being made. 
They have printed brochures and 
are working ona video. There are 
also posters around campus with 
information about the project. 

Students and a handful of 
community members have 
become involved in the “Save 


Lake Menomin’” project. In addi- . 


tion, State Senator Alice Clausing 
is involved.

Months of planning and cam- 
paigning finally came to an end 
Tuesday, Nov. 8 and the votes 
are in. Overall, the incumbents 
had a field day, landing the 
majority of votes that enable 
them to keep their positions. 

In a landslide victory over 
Chuck Chavala, Republican 
incumbent Tommy Thompson 
earned 1,052,776 votes over 
Chvala’s 480,343 for the oppor- 
tunity to serve his third term as 
governor of Wisconsin.

Avoiding mail order problems 


Convenience of shopping by mail may dazzle holiday 
shoppers into making unwise choices

‘Tis the season to start shop- 


ping. - 

Although it’s only the begin- 
ning of November, stores have 
their displays up in full force 
beckoning the customers to start 
buying Christmas presents. Some 
people choose to avoid the stores 
altogether and use mail order 
companies to bring the presents 
to them. It’s easy to do: just fill 
out the order form, send it in, 
and a few weeks later your order 
arrives at your doorstep. 

But not all mail order compa- 
nies are created equal. Some add 
extra charges or misrepresent the 
quality of the actual merchan- 
dise. In order to avoid some of 
the mail order problems, follow 
these simple suggestions from 
the Consumer Protection Agency 
“Shopping Tips” fact sheet to 
e a 


make the holiday season a little 
easier: 

Read the product description 
carefully. Don’t rely on the pic- 
tures and check for size, color, 
etc... 

Look for any fine print in the 
catalogs and read it. If you have 
any questions, call the company. 

Look for the best deal. Check 
the prices, service, return poli- 
cies, delivery charges and war- 
ranty. 

Allow extra time for delivery. 
Some companies offer fast deliv- 
ery for an extra charge. 

Before sending in the order 
form write down the name and 
address of the company, the date 
you ordered and a complete 
description of the merchandise. 

Record the total amount of 
the order, including all extra 
charges and check that price with 
your bank or credit card state- 
ment. 


Get an order confirmation 
number from the company so 
you have a quick reference to 
your order just in case there is a 
problem. 

If the order doesn’t arrive on 
time call the company and ask 
for a refund or an explanation. 

Do not send cash in the mail. 

Whenever money is sent 
through the mail to unfamiliar 
companies, there is a risk 
involved. But don’t think ill of all 
mail order companies, because 
most are honest and efficient. 

By following the above tips, 
you may lessen the chance of get- 
ting caught in a bad mail order 
experience.

ence and_ graphic 
Cooksey said. 

“Incorporating these other 
areas will increase opportunities for 
students,” Neuberg said. “Many 
food companies such as Hormel 
point blank said they would not 
hire Stout packaging students 
because they do not have a strong 
enough background in food sci- 
ence. He believes if the proposed 
major is passed, those attitudes 
will definitely change. 

“The integration of these new 
emphasis areas will give us more 
and more recognition from 
industry as a leader in the educa- 
tion of packaging students,” 
Cooksey said. “I think we’ve 
been a sleeper for a long time, 
and I think its really just ready to 
explode so that we are among the 
leaders, if not the leader.” 

Besides administrative sup- 
port of packaging as a major, Stout 
administration has approved 3,500 
square feet of additional lab and 
classroom space. 

“Without support from the 
dean, the vice chancellor, and the 
chancellor, you're not going to go 
anywhere,” Neuburg said. “I 
think they really see a potential 
for growth in this area.”

Talking through problems best 
insurance against suicide

Suicide is the deliberate taking of one’s 
own life. About 55,000 people take their 
lives annually, according to About Suicide, a 
pamphlet distributed by the Counseling 
Center about suicide, 

UW-Stout had an experience with sui- 
cide earlier this week, when Jeffrey Martin 
took his life. Friends, family and fellow stu- 
dents were searching for answers while 
trying to deal with his loss. 

People commit suicide for a number of 
reasons. Hopelessness, loneliness, loss of 
love and intimacy, stress, parental conflict, 
and depression all contribute to students 
thinking and attempting suicide, according 
to College and University Student Suicide: 
Trends and Implications, by John Westefeld 
and Kimberly Whichard of Auburn 
University and Lilliam Range of University 
of Southern Mississippi, 

“People may commit suicide when no 
solution or change is in sight, or when 
attempts to deal with problem fail or back- 


fire,” according to About Suicide. The sae 
8S 


phiet added that people who abuse 

or alcohol, drive feciasasly, or ignore seri- 
ous illnesses have similar feelings as those 
who consciously commit suicide. 

College students have the opportunity 
at school to experience all the above emo- 
tions. Jobs, grades and personal relation- 
ships all contribute to a college students 
life, increasing the stress level. 

Friends and family can tell if a person is 
considering suicide by a number of ways. 
About Suicide says there are always clues to 
the person’s intentions. Previous attempts, 
threats, extreme depression, changes in 


personality or behavior, preparations for 


death or ever’ a sudden lift in spirits could 
be clues. These expressions could act as a 
mask to the persons feelings inside, instead 
of what people see from everyday. 

“We're not going to. prevent it [suicide] 
entirely,” Pinkney Hall, counseling center 
director said. “If people want a way out, or 
if people are looking for guidance or sup- 
port to get out of suicide, there are lots of 
ways to get help.” 

Friends and family can ‘show the indi- 
vidual is being taken seriously when they 
ask for help. Listening to the individual 
and asking concerned questions is impor- 
tant. Explaining to the person that with 
help and support, recovery is .possible. 
Staying close until professional help is 
available is a good idea. 

“In some cases, people get cornered ina 
position of being the care taker. That per- 
son’s own needs don’t get taken care of,” 
Hall said. “That is where counselors come 
in. 

Activities such as trying to change the 
situation, talking problems through and 
learning to relax help the person decide not 
to commit suicide.

Talking about thoughts of suicide or 
talking through depression are the most 
helpful tools to the person contemplating 
suicide. According to Hall, the best guaran- 
tee that someone won't go through with 
suicide is if a person seeks the help.

received than others according to “Helpful 
and unhelpful comments after suicide, 
homicided, accident, or natural death”, by 
Lillian Range, Andrea Walston and Pamela

Mississippi. The two condolences pointed 
out in their study include, “If there is any- 
thing I can do, please let me know,” and, 
“I'm here if you need someone to talk to.” 

Hall offers this advice to anyone con- 
templating suicide, “Find someone to talk 
to about it. That's the best insurance. The 
listener should let them know that suicide 
is a serious concern.”

“Gravure is a printing process 
in which we can’t do justice in 
our labs because the equipment 
is so large and expensive that we 
would probably never aquire it,” 
Industrial Technology, Graphic 
Arts Management assistant pro- 
fessor Tom Pietrzak said. 

“We can emphasize this 
process by bringing industry 
experts in to present current top- 
ics to the students,” Pietrzak 
said. 

UW-Stout hosted the Eighth 
Annual Gravure Day Wednes- 
day, Nov. 2 and Thursday, Nov. 
3. Gravure day is aimed towards 
students to help and encourage 
them to learn more about the 
gravure printing process. 

“Gravure printing is one of 
the major printing processes in 
use today,” Industrial 
Technology, Graphic Arts Man- 
agement professor James Tenorio 
said. “It accounts for approxi- 
mately 18-20 percent ofall print- 
ing sales. If you look at printing 
as a $130-140 billion dollar a year 
industry, you're looking at 
gravure as about a $20-25 billion 


a year industry. 

“Out of the top 20 national 
magazines, the top 10 are printed 
by gravure, and in the top 20, at 
least part.of those are printed by 
gravure. Gravure is used for 
packaging material extensively. 
It’s an important part of the 
graphic communications indus- 


Four speakers presented 
material on the gravure indus- 
try’s new technology trends, 
career opportunities, and man- 
agement issues to over 200 stu- 
dents. 

Wednesday’s keynote speak- 
er, Steven Dupree, national 
accounts manager in gravure 
systems, representing Linotype- 
Hell Company, spoke of digital 
imaging and engraving. 


“The presentation from Hell . 


graphics was brand-new cutting 
edge material,” Tenorio said. 
Thursday’s presentations 
were given by Greg Bardele, a 
Stout graduate in industrial tech- 
nology-graphic arts manage- 
ment, and Mike Dich, a Stout 
graduate in industrial education, 
graphic materials.

“Like the rest of the printing 
industry, the gravure industry is 
working to be more environmen- 
tally friendly with the materials 
and inks it uses, and to eliminate 
the solvent-based inks and move 
to a water-based inks,” Tenorio’ 
said. 


Tenorio’s flexography and 


gravure class organized this 
year’s Gravure Day. “They did a 
real good job this year.” Tenorio 
said. 

This year is the second 
anniversary of Stout being an 
official Gravure Resource Center. 
In 1980, Stout became active in 
the Gravure Education 
Foundation (GEF), a non-profit 
foundation set up by the Gravure 
Association of America (GAA). 
The foundation is supported by 
gravure printers, suppliers and 
manufacturers. The purpose of 
GEF is to promote and provide 
education in the gravure field. 
GEF supports gravure resource 
centers by hosting seminars and 
annual conventions for industry 
people. 

“There are seven gravure 
resource centers around the 
country and Stout is real fortu- 
nate to be one of them,” Tenorio 
said. 

The other six are: Clemson 
University in South Carolina, 
Western Michigan University, 
Rochester (N.Y.) Institute of 
Technology, California Poly- 
technic State University, Murray 
State University in Kentucky, 
and Arizona State University. 


“This is one method that we 
use to stay in touch with the 
industry.” Tenorio said. “Being a 
gravure resource center gives us 
more exposure to the industry. 
When companies call the 
Gravure Foundation wanting to 
know where they can find 
employees or co-op students, 
they give them the names of the 
seven gravure resource centers. 
They also provide scholarships. 

“Stout receives two scholar- 
ships, one is designated for 
minority students. The gravure 
resource center provides grants 
for students who are taking a co- 
op in a gravure company or a 
gravure related company. “ 

Due to the size of the gravure 
industry, there are many job 
opportunities available. 

“There’s great opportunities 
in customer service, sales, and 
management positions.” Pietrzak 
said. “Gravure printers are all 
large companies. Any company 
that does gravure printing is a 
substantial sized company. They 
all need people.” |

Each group serves as a manage- 
ment team and is assigned to a 
day to serve one of three specific 
meal types: soup and sandwich, 
vegetarian, or buffet.

The students need to forecast 
how many meals they will sell, 
cost each course allowing for 50 
percent food cost, and order all 
the food.

Women’s Team files four seniors, no juniors and strong underclassmen

The UW-Stout Women’s 
Basketball team may be young, 
but that isn’t stopping them from 
having high expectations for the 
season. 

“In the conference, our goal is 
to try to get into the top four of 
the league,” Head Coach Mark 
Thomas said. “I think our pro- 
gram has established itself to the 
point where that’s a realistic goal 
for us.”

The position of the university 
marketing coordinator will 
include government relations 
and marketing the university to 
various publics. Also, Davis and 
Enger will be developing a com- 
prehensive marketing plan for 
the university in the next two 
months. Part of this plan will be 
concerning student recruitment 
and student-related issues. The 
plan will get out to the campus 
for reactions. 

“Feedback is essential,” Enger 
said. 

“As we speak, under John’s 


direction, we have been very - 


active in the department of uni- 
versity relations, already market- 
ing the campus to area legisla- 
tures,” Davis said. 

One of the major issues right 
now is the budget cuts. 

“This position (university 
marketing coordinator) will help 
support our lobbying efforts,” 
Enger said. 

The position was not created 
because of friction with the com- 
munity. 

“We have a fine, fine relation- 
ship with the Menomonie com- 
munity. If anything the relation- 
ship has improved even more 
over the last couple years,” Enger 
said. 

Students will also benefit 
from this marketing plan. 

“They [students] have many 
accomplishments on campus that 
they're participating in and no 
one really hears a lot about them 
besides a press release,” Davis 
said. 

“Hopefully this will get more 
co-ops and better co-ops for the 
students,” Davis said. 
“Businesses will know how qual- 
ified our students are.” 

“Stout has a wonderful story 
to tell,” Enger said, “This is a 
marvelous institution. It’s doing 
great things. We have been com- 
municating those things for 
many years, but we need some 
additional. methods of going 
about and doing that. And we 
are getting the word out. People 
are listening. People are very 
impressed with the accomplish- 
ments of this place.” 

“This is a great opportunity 
for myself and a great opportuni- 
ty for the university to have their 
story told,” Davis said.

Oversold permits create more problems

Parking problems are grow- 
ing for students at UW-Stout. 
People who hold parking tickets 
need not be told. There are not 
enough parking spots. 

Kieth McCarten, parking 
coordinator said there is a policy 
on how many permits are sold to 
students, but McCarten estimate 
the permits are oversold by 
about 50 percent. About one- 
third of permit carriers will not 
have a parking space available to 
them. 

As a result, parking alterna- 
tives Stout offers are metered 
parking and off-campus parking. 
Metered parking causes prob- 
lems when it only lasts for two 
hours. Some students have two 
or three hour classes and have to 


leave to put money in the meter 
or pay a $15 parking ticket. 

A red parking permit, also 
referred to by some students as a 
“hunting” permit, costs students 
$60, yet does not guarantee them 
a parking space. A gold permit 
may be purchased for $100 
because it is not oversold. 

Luisa Fumagalli, an adult 
special student, disagrees with 
the policy on the selling of 
parking permits. According to 
Fumagalli, she received an unjus- 
tified parking ticket and com- 
plained to the parking office. 

She was offered a full refund 
for her permit. 

“T rocked the Boat,” Fumagalli 
said. A refund may be the 
answer for some, but without a 


permit, students will have no 


place to park. 
McCarten explained why the 


parking problem exists. “I’m 
caught between a rock and a 
hard place,” McCarten stated. 

“Many students feel the park- 
ing office should stop over sell- 
ing permits, but don’t take into 
account they may be included in 
the group that won't receive a 
permit. 

At least with the overselling 
of permits each student has an 
equal shot at a parking space.” 
In the five years that McCarten 
has been with the parking office, 
he has been involved with the 
creating of five new parking lots. 

A new survey to determine 
the parking needs of students has 
been handed out, but action the 
results will bring is questionable. 
Contrary to what students may 
have thought, the parking office 
says it has the students’ best 
interests in mind.

HIV infected man spits on police 

A Seaside Heights man infected with the virus 
that causes AIDS has been charged with assault by 
police who say he spat blood on officers during an 
arrest this weekend, the Asbury Park Press of 
Neptune reported Tuesday. 

Kenneth Rainey, 40, was taken into eae after 
fighting with three patrolmen, Detective David 
Szalkowski told the newspaper. 

Rainey fell and hit his head, and was holding a 
bloody towel against his nose when officers arrived, 
Szalkowski said. The detective said the girlfriend 
then told the officers that Rainey was HIV-positive. 
Rainey struggled with the officers when they tried 
to arrest him, and began spitting at them as they led 
him out of the apartment. 

The officers were wearing gloves at the time of the 
arrest. 

Similar incidents have occurred in New Jersey. An 
HIV-positive prisoner at the Monmouth County Jail 
was charged in May with attempted murder and 
aggravated assault for allegedly biting a corrections 
officer on the thumb. 

And in January, a Hudson Coty Jail inmate 
pleaded guilty to attempted murder for throwing 
AIDS-contaminated urine at a jail nurse. 


Celebrities answer meaning to life 

Celebrities responded in droves to seventh-grad- 
er Rachel Chandler’s search for answers to an age- 
old philosophical question. 

“I was just wondering about the meaning of life,” 
she said. “I wanted to know what was the most 
important lesson, and what it takes to succeed.” 

She wrote letters to people she admired, nearly 200 
in all, asking for their advice. 

Rachel's letter-writing campaign started as a mod- 
est Girl Scout project last spring. The mailing list 
initially had about 25 names. Before long, though, it 
had bloomed into a major project that touched an 
extensive and eclectic group. 

The most personal response came from romance 
author Danielle Steele, who cranked out a five page 
letter. Steel spoke of her own children and told 
Rachel to stand by her family. 

_ “Friends are important, but sometimes they 
change and move on,” she said. “The people who 
mean a lot to you now may not mean as much later, 
but your family is the greatest gift you have.” 

With her letter, Steele enclosed a signed copy of her 
best seller, “Accident,” but the gift came with a 
caveat. If your parents don’t approve, wait until you 
are 18 to read this, the author warned. 

As Rachel took one letter after another out of her 
bulging blue scrapbook, she said the number of 
responses surprised her. “I thought I might get let- 
ters from just a few people. I never thought I'd get 
this many back.” 


Political Action Committees help Republicans 

In the final weeks of the congressional election, 
corporate America and its rich political action com- 
mittees took a decisive turn to the right. 

For the last decade, Political Action Committees 
(PAC) showered their money largely on entrenched 
Democrats, even though many of the PACs were 
more ideologically aligned with the Republicans’ 
pro-business, low-tax viewpoint. 

In the clearest sign of the reversal of fortunes, 
Republican challengers and candidates for open 
seats received more in PAC donations in 1994 than 
their Democratic counterparts - $16.1 million to 
$15.6 million, the AP analysis found. 

Though Republican leaders made a special effort 
for late PAC dollars, many givers cited costly new 
regulations or tax.increases in the Clinton adminis- 
tration’s 1993 tax bill as reasons for snubbing 
Democrats. 

Overall PAC donations for the 1994 cycle will still 
greatly favor Democrats, because they were in con- 
trol of Congress. But the late campaign switch 
proved invaluable to Republicans. Of the 146 
Republican candidates who received $100,000 or 
more in PAC contributions, 96 percent triumphed, 
the AP analysis found.

During the 
casting of the movie, Rice was 
appalled at the choice of Tom 
Cruise to play the role of evil and 
greedy Lestat, but he proved to 
interpret the role precisely the 
way Rice envisioned it. . 

Now as I said in the begin- 
ning, this is the story of Louis's 
life and how he came to grips 
with being a vampire. He tells 
this story to a journalist, played 
by Christian Slater, who records 
the conversation while smoking 
one too many cigarettes.

A unanimous SSA _ vote

In a meeting Wednesday, 
Nov. 30, the Chancellor told a 


. group from SSA his final decision 


will be made by Feb. 1, 1995. He 
indicated he wanted to speak 
with all parties involved and will 
be the first item on his agenda for 
next semester. 

Palmerton said the Chancellor 
still felt the organization should 
not be recognized, but he did like 
the motion. However, the 
Chancellor said the club needed 


_ to meet preset sanctions in order 


to be approved. 

Palmerton said SSA is willing 
to compromise an honest solu- 
tion. He said they were keeping 
the best interest of all parties in 
mind. The Senate will decide 
next week what action SSA will 
take and Palmerton said he is 
ready to carry out the decision. 

The Chancellor will be speak- 
ing to SSA this Tuesday about his 
stance on the issue and reasons 
he would allow the Rugby Club 
to be recognized. “I want to 
speak to work out an under- 
standing so they. [SSA] can hear 
me and understand me directly,” 
said the Chancellor.

College students are the 
prime candidates for credit 
cards. Between the solicitors in 
the Memorial Student Center 
and the offers sent in the mail, it 
seems like a good solution to col- 
lege money problems. Even 
though it may seem tempting 


with Christmas coming up, you 


should know the facts before 
using the credit card. 

- Phil Roska, examiner in the 
office of commissioner of bank- 
ing, said “Credit card issuers are 
targeting college students more 
because they have shown to be 
good credit risks, and are more 


responsible than other adults. 


who have more obligations to 
pay for.” 

There are many things to look 
at when choosing a credit card, 
and students should know these 
before obtaining a credit card. 

1. Don’t accept a credit card 
over the phone. Instead, ask the 
caller to send you information 
regarding the card. 

2.. Read the fine print. Find 
out what the annual fee will be, 
and if it is at a fixed or variable 
rate. Under State and Federal 
laws all card issuers must dis- 
close their fees and interest rates. 

3. The phrase “no annual fee” 
does not always mean “never an 
annual fee.” Some credit cards 
carry no annual fee for the first 
year only, while others eliminate 
the annual fee after a certain 
amount of purchases have been 
made with the card. There are 
cards available which never 
require an annual fee. 


Keep your eyes open for the 


“Best of Menomonie contest.” 


4. As you get the credit card 
bills you need to avoid paying 
the minimum payment and pay 
as much as you can. 

5. Find out where the compa- 
nies soliciting your business are 
based. If they are based in 
Wisconsin, they must comply 
with our laws. State law limits 
interest rates on credit cards 
issued by Wisconsin financial 
institutions to 18 percent. 

' Some out-of-state card issuers 
agree to follow our laws, while 
others may follow the laws of the 
state in which they are based. 
Some states allow card issuers to 
charge higher rates. 


“If you have a credit card, 


make sure you follow your bank 
statement monthly and if a mis- 
take appears make sure you 
write your bank within 60 days 
of the error,” Roska said. “The 
Federal Law says that the bank 
must respond within 30 days 
and take care of it. However, 
they aren’t required to take care 
of itif you do it over the phone.” 
There are over 4, 000 different 
credit card issuers, so follow 
these tips closely to choose the 
right card for you. And if your 
credit cards are causing you too 
many problems, cut them up. -

One-third of students fail test

The Pre-Professional Skills 
Test (PPST) is a standardized test 
that moves an Education major 
into advanced standing. 
Advanced standing is followed 
by admission to student teaching 
and teacher certification. 

“Tt is basically a standardized 
test that looks at an individual's 
ability to read and to write and to 
do mathematics,” Harlyn 
Misfelt, director of the office of 
teacher education, said. 

All Education majors should 
take the exam after they have 
earned 40 credits. A hold is put 


on the student's registration if - 


the student has not taken the 
PPST. In addition, Education stu- 
dents must have earned a grade 
of C or better in English and 
Speech. They must also have a 
cumulative grade point of 2.75. 

“We were finding people did- 
n't know about it,” Misfelt said. 

Wisconsin’s score require- 
ment for the PPST is the highest 
in the nation. A score of 175 for 
reading, 173 for math and 174 for 
writing is required in order to 
the test. However, 
Minnesota’s scores are slightly 
lower; 173 for reading, 169 for 
math and 172 for writing. 

“Approximately one-third of 
the people do not pass the test 
the first time they take it,” 
Misfelt said. 

“Many students miss by one 
or.two points,” he said. a 

“J don’t have an argument 


with making sure people can 
read, write and do basic math. 
That seems reasonable. I do, 
however, have an argument 
with the score requirement,” 
Misfelt said. 

“Their whole career is hang- 
ing on this one blasted test,” he 
said. 

Waivers can be granted to 
one ‘in 10 students that take the 
exam. All of the waivers avail- 
able are given out. It is an appli- 
cation process that is reviewed 
by a committee and a decision is 
then made. 

“It is frustrating because 
they're good students and 
they've got good grade points,” 
Misfelt said. 

Students are required to take 
the exam once every semester 
until they pass or are granted an 
exception. The test costs $85 
every time it is taken. 

There are many ways to pre- 
pare, such as manuals available 
for use in the Office of Teacher 
Education and a computer pro- 
gram that should be up and run- 
ning this week in the library. 

“The program tests them ona 
similar test and then diagnoses 
any problems they have and 
then just drills them on the prob- 
lems that they have,” Misfelt 
said. 

The cost of using this system 
is $20 and it may be used for an 
unlimited amount of time. The 
fee goes to the Educational 
Testing Service, which adminis- 
ters the PPST.

Carolina college students to work with Mother 


Theresa 

What's the Christmas spirit all about? Gifts, fami- 
ly, a nice dinner, friends, sales and egg nog? 
According to Wake Forest sophomore Mary Beth 
Green, that’s not all Christmas is about. A hand- 
made poster advertising spending Christmas break 
in India and working with Mother Theresa caught 
her eye. 

Green stated that she has been blessed’ oe feels 
that she should be able to share everything that she 
has been given. Green and nine of her classmates 
will leave for Calcutta the day after Christmas. They 
will spend three weeks working with Mother 
Theresa’s Missionaries of Charity in homes run by 
the 84-year-old nun. 

One of the students going again is the master- 
mind behind the whole idea. Senior Jessica Davey 
worked for 11 weeks. with Mother Theresa in 1993. 
“Being with the dying was a meaningful and 
spiritual,” said Davey. 

During her stay, she treated patients of tuberculo- 
sis and leprosy. 

The idea came to Davey last year when she 


thought about bringing a group of college students - 


to Calcutta. She wrote up a proposal with the help 
of school officials, and was awarded $10,000 by the 
Mary Reynolds Babock Foundation to finance the 
trip. 

Raffle tickets, baked goods and solicited funds 
were used as a means of raising another $5,000. 

Preparation for the trip has been going on for the 
past year with seminars on leprosy, Indian culture, 
taking immunization shots, and taking death and 
dying seminars. 


After death we won’t part 

A New Jersey man confessed to authorities on 
Monday that he killed his girlfriend, planned to 
marry her corpse and had agreed to return to New 
Jersey to face charges that could carry the death 
penalty. 

Forrest D. Fuller, 28, was a fugitive with a warrant 
for his arrest. Fuller told a fellow employee that he 
had a body in the back seat of his car. The authori- 
ties were notified and recovered the stabbed and 
strangled body of 20-year-old Jodie Myers, also of 
Pemberton Township, N_J. 

Fuller killed Myers Wednesday night and had 
planned on driving to California where he would 

' marry the corpse. A wedding dress belonging to 
Myers was found in the trunk. Fuller stated that if 
he couldn’t have her, no one else would. 


Dahmer killed in prison attack 

On Monday, Jeffrey Dahmer was found dead in 
the staff bathroom that he was cleaning. At the 
scene, a bloody broom handle was found. Dahmer 


was apparently beaten, sustaining extensive head - 


injuries and died at a hospital one hour later. 

Dahmer had a limited amount of access to people 
and was attacked earlier this year by an inmate. 
According to Dahmer’s mother, Shari Dahmer, 
Jeffrey felt that he deserved everything that he had 
coming to him beginning from the day he was 
arrested. Dahmer had a death wish, but could not 
go through with suicide. 

On the flip side, Michael McCann, prosecutor, 
hopes that whoever killed him does not emerge as a 
folk hero.

Unfortunately, the void food 
fills is only temporary, and even- 
tually you're left feeling only 
worse. 

8 million women are clinical 
sufferers of eating disorders. 
Eating disorders include anorex- 
ia, bulimia, or compulsive 
overeating. It is hard to justify to 
a lot of people that an eating dis- 
order is a disease just like alco- 
holism or cancer. 

They all have symptoms and 
need treatment for recovery. 
Admitting that you have an eat- 
ing disorder is very hard. The 
sufferer is exposing their vulner- 
ability and turning to something 
else instead of food for help. 

Many times a sufferer knows 
they need help, but is not ready 
to cope with reality. By doing so, 
the disease continues to flourish 
in secrecy, drawing the sufferer 
farther from the truth down an 
even darker tunnel. Once 
acknowledged publicly, the suf- 
ferer must begin the healing 
process. 

Once exposed, the sufferer 
must find out the real reason the 
disease began in the first place. 
A variety of things may have set 
it off such as moving away from 
home, sexual abuse, media pres- 
sure to be thin, dieting, perfec- 
tionist attitudes, or low self- 
esteem. The sufferer must own 
up to the truth and begin to deal 
with the pain that has been 
gnawing at her for so long. 


The process of recovery is 


gradual and progress is made 
slowly, but eventually, food 
becomes less important. Why? 
The comfort and security that 
food symbolizes is replaced by 
genuine satisfaction, self-assur- 
ance, and respect for one’s body 
and mind.

Self-esteem important to health 


Psychologist Nathaniel Branden talks about how 
self-esteem is the most important part of mental health 


Self-esteem, “in it’s simplest 
form, means having esteem for 
one’s self, or in other words, feel- 
ing good about one’s self. 

Recent studies done by top 
psychologists and popular media 
suggest that it is an important 
component of mental health. 
People who feel good about 
themselves have fewer sleepless 
nights, fewer health problems 
and are able to tackle more diffi- 
cult health problems than those 
who don't. 

Psychologist Nathaniel Bran- 
den, who just published his 
fourth book on _ self-esteem, 
declared it to be the single most 
important psychological subject 
in the world.

“Self-esteem is more compli- 
cated than blowing yourself kiss- 
es and telling yourself you're 

’ wonderful. It has to be earned,” 
Branden said. 

In order to evaluate self 
esteem we need to first under- 
stand what it is made of. Self- 
esteem is made up of two parts. 
The first is self-efficacy; general 
sense of control over yourself 


and your life that enables you to 
meet life’s challenges. It’s a confi- 
dence meter that lets your mind 
decide if you are a winner or a 
loser. The weakest source of self- 
efficacy is what other people tell 
you. The strongest source of self- 
efficacy is success in one area that 
can carry over to other areas. 

The second part of self-esteem 
is self-worth. Your feelings or 
thoughts count for something 
more important. It is partly 
reflective of what our culture val- 
ues. Since our country values 
being thin, heavier people may 
have lower self-esteem than their 
thinner counterparts. 

If there is a key to self-esteem 
it is this: Both self-worth and self- 
efficacy demand that we make 
realistic judgments of ourselves. 
That is why phony affirmations 
don’t work. 

Honesty is the most important 
factor when talking about self- 
esteem. Unrealistic goals in 
which we don’t follow through 
with can severely damage self- 
esteem. 

Another trait associated with 
low self-esteem is avoiding prob- 
lems. When people don’t deal 
with problems head on they tell 
themselves they’re cowards or 
wimps, therefore lowering self- 
esteem. When people praise 


themselves using the words 
brave and strong, self-esteem is 
therefore raised. It all comes back 
to being honest with oneself. 

The better you feel about and 
are honest with yourself, the 
more solid you feel about and 
the more control-you feel over 
yourself. The better you feel, the 
more you are one with yourself.

Self-esteem is more compli- 
cated than blowing yourself 
kisses and telling yourself 
your wonderful.

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Self-esteem is a state of mind 
and not a condition. It doesn’t 
have any clearly identifiable 
symptoms, yet it can be mea- 
sured and improved over time. 
This is the best thing about self- 
esteem: not only can you mea- 
sure it, but you can also improve 
it, and in turn, improve your life.

RA job never 


easy to perform

People have different points 
of view. People handle stress in 
different ways. A resident advi- 
sor (RA) is a perfect example of 
an individual who has to deal 
with stressed individuals who 
have different points of view. 

An-RA has a definite job 
description, but how each appli- 
cant and hall director interprets 
the position may leave room for 
incontinuity. , 

“We try to keep as much con- 
tinuity as possible,” Judy Spain 
director of Residence Life said. 
This statement was backed by 
Russ Jablonsky, hall director of 
Hovlid Hall, and Monte Gomke, 
hall director of CKTO. They 
agreed that each RA’s personali- 
ty and ideals can cause differ- 
ences of opinion and policy exe- 
cution. 

The job description describes 
the position as filling approxi- 
mately 20 to 24 hours a week. For 
example, 10 hours are to be spent 
in interaction and community 
development on their respective 
floors. Other hours are to be 
spent assisting floor leaders, sup- 
porting hall government, and 
programming. But as in any job, 
some people do more and some 
people do just enough to get by. 

“Of course, you will have that 
in any job,” Jablonsky said, 
“some will go above and beyond 
and some will try and get away 
with the bare minimum.” 

“That's what we hope for is 
the bare minimum,” Gomke 
said. 

A former RA said there is the 
idea that RAs cannot do enough 
for their floor. 

“No, there are some things 


that cannot be accomplished,” 
Gomke said, “so there is no need 
to continue trying over and 
over.” 
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Of course, you will have 
that in any job, some will 
go above and beyond and 
some will try and get away 
with the bare minimum. 


Russ Jablonsky, 
hall director of Hovlid Hall 
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Spain also disagreed with the 
statement,saying that those 
floors that become more success- 
ful are those that establish per- 
sonal boundaries, those that deal 
with a situation and forget about 
it and do not allow people’s per- 
sonal lives into their own. 

Another job requirement is to 
be on duty certain weekends 
throughout the year.According 
to Jablonsky,RAs are on campus 
every other weekend for duty. 
But somehow there are RAs who 
seem to be gone every weekend. 

The issue of underage drink- 
ing is one that brings forth some 
misconceptions. There is a 
department policy on drinking 
that Spain says she usually talks 
about with the RA herself. UW 
policy and state law prohibits an 
underage RA to drink on or off 
campus. 

Gomke backed this up, but 
also stated that it is not his busi- 
ness, so he does not condone it or 
condemn it. He did say that he 
did not mind if they drank as

Student claims injustice 
by sheriff’s department

The incident goes like this: 

Her husband dragged her up 
the steps and threw her onto her 
bed. He hit her repeatedly all 
over her body. 

Half an hour later, she had 
regained enough strength to 
fight back. She had grown quite 
hysterical, while he had calmed 
down. 

Her face was swollen, her 
eyes were red from crying, and 
she had red welts all over her 
face. Her body was covered with 
bruises within hours and her 
front tooth was knocked out. 

Dunn County Sheriff 
Deputies Randy Smeltzer and 
Todd Kurtzahls were dispatched 
to the home where they assessed 
the incident between “Tina” and 
her husband, “Tom”. 

Ironically, Tina, a UW-Stout 
student, was thrown onto the 


couch and placed under arrest 
for domestic abuse. 

Tina said she repeatedly 
yelled out, while face down on 
the couch, “He beat me up, he 
beat me up.” Realizing the offi- 
cer’s disbelief, she cried out for 
Tom’s help. 

The sheriff's report states 
Tom then told her, “She had 
gone too far and that she was out 
of control.” 

“They [the deputies] took me 
to the jail and from there it was 
just insanity,” Tina said. “The 
officers called me a ‘bitch’, a 
‘cunt’, and repeatedly told me to 
‘shut my god-damn mouth’.” 

“If I remember anyone calling 


- anyone names that night, it was 


Tina,” Smeltzer said. 

Tina said she had felt pain 
and kept asking for medical 
attention. She alleges the officers 
at the Sheriff's Department “just 
laughed at her.” 

Smeltzer denies that anyone 


‘who would have asked for med- 


ical treatment would have been 
denied it. 

The next day they released 
Tina to her husband. 

Tina said she then began to 
feel shame. “I felt as though the 
Sheriff's Department backed up 
what my husband was saying all 
along, that it was really my 
fault,” Tina said. “It gave Tom 
the green light to continue the 
abuse.” 


Further abuse 

After this attack on Jan. 3, 
1994, Tina realized she had to 
leave the abusive relationship. 
On April 9, after seeing an attor- 
ney to get a divorce, Tina 
returned home to find herself 
once more in an abusive situa- 
tion. F 

“My husband pushed me 
down and slammed me against

SSA anniversary hampered

The Stout Student Association 
(SSA) has been involved with a 
variety of projects in the start of 
their 25th year at UW-Stout. 

“Our main goal is to inform 
the students about SSA,” Rick 
Palmerton, president of SSA, 
said.

“Lack of quorum is the 
biggest problem,” Bill Siedlecki, 
advisor of SSA, said.

Drug Bust Of The Year 
Nine people were arrested and almost 125 kilo- 


grams (275 pounds) of heroin from Burma seized in - 


what police said Tuesday was the bigg®st such drug 
seizure this year. 

Police from the Narcotics Suppression Bureau, 
working with agents of the United States Drug 
Enforcement Administration and a police liaison 
officer from the Netherlands, made the arrests 
Sunday in the sea just off Petchaburi province, 105 
kilometers (65 miles) southwest of Bangkok. 

Police waited for the heroin to be transferred to a 
fishing boat, then used three small boats to catch the 
vessel just after it left shore. Eight of the nine sus- 
pects, all Thai nationals, jumped into the sea in a 
fruitless effort to avoid arrest, police said. 


FBI Arrests Most Wanted 

Two of the FBI's 10 most-wanted fugitives surren- 
dered to authorities today after nine years on the 
run following a foiled plot to aid in a prison escape, 
prosecutors said. 

Claude Daniel Marks and Donna Jean Willmott 
were indicted in August 1986 on charges that they 
conspired to spring the reputed leader of the terror- 
ist group FALN from a federal prison in Kansas. 
They face the same charges today. 

They went underground in Los Angeles in 1985 
and have been on the run since. They were placed 
on the FBI’s Ten Most Wanted list in May 1987. 

“They don’t fit the terrorist mold,” FBI agent Brian 
Carroll said. “It doesn’t take a massive giant to plant 
a bomb and leave it behind.” 


Former Minister Sentenced To Death 

A former minister who taunted women at an abor- 
tion clinic with cries of “Mommy, don’t let them kill 
me!” Was sentenced to death today for murdering a 
doctor and his bodyguard. ' 

“This man is innocent and his blood will be on 
your hands, the hands of the people of the state of 
Florida and on the jury,” Regina Dinwiddie of 
Kansas City, Mo., yelled as guards moved in and 
pushed her from the courtroom. Hill, wearing a 
lime-green jail jumpsuit and shackled at the ankles, 
was hustled out another door at the same time. 

The jury that convicted Hill of first-degree murder 
recommended the death penalty for killing 69-year- 
old Dr. John Bayard Britton and retired Air Force Lt. 
Col. James Barrett, 74, outside an abortion clinic. The 
other option was life in prison without parole 

Hill, 40, was sentenced in federal court in the slay- 
ings as the first person convicted of violating the 
Freedom of Access to Clinic Entrances law. 

Before sentencing Hill, Bell described how the 
activist stalked his victims, cut them down, then 
took a few moments to view the carnage before toss- 
ing his 12-gauge shotgun aside and walking away. 

“The defendant was looking at what he had 
accomplished with pride and satisfaction,” Bell said. 


High Speed Chase 

At least four cars were damaged early Tuesday in 
a stolen car chase that covered two counties on 
Interstate 94 at speeds exceeding 100 mph, Eau 
Claire County authorities said. 

After the chase, authorities took into custody a 15- 
year-old girl who was identified as the driver of the 
car, a 14-year-old girl and a 20-year-old man, Eau 
Claire County Sheriff’s Capt. Ken Berg said. 

When the chase entered Eau Claire County, officers 
from the Eau Claire County Sheriff’s Department, 
Eau Claire Police Department and the Wisconsin 
State Patrol joined in, Berg said. 

She was cited by the Menomonie Police 
Department for knowingly fleeing an officer, failure 
to stop at a stop sign, and unreasonable and impru- 
dent speed. 

The 20-year-old man, Maurice J. Alexander, was 
held on a felony charge of bail jumping and operat- 
ing a motor vehicle without the owner’s consent, 
according to the Eau Claire County District 
Attorney’s Office. The 14-year-old girl was released 
to her parents, Berg said.

“The reports by the sheriff's 
department are all lies,” Tina 
said. “There isn’t a page that I 
haven't underlined at least half 
of as complete lies.” 

Tom also denies ever saying 
to the deputies that when -Tina 
drinks, “she becomes uncontrol- 
lable.” He denies ever saying 


Tina had “threatened to kill . 


him.” Both statements, however, 
are in the sheriff deputy’s report. 
“I do support Tina’s claims that 
the sheriff's report is inaccurate 
and full of lies,” Tom said. 

In addition, the report states, 
“..on several occasions in the 
past, their [the children’s] moth- 
er would be so intoxicated that 
she could not take care of them. 
They would apparently go visit 
the neighbor children from 
morning until night and Tina 
would have no idea or care 
about where they were.” 

Both children, 11 and 13- 
years-old, deny ever making any 


such claims to the deputies. They - 


also deny ever saying they 
“feared their mother” and she 
“hit them”. They said they do 
not know where the deputies 
ever got the idea. 

“I can’t believe people with a 
conscience can write that kind of 
filth and garbage,” Tina said. 

“Tt seems to me the sheriff's 
deputies filled out the Domestic 
Abuse Forms in a standard, uni- 
versal way,” Tom said. “They 
seemed to not be trained enough 
to know what to do, and so they 
filled it [the form] out like they 
filled them all out, not taking 
into account that each situation 
is different.” 

Tina has spent the past year 
going through the courts. Both 
her, Tom and her two children 


have written retractions to the 
deputy’s report. 

“I feel as though the victim- 
ization continues,” Tina said. 
“Each month I have a court date 
and I have spent $2,200 to date 
for something I am innocent of.” 


Tina is currently being 
charged with a County 
Disorderly Conduct (CDC), 


which carries a $225 penalty and 
a suspended sentence for the first 
arrest. 

“T simply will not plead guilty 
for disorderly conduct on any 
level because it is not disorderly 
conduct to react to a beating,” 
Tina said.” And it is not disorder- 
ly conduct to call 911 when 
you'te in grave bodily harm.”

Victims 

Shirley Fredrickson, the for- 
mer director of Crime/Victim 
Assistance Program at the West 
Central Domestic Abuse Agency 
said many law enforcement 
agencies tend to classify victims 
as either “good” or “bad” vic- 
tims. Good victims, who cooper- 
ate with law enforcement, are 
treated better than the bad vic- 
tims, who tend to be overly excit- 
ed. 

“Many women are hysterical 
and the abuser is calm because 
he has already vented his rage by 
the time the officers arrive,” 
Fredrickson said. 

Smeltzer says the Sheriff's 
Department follows the state 
guidelines of the Domestic Abuse 
Law. The law sates if there is a 
violation of any law, the officer is

mandated to make an arrest of 


the primary aggressor. 

One way Smeltzer said the 
primary aggressor is determined 
is through interviews with the 
children. “Children don’t nor- 
mally lie,” Smeltzer said. 

“T think that in some cases 
[the Sheriff Department] is good 
at determining who the primary 
aggressor is,” Fredrickson said. 
“However, in Dunn County, ifa 
woman fights back and tries to 
defend herself and leaves 
scratches on her abuser, they 
arrest the woman. Sometimes 
they make duel arrests. 
Sometimes they arrest only the 
woman.” 

Smeltzer denies the allega- 
tions of lying on his report, of 
false arrest and of harassment 
made by Tina and her family. 

“If she is saying that I am 
lying on my report, I would take 
offense at that,” he said. “I have 
nothigg to win or lose with lying 
or arresting anyone.” 


Training 

“The Dunn County Sheriff's 
Department complies with the 
statewide mandatory training 
every year,” Smeltzer said. “The 
training covers a variety of situa- 
tions.” That variety includes 
legal updates, gangs, report writ- 
ing, traffic affairs, and domestic 
abuse. 

Fredrickson disagrees. 

“We tried to work with the 
Sheriff's Department and they 


were not very receptive to hav- 


ing people from our agency 
come in and train their staff,” 
Fredrickson said. “We tried sev- 
eral times, but it was something 
they just did not want us to do.” 

Tina, however, will continue 
to protest what she believes was 


a great injustice by the Dunn 


County Sheriff's Department. 
“What they did was wrong,” 
she said. “It is not against the law 
to reach out for help. It is not 
against the law to ask for protec- 
tion. What they are doing is fur- 
ther victimizing me, and I won’t 
allow them to do it anymore.”

On Nov. 29, SSA approved the con- 
stitution of the Rugby Club.

Habitat for Humanity is an 
ecumenical Christian housing 
ministry concerned with decent 
housing for low-income people. 
The organization follows its 
motto of “helping families help 
themselves” through volunteer 
efforts and tax deductible dona- 
tions of materials and funds. 
Habitat for Humanity tries to 
solicit donated labor to save 
money. 

“People working together can 
build a home,” Rick Sparks, vol- 
unteer site supervisor, said. 

The Eau Claire Area Habitat 
for Humanity is currently in the 
process of constructing a home at 
2513 Ricky Lane in Menomonie 
for the Robert Bauer family. The 
family, Robert and Ruth, and 
their three children, must work a 
minimum of 500 hours on their 
home along with many commu- 
nity volunteers. When the house 
is finished, the family will sign a 


mortgage, based on the cost of 
materials used, which will be 
paid back in regular monthly 
payments. The project, which 
was started this summer, will 
soon be a home. 

“We were shooting for 
Christmas. But because all of our 
funds are donated, it’s always a 
case of needing more money. 
We're sort of idling till donations 
pick up,” Sparks said. 

The inside of the home is 
“roughed”, with drywalling and 
finishing projects left. Hopefully, 
the house will be finished in 
January. 

Sparks works with the partner 
families on their house plan, the 
specifications, and costs and 
basically sees each project 
through to the end until the fam- 
ily moves in to their new home. 
Sparks, who also serves on the 
building and materials commit- 
tee, enjoys being a part of 
Habitat. 

“It's an enjoyable thing. It’s 
like a hobby. I work with people 
who enjoy doing what they’re 
doing and they work for free.” 

“It is truly a rewarding experi- 
ence for me,” Sparks said. 

Community volunteers are

15 foot carving 
represents campus

The sculpture, “Setting the 
Pace”, in the Memorial Student 
Center symbolizes a view of UW- 
Stout as a contemporary univer- 
sity on the move. 


The sculpture...designed 
from 20 different woods and 
1,286 separately shaped 
pieces...symbolizes a view of 
UW-Stout as a contempo- 
rary university on the 
move. 


Stout’s symbol of a quill pro- 
vides the outline for “Setting the 
Pace” which is 15 feet by 30 inch- 
_ esand is designed from 20 differ- 
ent woods and 1,286 separately 
shaped pieces. The sculpture is 
compiled by Caprice “Cappy” 
Glaser, a St. Paul artist, and she 
recreated scenes easily recog- 
nized by graduates and friends 
of Stout. 


Stout’s attributes that Glaser 
thought were important and 
tried to reveal are hope, humor, 
energy, pride, and joy. The most 
prominent objects displayed are 
the books, which represent cur- 
riculum, and the philosophy that 
has guided Stout since the 1890s; 
industry, skill, learning, and 
honor. 

Repeated visits to the campus 
with her camera helped Glaser 
absorb what the Stout campus 
reflects. She felt so much a part of 
Stout, as her work progressed, 
that she placed a likeness of her- 
self in the quill, striking a pose to 
the right of the clock tower. She 
signed her work vertically on her 
sleeve. 

Torrey Johnson, a 1973 gradu- 
ate of Stout, who has earned a 
national reputation for finishing, 
helped with the final phase. The 
seven. coats of lacquer applied 
will provide a lifetime texture 
and maintain the beauty of the 
wood. 

You can find this sculpture in 
the Memorial Student Center 
located next to the Great Hall.

Advice helps students prepare 
for the final week of semester 


Allow time to prepare for finals and reduce stress by 
exercising, keeping a healthy diet, and resting

Finals week will soon be here 
and there are many things that 
have to be done with little time to 
do them. Here are a few tips to 
help get you through the torment 
of completing the semester. 

First of all, if you are not 
already organized, become orga- 
nized. To do this you have to 
develop good habits and make 
good use of your study time. The 
time you set aside to study 
should be used solely for that 
purpose. 

Study time can be categorized 
into daily review, weekly review 
and test review. Daily review 
should cover daily class notes, 
terms, and definitions. Your 
weekly review should consist of 
assigned reading and answering 
questions at the-end of each 
chapter. When it comes time for a 
test, you need two to five hours 
of study time which is broken up 
into manageable segments of 
total concentration. You also 
should try to study in a place that 
you enjoy and that is quiet. 
Obviously, if your time is limit- 
ed, you should spend less time 
on easier subjects to devote more 
time to harder subjects. If you get 
tired, take a break from studying

and take a nap or go for a walk. 
Some final notes about studying: 
if you do not feel well, you will 
not work well. You need to get 
enough physical exercise, eat reg- 
ular meals, and get enough sleep. 

When taking a test, read 
instructions carefully so you 
understand what is expected of 
you. Skim the entire test before 
answering the questions. There 
are several types of questions 
you may encounter. Instructors 
usually inform students as to 
what type of questions will be on 
the test so you will be able to pre- 
pare for them. 

Here are some strategies to 
follow: 

On true and false questions, 
remember that if any of the state- 
ment is incorrect, then the 
answer is false. There are a few 
words that can help you decide if 
it is true or false. If it is false, 
words such’as absolutely, never, 
first, last, none, most, occasional- 
ly, sometimes, or rarely, will be 


used. If it is true, you'll find 


words such as often, some, usual- 
ly, or on the average. 

Here are some tips for mullti- 
ple. choice questions. Anticipate 
which one is right and mark it. 
Cross out the ones that are obvi- 
ously incorrect. Reread the ques- 
tion, check your answer and 


move on. Remember there are 
sometimes answers in other 
questions and if something is 
worded differently than all the 
other ones, that is probably the 
correct one. 

The last type of test question 
is essay. First you have to deter- 
mine which type of essay it is. If 
it is an informational question 
then it will ask for facts or knowl- 
edge. State, define, and give 
facts. For an exclamatory essay, 
give your viewpoint or opinion. 
You should always explain, 
define and answer why. In a 
descriptive essay give character- 
istics, compare, and contrast. Put 
a small outline on the test to help 
you cover the points necessary as 
well as to give the instructor an 
idea that you do have some 
knowledge. Make sure you use 
correct punctuation and reread it 
to make sure it makes sense. If 
you need something clarified, do 
not be afraid to ask questions 
because it can only help you. 

Mary Flynn, associate profes- 
sor of psychology, says, “If stu- 
dents spend more time under- 
standing the question that is 
being asked, then they will doa 
better job answering it.” 

Hopefully these tips will help. 
Good luck during finals week.

Coach Muraski in his fifth year 
improves his record to 67-66

In the five years that head 
coach John Muraski has been at 
the helm, the UW-Stout Men’s 
Basketball team only managed 
one winning season. The hoops 
tide seems to be coming in for the 
Blue Devils this year, though. 

Muraski, with the help of his 
11 returning lettermen, is off to a 
4-1 start, pushing his overall 
record above .500, to 67-66. 

The Devils split a pair of games 
last week, nipping Northwestern 
of Minn., 97-94, and losing to 
Bemidji State 57-58. In the win, 6- 
5, center Tuwan Clayton led the 
Devils with 18 points and 8 
rebounds. 

While Clayton was under- 
neath doing the damage, the sup- 
porting cast way outside the 
three point arc, knocking down a 
season-high eight trifectas.

The ozone layer is what pro- 
tects us from the sun’s harming 
rays.

Scientists predict the ozone layer 
is decreasing by 10 percent every 
decade. You are 14 times more 
likely to develop skin cancer 
today than you were in 1930. 

There are two very different 
types of skin cancers. There is 
melanoma; dark and deadly, and 
non-melanoma; pink and irritat- 
ing. Melanoma is the one you 
really need to watch out for. It is

cancer, killing 6,700 people each 
year, stemming from the pig- 
ment cells in the epidermis. 
Survival rates, however, are 
more than 90 percent if caught 
early. So how do you watch for 
melanoma?

Melanoma’s early signs are 
subtle. Pay special attention to 
your moles. Any moles on your 
body should be checked if they 
are not completely round. A nor- 
mal mole is solid in color, and 
smaller than a fourth of an inch 
in diameter; any larger may be 
potential cancer. Moles that itch 
or hurt, are rough or swollen, 
white, gray or red may also need 
togbe checked by your physician. 
Remember early detection and 
removal of the mole is virtually 
painless and can save 90 percent 
of its victims. 

You don’t need to become a 
hermit to enjoy the warm winter 
sun. If you take the necessary 
precautions and be careful, you 
can save your skin, lower your 
risk of age spots, wrinkles, or of

deadly skin cancer by up to 85 


_ percent. 


If you insist on being tan in 
the winter, instead of using tan- 
ning salons, use a tanning lotion 
or tanning gel. This market has 
been revolutionized in the past 
couple of years, and there are: 
some really good products out 
there. 

If you insist on tanning in 
beds, don’t go every day. This is 
the worst thing you can do to 
your skin. By not giving your 
skin time to recuperate or heal 
for at least 48 hours, you can 
severely damage your skin in the 
future. Opt for two to three times 
a week, and you cut your 
chances by 40 percent. 

Don’t forget the glare. When 
engaging in winter sports, the 
glare from the snow reflects up 
to 80 percent of the sun’s rays 
effectively, doubling its strength. 
So don’t forget the sunscreen 
when ice fishing, sledding, ski- - 
ing, or snow mobiling. Use base- 
ball hats and visors to protect 
your neck and face. Don’t forget 
to apply sunscreen to your ears 
when on your winter excursion. 

Enjoy the winter sun. It is the 
best way to combat the winter 
blues. You know what they say, 
“a LITTLE sun never hurt any- 
one.” Just remember to be smart 
when enjoying your winter fun.

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Dining services 
welcome new IDs 


AT&T foots bill for system; 
card includes calling card option

Recently the Residence Dining 
Services was offered the chance 
to update the university ID sys- 
tem and introduce new IDs. The 
new system meant greater effi- 
ciency, an update in technology 
and expanded usage. Did they 
jump at the chance? When they 
realized it would be paid for 
entirely by AT&T they did. 

AT&T offered Dining Services 
all the technology needed to cre- 
ate, print and store the IDs in 
exchange for an AT&T calling 
card number that will be put on 
the front of the IDs. ID users can 
choose whether or not to activate 
the calling card number by call- 
ing AT&T or sending them a 
reply card. The number, address 
and other information from 
AT&T is provided when the new 
ID is received. 

One of the main reasons for 
issuing the new IDs was mainly 
for automation purposes in the 
Residence Dining Services office 
according to Ann Thies, director 
of dining services and university 
IDs. Previously IDs were made 
manually. That is , a picture had 
to be taken, a label had to signed, 
and the ID had to be laminated 
before it was ready to be used. 

Under the new system, a pic- 
ture is taken and a social security 
number is typed in. An ID card 
containing the UW-Stout logo 
and name of the university is 
inserted and out pops the new 
ID. The whole process takes 
about one minute. 

In a nutshell, the computer 
system takes the social security 
number and pulls up informa- 
tion about the new ID owner on 
the computer screen. The infor- 
mation is taken from a 
Registration and Records data- 
base that is already in existence 
and is printed to the card as it 
appears on the screen. This 
means no typographical errors 
by an operator manually enter- 
ing the information. 

Next, a blank card is inserted 
into the computer and all the 
printing, laminating, and magne- 
tizing of the strip on the back of 
the ID is done. The complete ID 
comes out the other side of the 
computer. The system was creat- 
ed by DataCard Systems who are 
under contract with AT&T. 

According to Bonnie 
Christianson, computer coordi- 
nator, the system will eventually 
be set up so that it will automati- 
cally load the blank IDs when an 
ID is being printed. This will fur- 
ther increase the automation and 
keep labor costs down. 

The advantages of the new 
system include increased securi- 
ty, increased speed and efficien- 
cy in making the ID, and more 
efficient storage. 

The new IDs offer security by 
allowing a computer operator to 


‘immediately bring up informa- 


tion about the ID’s owner. 
Thanks to video imaging tech- 
nology, ID photos can be stored 
along with the rest of the infor- 
mation and brought up on the 
computer. Security officials can 
have immediate access to photos 
and all filing is automated. 

There are also advantages to 
ID owner's with the new system. 
Getting new IDs and replace- 
ment IDs is faster than before. ID 
owners will have their own call- 
ing card number. And if some- 
one needs to replace a lost or 
stolen ID, he/she does not need 
to have his/her picture retaken 
no matter how many times the 
ID is replaced. This is because of 
disk storage. 

The new IDs can be used in all 
the same places and in all the 
same ways as the old IDs. The 
$11.50 replacement charge of the 
new IDs is the same as the old 
IDs. 

Replacement of the old IDs 
will begin with freshmen on Jan. 
30 and 31, and Feb. 1 to 3. 
Sophomores can get theirs on 
Feb. 6 to 8; juniors on Feb. 9, 10, 
and 13; seniors and graduate stu- 
dents on Feb. 14 -17; and faculty 
and staff can get theirs on any of 
the above dates. 

All ID exchanges will take 
place from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. in the 
Birch Gallery, lower level 
Memorial Student Center. A new 
ID can only be issued if an old ID 
is turned in. 

The new IDs can be used right 
away. Eventually the old IDs will 
no longer be accepted on cam- 
pus. When the fourth quarter 
starts, the Library Learning 
Center will no longer accept the 
old IDs. 

“For me, since I’m a senior, 
it’s kind of a pain to get a new 
ID,” Maria Witberler, Retail 
Merchandising & Management 
student, said. “But for under- 
classmen it’s great. They will be 
able to use their student ID for 
more than just school purposes.” 

Uses for the student ID will 
continue to increase. The IDs 
have become a part of future 
technology at Stout. 

“Down the line, other areas 
may tap into this,” Thies said. 
She mentioned the Financial Aid 
Office in particular. 

According to Thies, Residence 
Dining Services is also looking 
into setting up Value Transfer 
stations that would work like an 
Automated Teller Machine 
(ATM). These would allow peo- 
ple with a Flexline, Baseline, or 
other university dining account 
to deposit money into their 
accounts themselves. Also, if a 
guest was on campus and they 
did not want to carry cash 
around, a temporary account 
could be set up for them. The 
guests could also access the 
Value Transfer stations.

Lindbergh kidnapping remembered on 60th anniversary

A popular icon. A murder 
trial. No eyewitnesses. A media 
frenzy to feed the public's insa- 
tiable appetite for every painful, 
bloody scrap of detail. 

Not The Juice. The Lindbergh 
kidnapping of 60 years past. 

In January 1935, the nation 
focused on Flemington’s 18th- 
century courthouse as Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann was tried in 
the kidnapping and murder of 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s infant 
son - that decade’s Trial of the 
Century. 

On Monday, testimony in O,J. 
Simpson’s murder trial was to 
begin. 

From the circus atmosphere to 
the circumstantial evidence, ex- 
perts marking the trial’s 60th an- 
niversary could not help noting 
the parallels when they gathered 
Saturday in the courtroom where 
Hauptmann was convicted. 


Twenty-month-old Charles A. 
Lindbergh Jr. disappeared from 
his crib in the family’s East 
Amwell house on March 1, 1932. 
Two months later, his body was 
found in a shallow grave a few 
miles away. 


Four hundred 
photographers and newsreel 
producers turned tiny 
Flemington into the most 
watched spot in the world. 


The state contended the baby 


died when a crude ladder used in 
the kidnapping broke under the 
combined weight of Hauptmann 
and the child. 

Some of the $50,000 in ransom 
was found in the German carpen- 
ter’s house, handwriting experts 
testified that he wrote the ransom 
notes, and the prosecution said 
he made the ladder from boards 
matching planks missing from 


his attic. 

As with Simpson, that is large- 
ly circumstantial evidence. Over 
the years, that’s kept speculation 
alive about who-really-dunit, 
from Lindbergh himself to mem- 
bers of his wife’s family to the 
butler. 

And then there is the media 
coverage. 

Lindbergh’s fame as the first 
solo pilot to fly nonstop across 
the Atlantic Ocean made the 
case an international sensation. 

Press magnate William 
Randolph Hearst paid for 
Hauptmann’s defense. 

Four hundred photographers, 
reporters and newsreel produc- 
ers - more than the number who 
covered World War I - turned 
tiny Flemington into the most 
watched spot in the world. 

The coverage led to an 
American Bar Association vote 
in 1937 to ban cameras from

Love charged with offensive behavior 

Courtney Love, the widow of grunge-rock star 
Kurt Cobain, has been charged with offensive 
behavior on an airplane, police said Sunday. 

Police say Love, the 30-year-old lead singer of the 
band Hole, abused and intimidated cabin crew and 
passengers during a 90-minute Qantas flight from 
Brisbane to Melbourne Saturday. She was flying to a 
concert. 

“The pilot radioed ahead and police boarded the 
plane when it landed in Melbourne. The woman 
was interviewed and charged with offensive behav- 
ior on an aircraft,” a police spokesman said. 

Love, who is on an Australia-wide tour, was grant- 
ed bail so she could perform at a Melbourne concert 
Saturday night. 

She was ordered to appear at the Broadmeadows 
Magistrates Court in Melbourne Monday. 

The police spokesman declined to comment fur- 
ther.

Hey, Rush: there will be no court fight over “Hey 
Paula.” 

Even though he is a Rush Limbaugh fan, song- 
writer Ray Hildebrand wasn’t happy when the con- 
servative talk show host changed the lyrics of his 
oldies hit to mock the dispute between Paula Corbin 
Jones and President Clinton. 

Hildebrand filed a copyright infringement law- 
suit in October, but he dropped it Friday, saying he 
could not afford a long legal battle. 

Hildebrand said Limbaugh never asked permis- 
sion to use “Hey Paula,” which stayed at No. 1 on 
the charts for three weeks in 1963. 

Jones has accused Clinton of sexual harassment 
when he was an Arkansas governor.

Dexter Weaver clearly remembers the afternoon in 
August 1992 when his life changed. 

He was overseeing the daily operations at Weaver 
D’s, his popular soul food restaurant on the out- 
skirts of downtown Athens. Two men came in and 
sat down at a sparkling white table in the small, 
sparsely decorated dining room and asked to see the 
owner 

As he situated himself at the table one man intro- 
duced himself as Bertis Downs, lawyer for the mod- 
ern rock band R.E.M., and his companion as Michael 
Stipe, the band’s lead singer. Having dined at the 
restaurant for years, they had become interested in 
Weaver's slogan; “ Automatic For The People.” 

“Tt means that for the customers we will always be 
ready, quick and efficient,” Weaver says, leaning 
over the counter after closing. “The slogan was well 
known around Athens.” 

Since R.E.M. leased the name for their eighth full- 
length studio album, Weaver D’s has become known 
worldwide as one of the places for people to go 
when they stray close to Athens. 

The band is now in Australia on the first leg of a 
world tour in support of their latest release, 
“Monster”. 


Ex-Beatle sues business manager 

George Harrison sued his longtime business man- 
ager for $25 million, accusing him of living the high 
life at the ex-Beatles’ expense. 

The lawsuit filed Friday claims Denis O’Brien 
“enriched himself and lived on a lavish scale at 
Harrison's expense, buying yachts and villas in var- 
ious parts of the world, while the former Beatle suf- 
fered enormous losses.” 

The suit says O’Brien subjected Harrison to “mas- 
sive economic risks and losses” during their 20-year 
partnership. 

“They most certainly were friends,” said Bertram 
Fields, Harrison’s lawyer. “But most entertainers 
rely totally on their managers. They don’t check up 
on them. They simply trust them, and that was the 
case here.”

Americans not fooled 
by proposed tax cuts 


Lawmakers should review credibility not politics

Middle-class tax cuts are the 
latest in political fashion. 
Everyone in Washington wants 
to don the mantle of tax fairness. 

President Clinton says he will 
cut taxes to middle-income earn- 
ers by $60 billion over five years. 
Republicans in Congress offer a 
host of proposals ranging from 
tax credits for dependent chil- 
dren to reduced capital gains tax- 
ation. 

It is not difficult to under- 
stand why politicians want to cut 
people’s taxes: It is probably the 
most direct way to a citizen’s 
heart. Studies show that, thanks 
partly to recent, hefty increases 
in payroll taxes, the median- 
income family of four is now 
sending fully one-quarter of its 
income to the federal Treasury, 
compared with just 3 percent in 
1948. 

But simply cutting taxes may 

‘ not be the magic political elixir 
some lawmakers are assuming. 
While people may feel they pay 

*. too much to Uncle Sam, they also 
remain wary of gift horses. Polls 
consistently show that Ameri- 
cans are actually quite skeptical 
about tax cuts right now. 

An NBC News/Wall. Street 
Journal poll conducted in 
December asked respondents to 
identify what they thought was 
more important for the country: 
reducing taxes or reducing the 
budget deficit. Fully 58 percent 
said reducing the deficit was 
more important; 35 percent said 
reducing taxes. 

An ABC News poll conducted 
Dec. 15 after Clinton’s Oval 
Office speech outlining plans for 
a middle-class tax cut found that 
nearly two-thirds of respondents 
felt he was forced by Republicans 
into offering the tax cuts, rather 
than proposing them out of his 
own beliefs: 

These soundings, combined 
with surveys showing Amer- 


cans are increasingly concerned 
about rising interest rates and a 
possible resurgence in inflation, 
suggest an underlying case of 
public jitters when it comes to tax 
cuts. It’s not so much that people 
don’t want their taxes reduced. 
But perhaps they simply don’t 
want to be bought with their own 
money, especially if there is a 
hidden cost. 

The risk for both Democrats 
and Republicans in this exercise 
is that the whole idea of a mid- 
dle-class. tax cut smacks of the 
most politically incorrect of mes- 
sages. Fiscal responsibility has 
become the buzzword of the 90s. 
Deficits, not deductions, are con- 
sidered the policy hair shirt of 
modern legislators.

The Repub- 
licans run the risk of diluting 
their smaller government mes- 
sage by talking simultaneously of 
balancing the budget and giving 
away goodies through the tax 
system. Demo-crats, from 
Clinton down, seem unable to 


wean themselves from the politi- 


cal allure of trying to be all things 
to all people — the party of 
unprecedented deficit reduction, 
but also the party of new tax 
breaks. ; 

Both parties would do well to 
remember the spirit of the 1986 
tax overhaul, which sought to 
introduce fairness to the tax code 
by eliminating loopholes.

It is some- 
thing that today’s tax-cutters 
should keep in mind as they con- 
sider adding new breaks. 

For example, the popular 
mortgage interest deductibility 
provision, which was put in 
place with the original 1913 law 
establishing the income tax, has 
come to be regarded as a kind of 
national birthright. While econo- 


‘mists have argued for years that 


the measure is of marginal eco- 
nomic value, even adding to the 
cost of housing, the political risk 
of trying to get rid of it is prohib- 
itively high. 

The political lexicon of 1995 
seems to have embraced a mid- 
dle-class tax cut’as a sacrosanct 
principle. Strip away the veneer 
of political appeal, however, and 
what is left is a barely disguised 
effort at winning voters’ hearts 
by pandering to their sense of 
entitlement. This comes after 
years of trying to convince peo- 
ple that their sense of entitlement 
needs to be scaled back if the 
government is to live within its 
means. 

For Washington’s political 
leaders, tax cuts may be the poli- 
cy du jour. But, if lawmakers 
aren’t careful, cutting taxes could 
also put-a sizable nick in their 
own credibility. 


“We can’t underestimate the 
significance of Charles Lindbergh

Getting plowed? Not! 


Te city of Menomonie and UW-Stout have 


done a sufficient job in frustrating students 

with their less-than-prompt snow removal pro- 
cedures. We feel we shouldn’t have to wear traction- 
intensive boots to walk to school on city and school 
sidewalks. 

For the students who live off campus, balancing 
the narrow tightrope of a walkway is always a chal- 
lenge. Residents of Menomonie feel shoveling their 
walks is something Mother Nature should take care 
of, usually resulting in ice rinks instead of walkways. 

A city ordinance mandates residents to clear the 
ice and snow from their walks by noon the day fol- 
lowing the end of the snowfall; the entire width of 
the walk should be cleared. Yet, the ordinance is not 
enforced unless people call and complain. 

Seventy-six incidents of un-shoveled walks were 
reported in 1994, a sign some people are sick of walk- 
ing the tightrope. If the city is forced to clear a side- 
walk, the charges are added to the property taxes at 
the end of the year instead of a direct citation being 
given to the homeowner. 

And to further complicate the students’ trek to 
school in the winter, Stout has consistently “swept” 
the problem off their minds. Well, at least into the 
snow bank with their high-powered snow sweepers. 
But Stout does bring out the snowplows when the 
weather gets warmer, allowing for easier removal of 
the ice and snow. 

Perhaps the blades are brittle and can’t be used for 
heavy snow removal. Perhaps the university is wait- 
ing for someone to fall and injure themselves seri- 
ously before the blades will be used first. 

Not having enough money is the biggest reason 
the city and the university cite as to why a snow 
removal problem exists. Cutbacks are occurring 
throughout the nation, yet people are expected to 
still produce the same amount of work. If everyone 
in industry took this attitude, jobs would soon slow 
to a standstill. 

Extra money could be generated by actually issu- 
ing a citation to the homeowners who do not clear 
their sidewalk. The homeowner, in turn, would be 
more apt to clear the sidewalk. The tightrope would 
widen to a secure bridge.

Dry up gun supply 


Dear Editor, 

The vast majority of 
Americans do not understand 
the meaning or application of the 
Second Amendment. The 
National Rifle Association (NRA) 
persistently fosters misinterpre- 
tation of the amendment and one 
must conclude they intentionally 
publish such information since 
its high-priced counsel -surely 
knows better. 

The full text of the Second 
Amendment reads: “A well-reg- 
ulated militia, being necessary to 
the security of a free state, the 
right of the people to keep and 
bear arms shall not be abridged.” 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
spoken on the Amendment many 
times. In United States. vs. 
Cruickshank (1876) 92 U.S. 542, 
the court held that the right of 
bearing arms for lawful purposes 
is not a right granted by the 
Constitution and that the Second 
Amendment “has no other effect 
than to restrict the powers of the 
national government.” 

In United States vs. Miller 
(1939) 307 U.S. 174, the U.S. 
Supreme Court asserted that, “In 
interpreting and applying (the 
Second Amendment), the pur- 
pose of the amendment to assure 
continuation and render possible 
the effectiveness of the militia 
must be considered.” 

No federal court has ever held 

that the Second Amendment con- 
fers on the individual a right to 
bear arms. The courts have con- 
sistently adopted the “well-regu- 
lated militia” interpretation. 
' . The amendment is to be read 
as an assurance that the national 
government will not interfere 
with a state’s militia. Beyond this 
even Congress is not prohibited 
by the amendment from regulat- 
ing firearms by the exercise of its 
interstate commerce powers.

city ordinances limiting or ban- 
ning firearms have been upheld 
including a Morton Grove, IIl. 
ordinance prohibiting posses- 
sion of handguns within munici- 
pal boundaries. 

The California law on assault 
weapons was upheld through 
the appeals court level and the 
NRA has abandoned plans to 
bring the measure before the 
Supreme Court. The NRA. is 
aware, of course, that were it to 
lose an appeal to the highest 
court, that would put the quietus 
on its fundamental contention 
that the Constitution grants the 
individual the right to bear arms. 

A ban on assault weapons is 
not only constitutional but stud- 
ies show it would also be effec- 
tive. A study done by the Cox 
Newspaper group analyzed 
43,000 gun traces of weapons 
used in criminal activity in 1988 
and 1989. An assault gun was 
found to be 20 times more likely 
to be used in a crime than a con- 
ventional firearm. While 
accounting for only 0.5 percent 
of all guns, assault weapons 
showed up on 10 percent of all 
traces. 

The argument has been made 
that criminals get their guns ille- 
gally, so why target legal sales? 
In 1988 the Oakland California 
Police Department found that 
only 12 percent of assault 
weapons seized in criminal 
activity were obtained illegally. 
Fully 88 percent of them were 
bought legally over the counter. 

The point is we must dry up 
the supply as much as possible. 
Many weapons that begin as 
legal sales get into criminal 
hands.

Article facts examined 


Dear Editor, 

Recently, the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment has been accused of being ~ 
guilty of anti-female bias. (Jason 
Rehbein’s article in the, Dec. 8 
Stoutonia). Maybe some facts 
could help readers examine these 
charges. 

In 62 cases, males were 10 
times as likely to be arrested as 
females. Out of 64 male vs. 
female incidents, there is about a 
3 percent chance of both being 
arrested. 

When both parties were 
arrested, typically neither party 
did or would stop the violent 
behavior when the officers were 
present or when children were 
present. 

A high correlation exists 
between alcohol and domestic 
violence. A lot of “What did I 
do/I did not mean to hurt you” 
excuses occur the next morning. 
People involved often “unite” 
when they get to court and look 
for an excuse outside the rela- 
tionship. One person may call 
the police and then deny the 
problem, lie to the police, or even 
physically attack the police when

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they arrive. 

Some arrests take place based 
upon what happens before the 
police arrive aon others’ evi- 
dence and statements that occur 
after the police arrive, including 
attacks on police. An ideal world 
would yield no domestic vio- 
lence, no arrests, no victims. A 
“politically correct” world 
would yield all males arrested 
and all females victims, which is 
the case 90 percent of the time. 

But, we live in the real world, 
where too often drinking fuels 
resentments and people end up 
hurting each other and them- 
selves. That is why the 
Mandatory Arrest Law for 
Domestic Abuse is in place. To 
break the cycle of blame and 
force people into the legal system 
to get help or corrective action. 
The law is completely blind to 
the gender of the persons 
involved. 

Organizations such as the 
West Central Domestic Abuse 
Project need to provide victim 
services, which they have done 
for many years. But The 
Stoutonia story was biased and 
sensational rather than factual 
and contained enough undocu- 
mented information that it prob- 

ably hurt the domestic abuse 
movement. 

If The Stoutonia wanted to 
present a news story, then they 
did not bother to contact the peo- 
ple at the Domestic Abuse 
Project. The current president is 
a Dunn County deputy sheriff. 

Police officers get state man- 
dated training from certified 
instructors and for liability rea- 
sons cannot accept training from 
everyone who has a viewpoint to 
sell. 

Maybe The Stoutonia should 
have mentioned that the most 
recent call to the Sheriff's

Department came from the 
grandfather of Tina’s children, 
who were present during the 
violence. When officers arrived,

Tina began to scream, run at

She was 
the only person there who had 
been drinking, who would not 
Stop acting out and who was 
arrested. 
, This happened about 11 p.m.

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Students travel 
to New York City 


Retail and apparel students enjoy 
sightseeing and gain experience

During the winter break, 19 
Retail Merchandising and 
Management and Apparel 
Design/Manufacturing students 
ventured to New York City for 
the annual National Study Tour 
and I just happened to be one of 
them. One week of bright lights, 
business and sightseeing. What 
else could anyone ask for?

This trip held vast 
opportunities for students 
who are studying retail and 
design and want to learn 
more about the fields than a 
text book and working in 
small towns and cities will 
teach them. 


Though there was a lot of fun 
and games, there was also a lot of 
work to be done and appoint- 
ments to be made. Under the 
guidance of Kathleen Cochran 
and Lynn Boorady, both from the 
Department of Apparel, Textiles 
& Design, the students had to 
research the nine company’s they 
were visiting and come up with 
questions to ask during the 
appointments. 

These questions were 
answered in a journal which will 
become part of a one-credit 
paper. Also included in this 
paper is an employment plan on 
how to obtain a job in the fashion 
industry of New York City upon 
graduation. 

This trip held vast opportuni- 
ties for students who are study- 
ing retail and design and want to 
learn more about the fields than a 
text book and working in small 
‘towns and cities will teach them. 

One lesson we learned was 
the act of survival. What better 
way to teach students to survive 
than by dropping them in a city 
of six million people and telling 
them to get around on their own. 
This was an easy task to most, 
but also an expensive one. After 
spending much money on taxis, 
the subway was discovered. 
Anxieties were lost and pockets 
seemed full again. 

Most of the appointments 
were spread across Manhattan. 
This offered time for sightseeing 
and shopping expeditions, but 
the appointments were worth 
waiting for. 

Vogue/ Butterick Pattern 
Company was the first appoint- 
ment. We learned about its histo- 
ry and current business. Senior 
vice-president of the company, 
Art Joinnider, spoke of its busi- 
ness and advertising aspects. He 
also showed upcoming designs, 
as well as old ones, and their cat- 
alog pattern sales. We were able 
to see the actual pattern making 
process and fitting of the gar- 
ments. 

That same day, Cotton Inc. 
opened their doors to us for a few 
minutes. They enriched us with 
their advertising plans and 
inventions of cottons and cotton 


blends. From their headquarters 
you could see most of upper 
Manhattan and all of Central 
Park. We all took time to take pic- 
tures and ask questions. 

The next day consisted of a lot 
of walking from the International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union 
headquarters to an actual manu- 
facturer and distributor of cloth- 
ing, mostly for J.C. Penney. Then 
it was onto Coach Leather. This 
was very interesting because we 
met Marianne Barnit, part of the 
product development team, and 
Barry Rose, supervisor of manu- 
facturing. They went through the 
processes used in developing the 
Coach bag: from its design to its 
actual leather work. 

Other company’s we visited 
were the elegant Miller & 
Berkowitz Furs, where everyone 
was able to try on $2500 to 
$75,000 furs and see how they 
were made. 

At the Fashion Institute of 
Technology, a school for upcom- 
ing designers and retail corpo- 
rate executives, we were able to 
see the “Lieber Handbag 
Retrospective” exhibit. It consist- 
ed of incredible bead and sequin 
purses costing thousands of dol- 
lars. We were also able to see the 
costume collection, which held 
over 30,000 garments dating back 
to the 1700s.

Our last day of appointments 
was quite a learning experience. 
The Maidenform Museum gave 
the history of the Maidenform 
brassiere and other undergar- 
ments and advertisements used 
throughout the years. 

We next discovered Macy’s 
and I can easily say it’s the 
largest store in the world. And 
that’s an understatement. I don’t 
think I’ve ever seen so many peo- 
ple shopping with so much 
money to spend. We were taken 
on a tour and given the history 
and possible job opportunities 
available to us there. 

Along with the many compa- 
nies we visited, there were other 
attractions that caught our atten- 
tion. These included dinner at 
Tavern on the Green, a restaurant 
in Central Park lit up by thou- 
sands of white lights, two 
Broadway shows, the “Late 
Night with Conan O’Brien” show 
where some of us were even on 
television, and the Guggenheim 
Museum where we went on a 
tour of eine Italian 
Metamorphosis” and saw the 
incredible costume collection. 

This is what took up the most 
time. However, some managed 
to check out New York’s night 
life and found it to really be the 
city that never sleeps. Heck, even 
McDonald’s is open 24 hours a 
day and offers delivery for 
orders of $10 or more.

Association improves university finance management

If you think that volunteering 
time and leadership growth at 
UW-Stout are for students only, 
then Jan G. Womak, vice chancel- 
lor for administrative and stu- 
dent life services, is an exception.

consists of Womak and six other 
people. Its main duty is to recruit 
new members. According to 
Womak, the group’s main goal 
this year is to revise the member- 
ship brochure. 

The association mission state- 
ment reads “the Association is to 
improve the principles and prac- 
tices of college and university 
financial management and busi- 


ness administration...” To 
achieve these goals, they offer 
four major programs. The four 
are comprised of an annual meet- 
ing, CACUBO Management 
Institute, St. Louis Professional 
Development Workshop, and 
drive-in workshops. The drive-in 
workshops are inexpensive con- 
ferences held throughout the 
region on a variety of topics. 

The membership committee 
has talked once via teleconfer- 
ence in January. Womak ex, 
that they will talk four times total 
this year. They do not always 
have the time to meet in person 
and choose to “meet” through 
teleconferences or the Internet. 

Currently, CACUBO has 639 
members from 15 states. These 
states are all in the midwest, 
ranging from Minnesota and 
North Dakota in the north to 
Texas and Oklahoma in the 
south. All University of 
Wisconsin schools are represent- 
ed in CACUBO. 

The other states are represent- 
ed in either the Eastern, Western 
or Southern divisions. All four 
divisions make up the national 
association (NACUBO).

State budget cuts 
may affect Stout

According to Gov. Tommy G. 
Thompson, the UW System’s best 
days are yet to come. However, 
UW President Katherine Lyall’s 
reports may conflict with what 
the governor believes to be a 
bright future. 

In a speech to the nation’s col- 
lege presidents, Thompson said 
that the UW System would be 
spared the severe budget cuts 
that other state agencies are 
going to encounter. These budget 
cuts will be made to pay for a $1 
billion plan for local property tax 
relief. 

The UW System campuses will 
combine class sections, freeze hir- 
ing, and delay purchases to com- 
ply with a state order to cut $8.7 
million from the 1994-95 budget 
an official said. 

It may be questionable whether 
or not these sacrifices will direct- 
ly affect the quality of education 
for UW-Stout students. 

“We are not at a point to deter- 


- mine exactly what will be cut,” 


John K. Enger, director of univer- 
sity relations, said. 

However, Enger said that one of 
Stout’s principles throughout 
future budget cuts is to keep the 
student to faculty ratio low. 
Enger said that in the past unnec- 
essary or inefficient administra- 
tive positions have been cut as 
opposed to the laying off of 
instructors. Nevertheless, hiring 
freezes may occur. 

“Every vacancy will be evaluat- 
ed closely to determine whether 


or not it is a crucial area to be 
filled,” Enger said. 

“With larger potential cuts on 
the horizon in the next biennium, 
we should do whatever we can 
now to maintain current tuition 
levels through the rest of this 
academic year,” Lyall said. 
Thompson believes he has valid 
reasons for feeling optimistic. 

For example, almost all state 
agencies except for the UW 
System will be required to pro- 
pose 5 percent to 10 percent cuts 
in their budget requests for the 
1995-97 biennium. The state 
ordered the UW System to cut 
only 1.25 percent of its 1994-95 

“ operating budget. 

Another reason Thompson 
believes the UW System has a 
bright future is because of his 
goal to increase the number of 
foreign students enrolling into 
the system’s colleges. To accom- 
plish this, Thompson suggested 
an expansion of reciprocity for 
foreign students. 

Thompson wants to change the 
idea that the boundaries of the 
UW campuses are boundaries of 
the state. In today’s world, he 
said, the campus boundaries 
extend beyond the state and the 
nation’s borders. 

The UW System currently has a 
reciprocity agreement with 
Minnesota, allowing students 
from either state to attend the 
school of their choice at resident 
tuition. According to Enger, 
approximately 24 percent of 
Stout students fall under this rec- 


iprocity agreement. 


Reverend restores dream

1989 in Washington, D.C. by sev- 
eral hundred African Americans 
in the Roman Catholic Church

FBI accused of failure in bombing 

Embarrassed by its failure to heed warnings of a plot 
to bomb the World Trade Center, the FBI orchestrated 
a vast terrorism case against 12 Muslims to salvage its 
reputation, a defense attorney said Tuesday. 

“The FBI refused to investigate the possibility that 
something like this could happen, and in February of 
1993 their arrogance and audacity blew up in their 
face,” attorney John Jacobs told a Manhattan jury. 

Jacobs leveled the accusations in the second day of 
opening statements in the biggest terrorism trial in 
US. history. 

Prosecutors say the trade center blast was part of a 
larger conspiracy at the center of the trial, in which 
Sheik Omar Abdel-Rahman, a blind, 56-year-old 
Egyptian cleric, is accused along with 11 disciples of 
plotting to blow up New York City bridges and tun- 
nels, the United Nations and an FBI office. 

The prosecution said Monday that the men had 
declared a “holy war” against the U.S. government 
and sought to force Washington to change its Middle 
East policies. 


The defense lawyers spent most of their time pound- 


ing away at the government's handling of the con- 
spiracy case and Salem. 

They defendants also are accused of plotting to mur- 
der Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak and kidnap 
Henry Kissinger and President Nixon. 

If convicted, the men could face life in prison. 


Band makes punk rock listenable 

Don’t expect Bryan Holland to explain the mullti- 
platinum success of his punk band Offspring. 

“I don’t know,” the singer said. “We just tried to 
write the best songs we could. Looking back on it, you 
know, they are kind of catchy.” 

The quartet from Orange County sprang onto the 
music scene last year with the album “Smash,” which 
has sold 3 million copies in the U.S. and 5.2 million 
worldwide. 

While the band may have punk roots, Holland said 
Offspring has “tried to take the elements of punk rock 
that we like and try to use it with real songwriting. 
Try to make it what you call listenable.” 

Like the songs he writes for the band, the 29-year-old 
Hollander himself doesn’t quite fit the punk rock 
stereotype. He is on a leave of absence from Ph.D 
studies in microbiology at the University of Southern 
California.

Stone’s love life became the fodder of gossip 
columns when “Sliver” producer Bill MacDonald left 
his wife, Naomi Baka, for the film’s leading lady. Baka 
later married Joe Eszterhas, the “Sliver” scriptwriter.

Stallings had five years of 
theological training at the North 
American College in Rome, 
Italy, “the West Point of the 
Roman Catholic Church.” He 
was ordained a priest in 
Washington, D.C. After this he 
served two churches since and 
taught at Mount Mary’s 
Seminary, Emmitsburg, Md., 
and the Washington 
Theological Union. 

After his extensive prepara- 
tion to serve the Roman 
Catholic Church, he was not 
content. 

“I still came to the conclu- 
sion that African Americans 
could never own and control 
their own destiny within the 
context of Roman Catholicism, 
because it was a Euro-centric 
institution. We had to really 
launch out on faith, and create 
our own expression of the 
Catholic faith that would be the 
repository of our hopes and 
dreams, our collective triumphs 


and struggles within our histo-- 


ry. A church that could not 
only entice our youth and chil- 


dren to belong and adhere to it, 
but also be a source of strength 
for them in assuming responsibil- 
ity in their own lives. I knew that 
we could never do that in the 
context of Roman Catholicism, 
that we had to do it ourselves,” 
Stallings said. 

“My journey has been [one] of 
faith, trusting that God was with 
the vision, and the movement, 
and would ultimately justify that 
severing from the Roman 
Catholic Church by creating not 
only churches, but also schools, 
businesses, as well as centers for 
the rehabilitation of the black 
psyche to lead toward greater 
self- esteem, a sense of pride and 
value.” 

“I believe my purpose in life is 
to inspire other people to work 
toward a sense of unity as well as 
the global village family in learn- 
ing how to live together as broth- 
ers and sisters.” 

The UW-Stout Speaker Series, 
Affirmative Action Office and 
Student Activities Office spon- 
sored the event.

designed, under cost/benefit 
logic, to give excellent service at 
acceptable cost under average 
winter conditions. 

We do not have the labor or 
equipment to offer excellent con- 
venience under severe condi- 
tions. This is determined by tax- 
payer and student funding toler- 
ance with respect to the curve of 
diminishing return on invest- 
ment rather than an administra- 
tive indifference to rendering 
service. The University 
Administration and the 
Grounds Department do care 
about the safety of every person 
within our service area. Patience 
and individual care are some- 
times required, however. 

A letter in The Stoutonia 
from a reader gave a good exam- 
ple. The letter said that the 
Grounds Department has from 2 
to 7 a.m. to clear snow and there 
is no excuse for having failed to 
do so on Nov. 27. The Nov. 27 
snowfall was 8 1/2 inches of 
dense, wet snow that required a 
lot of time to be removed from 
the broad expanse of parking 
lots. Our best effort was insuffi- 
cient under those conditions. We 
are capable of timely removal of 
8 1/2 inches of normal dry, light 
snow. 

The Stoutonia editorial 
referred to the use of .power 
sweepers as lacking commit- 
ment to snow clearance from 
walks. We use power brooms for 
snowfalls up to two inches 
because they do a better job. 
Plows always leave a residue of 
snow that can be slippery, 
whereas brooms completely 
clear the walk surface. 

If a snowfall begins with a 
freezing rain that is bonded to 
the concrete, neither brooms nor 
plows are adequate. We must 
then go back with sand or chlo- 
tide. Unfortunately, power 
brooms cannot handle over two 
inches of snow cover so we use 
plows for deeper snowfalls. 

Speaking from the Grounds 
Department, I can say with cer- 
tainty that our mission from 
administration and our commit-

director of public relations and a 
judge in the event, kept a tally 
on the number of students who 
were nominated. 

A letter was then sent to each 
nominee informing them of the 
Who’s Who award and how 
they could apply if they wished 
to do so.

HIV prevented 
with education 
Learning personal risk factors 
is the key to stopping AIDS

“Medical records estimate 
that right now one out of 500 col- 
lege students in the United States 
is infected with HIV,” Laura 
Cragin, nurse practitioner at 
Student Health Services (SHS), 
said. 

This number is only an esti- 
mate since not everyone gets 
tested for the virus. 

HIV is a virus that destroys 
the immune system so that the 
body is unable to resist diseases 
and infections. People who are 
infected with HIV can look and 
feel healthy for years and may 
not know they are infected. Only 
a blood test can determine if a 
person has HIV.

HIV testing has been available 
at SHS for two years. When a stu- 
dent has a free HIV counseling 
appointment at SHS, one of five 
trained HIV clinicians meets 
with the student in a comfort- 
able, confidential office environ- 
ment. 

“We discuss HIV needs. It’s an 
Cragin 
said. “We look at that individual's 
personal risk factors of HIV; 
what brings them here for the 
testing. We might discuss how to 
change some behaviors.” 

“A lot of different scenarios 
bring people in for HIV testing: 
The challenge is to pull that 
information out to discuss those 
situations and how to change or 
have less risky behaviors.” 

After the counseling session, 
the student must sign a form giv- 
ing consent to test for HIV and 
then stop by the lab to have one 
tube of blood, which is approxi- 
mately two tablespoons, drawn 
from his or her arm. 

The blood sample is sent to 
the state lab in Madison. There 
the sample is screened for HIV- 
1/HIV-2 antibodies. The ELISA 
(enzyme-linked immunosorbent 
assay) test is the one commonly 
used. A positive test is confirmed 
by other antibody tests, such as 
the Western Blot. The tests used

Abdul-Jabbar Elected to Hall of Fame 

Kareem Abdul-Jabbar went from gangly high 
school center to the highest scorer in NBA history 
and now to basketball’s Hall of Fame. 

Abdul-Jabbar, who was elected to the Hall on 
Monday along with six others, said the honor hadn't 
yet sunk in. 

“I’m just happy things worked out,” Abdul-Jabbar 
said from an Atlanta hotel. 

At 7 feet and 2 inches, Abdul-Jabbar dominated the 
game from the time he stepped onto the court at 
Power Memorial High School in New York City, 
when he was known as Lew Alcindor, through his 
three NCAA championships at UCLA and 20 years 
of professional basketball with the Milwaukee 
Bucks and the Los Angeles Lakers. 

Among his accomplishments: six world champi- 
onship rings, six Most Valuable Player awards, and 
19 All-Star appearances. He’s also the National 
Basketball Association’s all-time leading scorer with 
44,149 points and holds records for games played 
(1,797) and blocked shots (3,189). 

Also voted into the Hall were women’s Olympic 
and college stars Cheryl Miller and Anne Donovan, 
former Soviet Coach Aleksandr Gomelsky, former 
NBA official Earl Strom, forward Vern Mikkelsen 
and Coach John Kundla.

Gov. General Howard Cooke told reporters Friday 
in announcing the “Bob Marley Day” tribute that 
the singer was “a great humanitarian who carried in 
his eyes and songs a message of truth and goodness 
and holiness.” 

Marley, who died of cancer at age 36 in 1981, taught 
love, pride and dignity to his fellow Jamaicans and 
to people throughout the world, Cooke said. 

“Nothing happens before the time,” Marley's 
widow, Rita, said as she accepted a copy of Cooke’s 
declaration creating “Bob Marley Day”. 

Since Marley’s death, the music world and 
Rastafarian community have celebrated his birthday 

anniversary. 


Senate Approves AIDS Bill 

The Senate has approved a bill that targets AIDS- 
infected Mississippians who spread the disease. 

The bill passed without debate Monday, makes it a 
felony to knowingly expose another person to HIV, 
the virus that causes AIDS. The punishment would 
be at least three years in prison but no more than six. 

The penalties would apply to someone who knows 
about the AIDS status but still gives blood, shares 
used needles or engages in “intimate contact” with 
another person. 

The district attorney in such cases would have to 
prove that the other person did not realize the expo- 
sure and did not consent. 

Sen. Johnnie Walls, D-Greenville, has said the law 
would be rarely used.

in today’s young adults 
because the political power 
rests with seniors,” Richard 
Thau, spokesperson for Third 
Millennium, an advocacy group 
for younger generations, said. 

“Though the path to suc- 
cess may be more difficult,” 
Laack said, “those who set 
goals, work hard and possess 
good communication skills 
still seem to get ahead.” 

Jeff Staat, a Hospitality & 
Tourism Management major, 
believes this to be true. 

“L realize that when I begin 
my career, I will be expected 
to work very hard and may 
not be accordingly compen- 


sated,” Staat said. “Still, I am 
confident that in time, all 
efforts will pay off.” 
UW-Stout. teaches specific 
skills which may provide 
optimism for some students.

The student must come back 
for a scheduled appointment in 
two weeks to receive the test 
results. 

A negative HIV antibody test 
result means that antibodies to 
HIV were not found in the blood. 
This could mean that the patient 
is not infected with HIV or that 
the test was performed too soon 
after recent risky behavior. 
People usually develop antibody 
within. three to six months after 
they are infected. If the last risky 
exposure was within this win- 
dow period of six months, re- 
testing is recommended after 
that time has passed. 

Even if a test result is nega- 
tive, “hopefully the education or 
the counseling we provided will 
help them change any risky 


behaviors or know what risky 
behaviors are,” Cragin said. 

“It's a hard thing to wait two 
weeks; it’s a hard thing to come 
back in and get the results. | 
think it’s motivational for some 
individuals to have a negative 
test result. They can say, ‘Okay. 
Now I know what I need to do to 
change so I’m not at risk; so I 
don’t have to do this again,” 
Cragin said. 

“A positive test result is very 
important for individuals, too, 
because they need to get hooked 
up with good medical care so 
that they can live a longer, 
healthier life. They also need to 
know their status so they don’t 
continue spreading this to oth- 
ers,” Cragin said. “A false posi- 
tive is pretty rare because the 


How to use a condom correctly 


° Use a latex condom every time you have sex (vaginal, anal, oral). 
Do NOT use “natural” (lambskin) condoms. 


° Roll the condom onto the erect penis before having any skin or 
mucus membrane contact with your partner. Leave about 1/2 
inch at the tip of the condom to hold the semen. 


* Unroll the condom all the way along the shaft of the penis. 


° After ejaculating, withdraw the penis while it is still erect and, at 
the same time, hold on to the rim of the condom so it does not 


slip off. 


* Use a new condom each time you have sex. 


° If you need a lubricant, use a contraceptive jelly or lubricated 
condoms. Never use Vaseline or oil based (petroleum) lubri- 
cants because they can damage condoms. Use only water solu- 


ble lubricants like K-Y Jelly®. 


* Store condoms in a cool, dry place and always check the expira- 
tion date on the package before using them.

UW-Stout students 
like are finding it is 
not easy being green since the 
deadline for Wisconsin’s recy- 
cling law dawned on Jan. 1. 

The law forbids any person 
from disposing of recyclable 
materials with his or her regular 
garbage. Recyclable materials 
includes items such as newspa- 
per, magazines, aluminum, glass 
bottles, steel cans and plastic 
bottles to name a few. 

All residents are responsible for 
recycling these items, but how 
this should be done varies with 
the type of housing. 

For residents living in single 
to four-unit dwellings, the coun- 
ty provides plastic bins to sepa- 
rate and place recyclable. 
Residents of the house or apart- 
ment are responsible for placing 
these bins at the curb either 
before 6 a.m. on the collection 
day or the night before. The 
recyclable materials are picked 
up by the same company that 
picks up the garbage. 

In households where the 
garbage is collected by BFI 
Waste Systems (blue bins), col- 

lection day is Tuesday. 
Households whose collector is 
Menomonie Disposal(redsbin 
should call Menom¢ 
to find out when recyc 
be picked up.

Tom Bothwell is one such 
apartment owner in 
Menomonie.

100 percent for recycling, but I 
believe in mass production and 
uniformity. We need a uniform 
program for the hauler’s sake as 
well as our own.”

Library grant

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prompts change

With the dawning of the tech- 
nology/information age and a 
little help from a $34,000 grant, 
the UW-Stout Library Learning 
Center is ready for big changes. 

The money, given to the 
library from the Undergraduate 
Education Systemwide Funds, 
will be used to research and pro- 
vide access to electronic informa- 
tion in a format called full-text 
document delivery. This format 
will allow students and faculty 
to view articles from journals 
and texts that Stout is not cur- 
rently subscribed to. 

Students will no longer have 
to wait days for the material to 
be borrowed from another 
library. They will instead be able 
to request that the article be 
faxed or e-mailed in its entirety 
so they can have it within a day. 

This “just-in-time” philoso- 
phy of information delivery is 
the wave of the future, according 
to Joe Jax, director of the library. 

“Giving information when 
you need it, not in case you need 
it is the (direction of future tech- 
nology),” Jax said. 


grant and was the only UW 
System library to receive money. 
Out of the $300,000 available, the 
library received $34,003. A task 
force has been set up to use the 
money to evaluate the costs and 
efficiency of electronic data 
delivery. 

The task force will look into 
alternative ways of receiving 
expensive journal articles. 
According to Jax, some data costs 
$5. to $10 per article to receive, 
and then only a few people will 
ever use it. Document delivery 
would be a less expensive alter- 
native. 

“We will get much more effi- 
cient, wide-distributive access 
using electronic means of deliv- 
ery,” Jax said. 

The library will be offering 


‘three full-text document databas- 


es free of charge for review by 
the Stout community. These 
databases are: First Search, 
CARL Uncover, and Information 
Access Company (IAC). First 
Search and IAC databases con- 
tain business and management 
documents, while CARL Uncover 
contains articles from 14,000 jour- 
nals.

Inmate fights to smoke 


An Umatilla tribal member who wants ‘0 smokea - 


ceremonial pipe in the 40-year-old Polk County Jail 
has been told no, due to the jail’s no-smoking policy. 

Robert Van Pelt, 33,:is in jail awaiting trial on a 
murder charge. 

“The First Amendment guarantees people the 
right to practice their religion,” Barbara Creel, a 
lawyer with Oregon Legal Services’ Native 
American Program, said. “Inmates can have certain 
rights curtailed, but this isn’t one of them.” 

‘Within the past few years there has been a large 
amount of no-smoking policies instilled. Polk 
County lawyers and the sheriff are standing by their 
no-smoking rule, citing the health and safety of staff 
and other inmates, which they say is a compelling 
concern. They say the old jail, with one ventilation 
system, is simply not equipped to handle the cere- 
mony. 

Van Pelt asked for 18 items to conduct his cere- 
mony. Jail officials said they agreed to all but two: 
tobacco and a 12-foot-square room. 


County attorney David Doyle said the county has .- 
done everything it can to comply with Van Pelt’s 


request. 


“We share in Mr, Van Pelt’s frustration,” Doyle .- 
said. “We would like to have a state-of-the-art facil- : 


ity that can accommodate all of these requests.” 


Neighbors oppose slaughterhouse 


Linda Pfeiffer, a sheep rancher and town council 


member, wants to open a slaughterhouse where cus- 
tomers could purchase sheep and slaughter them on 
the spot. 

Pfeiffer said among her current customers are 
Muslims who must slaughter sheep according to 
specific religious procedures. Muslims prefer to use 
her farm because they can ensure the sheep are pre- 
pared properly, she said. 

But some local residents and animal rights advo- 
cates do not think a do-it-yourself slaughterhouse is 
such a great idea. Their concern is the abandonment 
of certain humane aspects within the community. 

“My concerns are not only the uninspected meat, 
but also the humane issues,” Barbara Pullman told 
the Carnation Planning Commission on Thursday. 
“This facility will not be required to have an animal 
inspected for disease before the animal is slaugh- 
tered.” 

The Progressive Animal Welfare Society agreed 
that improper procedures could lead to contaminat- 
ed meat and noted there would be no guarantee the 
animals would be slaughtered humanely. 


Group labels celebrities as terrorists 

Madonna and Michael Jackson are terrorists just 
as much as people who set off bombs, and should be 
brought to Pakistan for trial, a small but influential 
Pakistani religious party demanded Sunday. 

_ The demand appeared to be a reaction to the 
extradition of Ramzi Yousef, a suspect in the World 
Trade Center bombing. 

“Michael Jackson and Madonna are the torch 
bearers of American society, their-cultural and social 
values ... that are destroying humanity,” Nematullah 
Khan, a divisional chief of the anti-American Party 
of Islam group, said. 

“They (Madonna and Jackson) are ruining the 
lives of thousands of Muslims and leading them to 

_ destruction, away from their religion, ethics and 
morality,” Khan said. 

“Terrorists are not just those who set off bombs; 
they are also those who hurt others feelings,” Khan 
said. — 

Youself, described as the mastermind of the 


World Trade Center bombing, was arrested last. 


week at an Islamabad hotel and brought to New 
York on a U.S. government plane. 

Khan also called on Britain and Sweden to extra- 
dite authors Salman Rushdie and Taslima Nasrin, 
both sentenced to death by fundamentalist Mushyas 
for insulting Islam.

Black History Month is 
known for its educational 
value, cultural enhancement 
and celebratory nature. But, 
Black History Month is regard- 
ed as important for honoring, 
recognizing and. learning about 
what African-Americans have 
contributed to America, accord- 
ing to Dee Ann Peeples, UW- 
Stout’s Black Student Union 
president. 

Black History Month origi- 
nally was Black History Week, 
created by Carter Woodson, a 
Harvard Ph.D. and historian of 
African-Americans. Woodson 
was then director of the 
Association for the Study of 
Negro Life and History, an 
association he helped found. 

“Woodson was convinced 
that unless something was 
done to rescue the black man 
from history's oversight, he 
would become a neglible fac- 
tor in the thought of the world,” 
according to “The Black 
Collegian” (Clarke, 1975: 42). 

Black History Week started 


be study of Black people’s 
place in history, but a culmina- 
tion of a systemic study of Black 
people throughout the year. 

The week originally con- 
sisted of events celebrating con- 
tributions African-Americans 
have made to history as well as 
what historians and researchers 
deemed necessary. 

The Black Student Union 
(BSU) has events scheduled 
throughout February, includ- 
ing several speakers and the

Minnesota Mass Choir. A 
fashion show and a dinner 
theatre are scheduled for the 
last week in February. Both 
have drawn large crowds in 
the past. 

“If we [BSU] can educate at 
least one more person through 
the month, we will have suc- 
ceeded,” Peeples said. She 
added the celebration is need- 
ed to bring out more of the 
tradition and culture of the 
African-American heritage. 

BSU tries to help out other 
organizations throughout the 
year, whether they are a 
diversity organization or not. 
Peeples said while Black 
History Month is important, it 
should be recognized 
throughout the year. 

“Things have definitely 
changed for Black History 
Month since the civil rights 
movement,” Don Chatman, 
associate business professor, said. 

“There is a whole generation 
of young people who haven't 
paid attention to their history 
and as a result, don’t know 
what their roots are. Black 
History Month is not just for 
black people, it is an apprecia- 
tion that America could not be 
what it is today without the 


black contribution” Chatman 


said. 

Stout offered an African- 
American history class for the 
first time this semester. Alec 
Kirby, a lecturer who teaches 
the class, said the class was 
rull; a good sign. “The class 
has to be viewed in context of 
U.S. history,” Kirby said. 
“Black History Month is 
extremely important to call 
attention to history regularily 
overlooked.” 
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These databases were chosen, 
according to Jax, because they fit 
in best with Stout's curriculum. 

The databases, as well as oth- 
ers in the PubCAT system, are 
licensed to the Stout community 
only. Problems have recently 
arisen where people from all 
over the country were tapping 
into the Stout system. The library 
pays a fee for the databases 
based on the number of users, 
mainly faculty and students at 
Stout. 

When outside users get into 
the system, the number of people 
on the system increases. Since 
the library pays for the databases 
based on the number of users, 
vendors have threatened to 
charge the library more money 
for the extra usage. 


The problem was eliminated 
by asking users-to provide their 
social security number before 
they can get access to certain 
databases, according to Jax. The 
vendors now check to see if they 
can get in. If they cannot, then 
the system is working as it 
should.

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In addition to the new data- 
ases, the fifth floor computer 
lab is currently housing replace- 
ment computers for some of the 
older models. These computers 
will be used when the library’s 
two computer labs are moved to 
the Jarvis Hall addition. 

Concerns have come up about 
what students and faculty will 
do to access e-mail and other 
non-word processing functions 
once the computer labs are 
moved. Jax said the library is 
working on how to solve the 
problem. 

Students and faculty mem- 
bers are being encouraged to 
help evaluate the databases by 
voluntarily filling out an evalua- 
tion form when they use them, 
Information can be obtained 
from members of the Library 
Document Delivery Committee. 
Ask at the library for more infor- 
mation.

Expect a tuition 
increase in 1995

Gov. Tommy Thompson play- 
ed cupid on Feb. 14 for Wis-con- 
sin tax payers by proposing to 
cut state taxes, but UW-Stout 
took part of the brunt of the blow 
when it was recommended that 
its budget be cut by 4 percent. 

If the reduction in the budget 
goes through, and it is expected 
to, Stout tuition will increase 6.2 
percent for resident undergradu- 
ates in the 1995-96 school year, 
and 5.2 percent in 1996-97. This 
results in a $117 and $105 increase, 
respectively. 

According to Stout Student 
Association (SSA) Director of 
Financial Affairs, Steve Sizemore, 
the cut was not much of a sur- 
prise. - 

“The budget was out of 
(Thompson’s) control,” Sizemore 
said. “He had to do something. 
It's what was expected.” 
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A lot of 
challenges 
lie ahead, but the 
campus will 
continue to move 


forward...rather 
than stand still.

United Council President Dave 
Stacy was more concerned. 
United Council is an organization 
made up of student representa- 
tives from 22 UW System schools. 
Stacy be-lieves students are pay- 
ing for property tax relief follow- 
ing the $1.2 billion property tax 
relief program approved by the 
Legislature last spring. 

Stacy said Thompson is mak- 
ing an attempt to ease the stu- 
dents’ burden, but that he can do 
more. 

The United Council was 
responsible for a report released 
on Feb. 8 which said students in 
UW schools are paying tuition 
costs near the median compared 
to peer universities. Thompson 
said in his Valentine’s Day 
speech that UW students will 
continue to pay less tuition than 
students at comparable universi- 
ties: 

Stacy said the discrepancy lies 
in the fact that Thompson has not 
seen the latest reports and the 
fact that it is debatable what uni- 
versities.are comparable, or peers, 
to the. UW System. Because UW- 
Madison is in the Big Ten athletic 
conference, UW schools are usu- 
ally compared to other Big Ten 
schools. 

“We're not the same,” Stacy 
said. “You try to paint as rosy a 
picture as possible so you create 
a new peer group that will fit in 
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with what you are trying to 
prove.” 

Previous studies show that 
UW schools fall $200 to $250 lower 
than the median in tuition. Stacy 
said this is because our costs are 
$200 to $250 lower. 

“Students are paying their fair 
share,” Stacy said. 

The main disappointment the 
UW System cites in the budget 
proposal is that financial aid did 
not increase to offset the tuition 
increase. ; 

Some of the good news affect- 
ing Stout students in the pro- 
posed budget was that a special 
technology fee to be taken out of 
tuition was approved. This will 
allow students to continue to 
receive services such as e-mail. 
Also the laboratory and class- 
room modernization programs 
were not eliminated so that stu- 
dents can continue to use the 
most modern equipment in class- 
rooms. 

Jan Womak, vice chancellor 
for administrative and student 
life services, said the university is 
waiting to hear more from the 
Board of Regents, and for a final- 
ized budget before any cuts are 
made, at Stout. A strategic. plan- 
ning committee is looking at what 
can be eliminated and where there 
is duplication. 

“K lot of challenges lie ahead, 
but the campus will continue to 
move forward...rather than stand 
still,” Womak said. 

Chancellor Charles Sorensen 
approached SSA after Thom- 
pson’s address*to discuss what 
could be expected and what he 
needed from students as a result. 

' “Thompson talked at noon 
and (Sorensen) was down at 6 
p.m. to talk with the SSA execu- 
tive board,” Lisa Tepe, director 
of legislative affairs for SSA, said. 
“He talked to all the SSA sena- 
tors at 7 p.m. I thought that was 
pretty brave.” 

The chancellor said at the 
meeting that the budget cuts are 
very workable. He asked for 
SSA’s assistance in deciding 
what areas can be cut or elimi- 
nated. 

Tepe and Sizemore have set 
up a committee to evaluate the 2 
percent technology fee included 
with tuition. They are waiting to 


find out exactly where the cuts | 


will occur before they can decide 
how to deal with them. 

The budget will now go on to 
the Legislature and. Stacy said 
the United Council is a little wor- 
ried. : 

“They have started a letter 
writing campaign and want the 
student governments to compile 
a list of students and their home, 
not school, districts,” he said. 


“The reason for this is that the — 


budget will not be approved 
until late May or June, after stu- 
dents have gone home from col- 
lege.” 

Students who have ideas on 
the budget reduction can also 
contact Suzanne Wolfgram, a 
senior at Stout and member of 
the budget strategic planning 
committee.

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Plug in to the internet

Within the last year the inter- 
net has become a popular topic. 
For students, it offers many help- 
ful possibilities and will benefit 
them in their future careers. 

The internet is a worldwide 
network comprised of over 25,000 
individual networks which serve 
millions of users. It can be com- 
pared to a highway or crossing of 
networks sharing information 
and resources to everyone con- 
nected. 

WISCNET is one example of a 
separately administered network 
which is linked to the entire sys- 
tem. WISCNET is the network 
that connects UW-Stout, as well 
as other Wisconsin universities 
and colleges, to the internet. 

As future employees, stu- 
dents can look to the internet as 
an economic way to gather and 
trade information. Students can 
use their own personal computer 
to issue a request for informa- 
tion, and the network will route 
that person’s request to libraries 
across the globe. The system will 
retrieve, in a matter of seconds, a 
collection of card: catalog cita- 
tions that would have taken 
much more time and effort to 
locate and retrieve in person. 

Not only is the internet a 
melting pot of information, it is 
also a highly-used communica- 
tion median. Electronic mail 
allows students to utilize the 
internet as a inexpensive way to 
communicate with friends from 
other universities. 

“Tt’s great to be able to send 


letters without the hassle of 
postage and delivery,” Brian 
Mickelson, Stout student, said. 
According to a recent survey 
provided by IBM, 35 percent of 
internet users utilize the system 
to communicate with peers. 
Another benefit of being con- 
nected to the internet is having 
access to discussion lists. These 
lists permit communication on 
specific topics that all members 


can contribute to. Discussion 
topics range from professional to 
recreational. 

Stout provides internet access 


- through the campus-wide infor- 


mation system, via the Academic 
Computer (VAX). It is available 
to any student or staff member 
with VAX access. If you wish to 
be connected to the internet call 
Computer User Support Services 
at 232-5000. -

Hawalian ads oppose same-sex marriages 

Biblical imagery of doom are being used in ads 
running in today’s newspapers to compel state law- 
makers to support a constitutional amendment that 
allows only a man and woman to marry.

McGivern said the ad warns lawmakers about the 


financial, legal and societal dangers of domestic- 


partnerships. A partnership law could cost millions 
for the state and assist the same-sex marriage fight in 
the courts, McGivern said. 

Dan Foley, attorney for three same-sex couples 
who sued the state, said a domestic partnership law 
would aid the state in saying discrimination against 
such couples no longer exist, not lay groundworkl 
for legal same-sex unions.

smile, he graciously cuts property taxes and with 
the tip of the arrow, artfully slices the universities’ 
budgets. UW-Stout administrators are still shocked 
to find the proponent of higher education laced the 
chocolate with razor blades.

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The enticing world of the occult 


Gonzales believes that the dysfunctional 


Christian church might be one cause for interest.

What is the world of the 
occult? , 

David Gonzales, director of 
the _ Religious * Information 
Services of the Midwest, tried to 
answer this question on Tuesday 
night. 

At the start he promised no 
cult bashing and no information 
that would entice a person to 
join a cult. The four topics 
Gonzales covered were fortune 
telling, spirit mediums and 
channeling, UFOs, and modern 
witchcraft. 

He began by explaining that 
people are religious by nature 
and there is “something in the 
world beyond what the eye can 
see.” Gonzales believes there is 
an increase in occult participa- 
tion because the Christian 
church is not functioning as it 
should. 

According to Gonzales, one 
of the attractions to the occult is 
that knowledge of the future and 
of the deceased calms nerves 


Ouija board, gazing into a crystal 
ball, or channeling a spirit. 
Despite the large percentage 
of imposter fortune tellers, palm 
readers, and tarot card readers, 
Gonzales still believes a fraction 
of these practices are real and 
legitimate. He explained the 
thrill, seduction, and hazards of a 
Ouija board, noting Reverend 
Donald Paige’s statement that 
using a Ouija board is the easiest 
and quickest way to become pos- 


Gonzales mentioned how 
dangerous the altered states 
of consciousness are that a 

person travels into when 


operating a Ouija board... 


‘sessed by a spirit. 
Gonzales also gave argu- 
ments connecting fortune telling 


- with the belief in UFOs . He feels 


that UFOs are not “nuts and 


bolts” spaceships but are spiritu- 


al in nature. The draw of the 
UFO religion is an absence of 
judgment and sin, and the major 
downfalis are inhumane tests 
and diminishing control over 
one’s life. 

He compared modern witch- 
craft, specifically the Wicca reli- 
gion, to some Native American 
religions. Both include a belief in 
life forces, polytheism and a high 
respect for all nature. 

Gonzales feels the Wicca reli- 
gion is “imaginative,” and that 
“logic has no place in Wicca.” He 
showed connections between 
common names found in the 
Wicca religion and those found 
in the UFO religion and in 
Satanism. 

He said the one thing missing 
in all the religions of the occult is 
an unconditional “no strings 
attached” love,.adding that there 
is only one reality, fellowship 
with your Lord and Savior, and 
his love for you. He offered a 
quoted passage from the Bible,

What do you think of when . 


you hear those three little letters, 
IRS? Well, stop thinking about 
paying income taxes and think of 
the one-stop resource rental cen- 
ter, the Instructional Resources 
Service (IRS). 

The UW-Stout IRS, a member 
of the Wisconsin Association of 
College Stores (WACS), received 
a $1000 scholarship in December 
1994 from the Sue Neabling 
Endowment Award. The scholar- 
ship is named in honor of Sue 
Neabling, a retired director of the 
University Bookstore at UW- 
Oshkosh, in recognition of her 
service and dedication to WACS 
and the industry. 

The IRS is using this scholar- 
ship to provide one drawing each 
semester for two $50 gift certifi- 
cates to help Stout students build 
their professional collection of 
resources. 


Janay Opelt 


The drawing was held for the 
first time this spring. Students 
entered the drawing during the 
week of Jan. 17 to 20. This semes- 
ter’s winners are Janay Opelt and 
John Maurer. 

Last spring, the IRS used 
three evaluations to survey stu- 
dents, faculty and staff, and 
walk-in users regarding user sat- 
isfaction, needs and awareness. 

The IRS sent 1204 student sur- 
veys, and 290 students res- 
ponsed. Ninety-five percent of 
the students indicated that Stout 
should continue providing the 
rental option and 99 percent are 
satisfied with the system. 

The IRS also earned high 
marks from students for the well 
organized, easy to find informa- 
tion, courteous and knowledge- 
able staff, efficient and speedy 
checkout during rush periods, 
accurate identification of 
required resources, and adequate 
hours of service. 

Of the 421 surveys sent to fac- 
ulty and academic staff, 45.6 per- 
cent responded. The IRS was 
rated high for efficiency and for 
having a knowledgeable staff 
and courteous service. 

Approximately 72 percent of 
faculty that responded are aware 
that the IRS offers custom 
designed resources as an alterna- 
tive or supplement to traditional 
textbooks. Eighty-seven percent 
are aware that IRS offers an 
opportunity to replace resources 
based on available funds and not 
based on a required number of 


years of use. 

Approximately 57 percent are 
aware that IRS resources are 
included in the PubCat system 
and 56.8 percent are not aware 
that the IRS resources are avail- 
able for purchase at a 10 percent 
discount. 

Of the completed “walk-in” 
report cards, the IRS rated 92 to 
100 percent positive responses in 
the areas of organized resources, 
convenient hours and good cus- 
tomer srvice. 

Some complaints were that 
the facility is too crowded, needs 
more checkout locations, needs 
more information about how 


. books are organized, and needs 


extended hours. 

The IRS responded to these 
comments by making several 
changes this semester. Daily 
hours have expanded. The IRS is 
open from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
During the rush in the beginning 
of the semester, an information 
desk was staffed by an employee 
to answer questions, and three 
additional employees were in the 
stacks to provide assistance to 
students. The IRS also developed 
a graduate student handout to 
explain the special services and 
the fees charged to graduate stu- 
dents. 

Many of the other complaints 
regarding lack of space and the 
older facility will be taken care of 
when the IRS, a unit of the 
Library Learning Center, moves 
to the second floor of the library.

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Strong support for Ministry

The Ministry is perhaps most 
well-known for its big blue house 
on north campus, but behind 


those doors lies a whole other’ 


world. 

“We're in the love business,” 
Paul Eident, third year member 
of The Ministry and student 
coordinator for The Ministry 
Leadership Team (MLT), said. 
“We do this in many ways.” 

One of these ways is through 
events. Upcoming activities 
include a hunger awareness ban- 
quet, Spring Break trip to 
Mississippi and Hall Council 
Night held tonight at The 
Ministry. Hall council members 
from all the residence halls have 
been invited to join Ministry 
members from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. 
to learn what The Ministry is all 
about. 

Over Spring Break, 23 stu- 
dents will be traveling to Stark- 
ville, Miss., as part of Habitat for 
Humanity. The group will make 
their way across the nation in 
vans and will build homes for 
low-income families once they 
get to Mississippi. 

The students are paying for 
the trip themselves. 

The Ministry is made up of 
UW-Stout students, faculty, com- 
munity members, and communi- 
ty clergy. There are 15 to 20 stu- 
dent leaders who make up the 
MLT, the governing body of The 
Ministry. The team is broken 
down into three committees: ser- 
vice, social and spiritual. Each 
committee has a student coordi- 
nator who oversees the opera- 
tions of the committee and all the 
sub-committees under it. 

Examples of sub-committees 
would be Habitat for Humanity 
and Hunger Awareness under 
service, fundraising and public 
relations under social, -and 


Ecumenical Prayer Services and 
Spectrum (formerly Stirrings) 
under the spiritual committee. 
There are 14 subcommittees 
total. 

The goal of all these commit- 
tees is to provide for the spiritu- 
al needs of Stout students. 

“We provide a liaison bet- 
ween students and the commu- 
nity using community re- 
sources,” Eident said. 

Along with all the events The 
Ministry has planned, they also 
meet weekly to conduct “busi- 
ness”. The MLT meets every 
Wednesday at 6 p.m. at The 
Ministry house. Students are 
invited to join them on March 8. 

The Lutheran Student As- 
sociation (LSA), Newman Com- 
munity and Students United in 
Ministry (SUM), representing 
Lutheran, Catholic, and Meth- 
odist faiths respectively, meet 
separately every Thursday ex- 
cept for the first Thursday of the 
month. On the first Thursday 
they all meet at The Ministry. On 
Sundays each group also attends 
church services together. 

Although these three reli- 
gions are represented by a com- 
mittee in The Ministry, students 
of all religious backgrounds are 
invited to join. 

Currently The Ministry has 
sponsorship by the United 
Church of Christ, Presbyterian, 
and Baptist faiths as well as 
Lutheran, Catholic and Meth- 
odist. 

Sponsorship is in the form of 
area churches who give their 
support. According to Eident, 
The Ministry is limited by the 
churches that sponsor it. Stu- 
dents of all faiths are welcome, 
but church spomgenstip may not 
exist for that faith. 

New committees to The Min- 
istry as of September 1994 are 
LSA and the Elderly Outreach 
program. The LSA did exist 


about 20 years ago and was re- 
born at the beginning of the 
school year. Restarting the group 
was a goal of The Ministry's new 
Lutheran Campus Minister Kurt 
Larson. 

Jen Shaw is the student coor- 
dinator for LSA and is in her first 
semester at The Ministry. Shaw 
first met the group at an Advent 
Candlelight Service in December 
1994, “ ... and she hasn't left the 
house yet,” Eident joked. 

“We're like a family,” Shaw 
said. “We're support for each 
other.” 

She said her one goal for the 
group is to gain new members. 

_ “The community is very sup- 
portive,” Shaw said. “ All the pas- 
tors are excited. At church people 
come up and say ‘So glad you are 
here’. There’s a tremendous 
amount of support.” 

Financially, The Ministry is 
not supported by Stout in any 
way. The churches that sponsor it 
make no monetary gains, either. 

“It's for college students,” 
Larson said. “(The churches) 
don’t make money off it.” 

Financial support comes from 
the owners of The Ministry prop- 
erty on north campus. The center 
is jointly owned by the Lutheran 
Campus Ministry of Wisconsin 
and Upper Michigan and the 
Roman Catholic Diocese of La 
Crosse. 

The Ministry is always look- 
ing for people to get involved © 
with its committees and pro- - 
grams. Their schedule is com-: 
plete through May and is full of a 
wide variety of events. There are 
movie nights, slide shows, and a 
Family Weekend event called 
“Shackville” yet to come. Details 
will be released at a later date. 

Positions will be chosen soon 
for next year’s MLT. Anyone 
interested should call The Min- 
istry at 235-4258.

Prostitute jumps the gun 

Police in Portland, Maine probably never tea an 
easier arrest for prostitution. 

The suspect, a 43-year-old woman, got a surprise 
when she realized she had jumped into an unmarked 
police car with Portland’s deputy police chief and 
offered him sex. 

Deputy Police Chief Mark Dion and Sgt. Rick 
Gagliano, wearing civilian clothes, were stopped at a 
light at Cumberland Avenue and State Street on 
Friday afternoon when the woman waved at them. 

. They waved back. She then walked over to their car 
and hopped in. 

“She just jumped right in and she started her banter 
right away,” Dion said. “She had no clue. And we told 
her we were businessmen on lunch.” 

They headed for the woman’s apartment, where 
Dion used the car’s cellular phone to call for a police 
cruiser after the woman got out. 

When Dion went upstairs to her apartment, the 
woman’s roommate recognized Dion because he had 
arrested her last summer on prostitution charges. 

The woman who hopped in the car was charged 
with promoting prostitution.

Lawrence Taylor’s dreams of becoming an actor 
are coming true, sort of. 

To the delight of some and disbelief of many, the for- 
mer football star signed Tuesday with the World 
Wrestling Federation to battle 390-pound Bam Bam 
Bigelow at Wrestlemania XI.

The deal was sealed with a kiss, planted by Taylor

Senior citizens home raided 
Three men have pleaded guilty to selling heroin out 
of Baltimore senior citizen centers. 
Robert A. Neverdon, 54, whom prosecutors said has 
- drug convictions dating to the 1960s, pleaded guilty 
Monday to federal drug trafficking charges in U.S. 
District Court and faces at least seven years in prison. 


Neverdon used the-contacts he made through years . 


of drug dealing to establish a successful network that 
sold $1,000 worth of heroin a day in West Baltimore 
and on the Eastern Shore, prosecutors said. 

His workers included Marshall Harold, 63, and Ray 
Fields, 54, whose apartment in the Fremont Homes 
senior citizens housing development was: raided by 
federal agents. 

During the raid, agents found a pound of heroin, 
glassine bags and a triple-beam scale, according to 
court documents. 

Neverdon ran the operation out of his apartment at 
Fremont Homes, which is part of the George B. 
Murphy Homes public housing development. 

Prosecutors said buyers would call gang member 
Douglas E. Donahue, 61, and place orders for heroin. 
Donahue would then send Neverdon a coded mes- 
sage about the order via pager, court records said. 

Using that system, the two men served dozens of 
customers ranging in age from 25 to 60, federal agents 
said. ,

The Vietnam War, Hmong 
people in the United States, and 
the connections between the two, 
will be discussed this Friday. at 
UW-Stout. 

Retired Col. Carl Bernard and 
Gen. Vang Pao will be speaking 
on the topic of the “Vietnam 
War: The Secret War, and 
Hmong.- The Forgotten Heroes” 
beginning at 4 p.m. on Friday, 
March 3, in the Great Hall of the 
Memorial Student Center. 

Nearly 20 years have passed 
since Southeast Asian refugees, 
especially Hmong people, sought 
refuge in the West, particularly 
in the United States.

A: my classes concerning 

the rights of the assailant 
of a crime of overwhelming pub- 
lic disgust. A perpetrator of a 
sexual offense, clearly one of the 
most hated of all criminals, is 
guaranteed basic human rights. 
Because these criminals are clas- 
sified as ultimate “low lives”, 
their basic human rights can, and 
often are, taken away without 
much public sympathy. 

An individual found guilty of 
a sexual offense has the opportu- 
nity to sit in jail with everyone 
else found guilty of every other 
crime in the book. The only thing 
that separates these individuals 
from other criminals is that they 
are, in every aspect of their lives, 
never allowed to begin over 
again to lead a more productive 
life. 

Once they serve their time, 
these individuals must play vic- 
tim to society for the rest of their 
lives. Laws state that these indi- 
viduals must register in every 
town or city they move to for the 
rest of their lives. Some cities 
require the neighbors to know, 
others require only the police 
department to know. Either way, 
the individual is giving up the 
right to privacy. 

The community cries out that 
they have the right to know, but 
exactly what gives them the right 
to know is foggy. An individual 
who served his or her time for 
grand theft auto does not need to 
inform the community that he or 
she has a record of stealing cars. 
An individual who is found 
guilty of cruelty to animals need 
not inform his or her neighbors 
of his or her record. In fact, in 
most places you don’t even need 
to tell your neighbors if you have 
served time for murder. 


But not so with sex offenders. 
The reason sex offenders are sin- 
gled out is mere _ politics.

How much 
time would go by before the per- 
son commits the crime again, just 
to get back into the safety of the 
prison cell? 

We have laws so people will 
act within their community’s liv- 
ing standards. We have penalties 
so that when people do break the 
law, they will be forced to make 
a personal sacrifice. Once they 
have served their time, they are 
free. With that freedom comes 
the freedom everyone else 
shares, and that includes the 
right to privacy. 

Don’t get me wrong, I am a 
supporter of most laws when 
dealing with sex offenses, but I 
also support the notion that 
everyone gets a second chance to 
do what is right. I don’t feel the 
community's right to know is as 
fundamentally important as an 
individual's basic human rights. 

We don’t think twice about 
giving other assailants second 
chances, why should we not 
allow sex offenders that same 
chance? After all, sex offense is 
merely a violent offense, just as 
spouse’ abuse and_ vehicular 
manslaughter is. ; 

I believe it is time communi- 
ties kept their noses out of every- 
one else’s business. The commu- 
nity’s right to know stops the 
second the individual has served 
her or his time and is once again 
free. Anyone who tries to take 
away a right of that “free” indi- 
vidual is really taking away a 
right of every single person in 
the free world.

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A race for the bronze has begun

Spring Break is nearly upon 
us, and whether you want to 
blend in with the others at 
Cancun or get a jump start on 
summer, you may be looking for 
the perfect pre-summer tan. 
Since the weather isn’t cooperat- 
ing, getting a tanin a tanning bed 
may be the only option. 

The Tapedek has observed that 
there has been a large increase in 
tanners over the past few weeks as 
Spring Break approaches, and that 
they expect it to stabilize after 
Break is over. ’ 

The Tapedek has some tips on 
how to get a healthy tan and not 
a severe, painful burn. A person 
should not tan for more than 20 
minutes at a time, and should not 
tan twice within 24 hours. Three 
times a week every other day is 
average. To speed up the tanning 
process and make it more safe, 
special lotions or tanning en- 
hancers are recommended. 

Other health precautions 


include wiping down the tan- 
ning bed before and especially 
after use, using goggles to pro- 
tect the eyes from burns, and 


paying attention to any unusual: 


changes in the skin. 

Everyone is required to sign a 
release form before Tapedek will 
allow them to tan. People are 
questioned on the release form 
about health ,and safety issues 
such as allergic reaction to sun- 
light, a history of severe burns, a 
tendency to burn, and a recom- 
mendation by a physician to stay 
out of sunlight. If any of those 
boxes are checked yes, the first 
session possibly should be only 
10 minutes instead of 20. 

The form also reviews a short 
list of medications that increase 
the body’s sensitivity to sunlight, 
including tetracycline, oral con- 
traceptives, and some cosmetics. 
These medications will increase 
the tendency to burn easily and 
severely. 

The statements on the form of 
“precautions are necessary for 
safe tanning” and “I am using 


Meningitis: defini

Recently in Mankato, Minn., 
there was an outbreak of a rare 
but serious illness called menin- 
gitis. And it can be deadly. 

What is it? 

Meningitis can either be viral 
or bacterial. Both cause an inflam- 
mation of the spinal cord and the 
brain, and can be triggered by 
either a virus or bacteria. 

Viral meningitis occurs most 
often during late spring and 
summer. This type of meningitis 
is not deadly. Antibiotics cannot 
treat this virus and a person must 
wait until it leaves the body. Any 
person who makes contact with 
an infected individual does not 
need to receive treatment. 
Symptoms for this virus can 
include headaches, nausea, stiff 


neck and back, vomiting and an 
appearance of a flat, red rash on 
the arms and legs. 

Bacterial meningitis occurs 
most often during late winter 
and spring and can be deadly if 
not treated immediately. The 
symptoms are the same as those 
of viral meningitis. Early diag- 
nosis and treatment is required. 
Any person that comes in inti- 
mate contact with the infected 
person must receive prophylactic 
therapy. 

Meningitis could be mistaken 
as a cold or flu because of its 
early symptoms. If the symp- 
toms are ignored and diagnosis 
is delayed, the infection will 
rapidly progress to a severe 
meningococcal disease. 

Meningococcal meningitis 
mainly infects children and 
young adults, rarely affecting 


the tanning services at my own 
risk and protecting my vision 
with the goggles provided” 
acknowledge that there are dan- 
gers present in tanning that might 
be avoided, but not excluded. 
When a person signs the release 
form, Tapedek is not responsible 
for any injury resulting from tan- 
ning. 

The UW-Stout students inter- 
viewed didn’t feel severe sun- 
burns were a large concern. They 
were following the precautions 
for safer tanning. They ques- 
tioned the safety of burned out 
tanning bed bulbs that cause 
irregular tan cracks in the bulbs.

anyone over 30 years of age. A 
single case is not uncommon on 
a college campus, but seldom 
spreads to more people. The 
annual incidence of meningitis is 
one case per 100,000 people. The 
fatality rate after contracting the 
disease is 12 percent. 

Therefore, the risk of contract- 
ing this disease is extremely rare, 
but people living with a room- 
mate who has contracted this ill- 
ness should beware. If there is 
any direct contact with oral or 
nasal secretions the person 
should visit a physician. 

According to “Managing Men- 
ingococcal Disease in College 
Populations”, 10 percent of the 
general population carries men- 
ingococcal bacteria in the nose 
and throat. The bacteria will stay 
with the person for several 
months, and during this time,

tion and risks 


depending on how strong a per- 
son’s immune sysiem is, the bac- 
teria could simply disappear. 

The best way to manage men- 
ingitis is to determine an early di- 
agnosis, receive immediate treat- 
ment and learn about prevention. 
Prevention begins by maximizing 
the immune system with a healthy 
and balanced diet, regular and 
appropriate exercise schedule, 
and avoiding too much stress. It 
is also very important to avoid 
respiratory infections and ciga- 
rette smoke. 

Meningitis is a rare illness, but 
if a person notices any of the 
above mentioned symptoms, the 
person should contact UW-Stout 
Student Health Services. They 
may also be able to answer any 
other questions that people may 
have about the disease.

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NCAA leaves 
the Devils blue

Shock and disappointment was 
the general mood surrounding the 
UW-Stout Men’s Basketball Team 
when they heard the bad news 
about their greatly anticipated 
hope for a NCAA Division III 
playoff spot. 

The Blue Devils expected to 
receive a call from the ratings 
committee telling them to get 
ready for their first ever NCAA 
appearance. Despite posting a 17- 
8 overall record, their best since 
1987, and a 10-6 WSUC record, 
good for third, Stout was denied 
a playoff spot. 

Stout did what they had to do 
in their game vs. UW-River Falls on 
Feb. 22. Then It all came down to 
the February 25 game vs. UW- 
Superior. Sophomore Justin Peters 
provided the spark for the Blue 
Devils, knocking down 22 points, 
going seven for 16 from the floor, 
including three for six from 3- 
point range. Thaddaaus Hilliard 
came off the bench to score 18, 
Zak Alwin 13, DeWayne Pollard 
11, and Brian Fravert and Tuwan 
Clayton added 10 each. Stout 
won the game 84-77 to keep their 
hopes alive for a first ever NCAA 
bid. 

The UW-Platteville Pioneers 
ended their season unbeaten in

the WSUC conference and overall 
(25-0). Platteville is the first 
unbeaten regular season team 
since the inception of the WSUC. 
The last unbeaten team was UW- 
Stevens Point in 1933. 

The decision came down to Stout 
vs. UW-Whitewater. Whitewater 
finished at 18-7, and because of 
extremely close national standings, 
Stout was denied a playoff position. 

“We were expecting it, but 
didn’t get it,” John Muraski, 
men’s basketball coach, said. 
“What more can you do? We 
took third in the conference and 
won eight of our last nine 
games.” 

Muraski called a team meet- 
ing Sunday evening to break the 
news to the players. They walked 


out in shock. Less than 24 hours. 


after learning they would not 
receive a bid to the 64- team 
tournament, the team had one last 
practice at the Johnson Fieldhouse 
to try to sort out their grave disap- 
pointment.

to fighting disorders

Sometimes the idea of health 
and fitness can be taken too far, 
and this is becoming an epidem- 
ic of the ‘90s. 

No one really knows for sure 
how many people in the United 
States suffer from bulimia and 
anorexia, but the National 
Association of Anorexia Nervosa 
and Associated Disorders (ANAD) 
estimates that 8 million people suf- 
fer from these disorders. The 
number of deaths resulting from 
eating disorders remains a pure 
guess. 

Thousands of famous women 
such as Jane Fonda, Sally Field, 
Cathy Rigby, and Princess Diana 
have overcome eating disorders. 

Today there are more options 
than there were a decade ago 
and there is a new understand- 
ing that no single therapy can be 
the answer for every patient. 
Different therapies included are 
drug therapy, cognitive behav- 
ioral therapy and group therapy. 
For every individual there is an 
individualized approach since 
no two people are the same. 

Some things to remember 
when you feel or know that a 
family member or a friend has an 


eating disorder: 


1. Speak up. Don’t allow denial 
by ignoring the problem. 


2. Base what you say on your 
own observations and keep 
the tone affectionate, not 
accusing. 


3. Educate yourself about the 
disorder and share that infor- 
mation with the other person. 


4. Attend a support group 
yourself for help with your 
pain, questions, and for 
advice on how to interact. 


5. If the person with the disorder 
agrees to be helped, be con- 
structive in different ways. 
Maybe agree to go to support 
groups with them and show 
support for the person’s 
recovery. 


6. Do not nag or bully. You can’t 
recover for the person. People 
need to do it for themselves. 


7. Do not tell a recovering 
bulimic or anorexic that he or 
she is looking better. No mat- 
ter how you say it, he or she 
will hear, “you got fat.”

“The house was completely 
engulfed when we got there,” 
John McMartin, Menomonie fire- 
fighter, said. 

McMartin was part of the 
team who was called out to the 
scene. He said there was nothing 
to salvage, although an aggres- 
sive attempt was made to put the 
fire out. 

“We live at the bottom of a 
hill,” Cindy Link said. “When 
you come over the top of the hill, 
you can see the peak of the 
house. And when I came over 
the top of the hill, all I could see 
was smoke. You couldn’t see any 
peak.” 


She got the call from her sister 


when she was at Chippewa 
Valley Technical College, where 
she is pursuing an accounting 
technical degree. 

“Tt was a.long walk down to 
the office to get the call. Because 
of the work that Greg does, I was 
thinking more that tah Pra 
happened to him.” 


Cindy said she was calm at 


first, but started to shake when 
she was picking up her books 
from class. 

“Tt was a long ride home,” she 
said. 

Greg Link first got the call 
between. 10:15 and 10:30 a.m. 
while at Badger Iron Works, 
where he works. 

“T was shook up, but not to 
any extent that I was just terrible 
about it,” he said. “It was kind of 
shocking to come home and find 
your house was not there any- 
more.” 

Cindy picked up their five 
children from school and told 
them, the house had burned 
down. She said that they did not 
really comprehend the fact their 
house was gone, but only that 
their toys were gone. 

The community has respond- 
ed with a wide variety of dona- 
tions. A home was donated by 
Rural Housing from Madison 
"and several nights stay at the 
Best Western were donated from 
their church, Immanuel Baptist 
Church, and the Red Cross. 

The Red Cross was on the 


scene immediately and gave the 
Links money for food and clothes. 
Kids Mart from Eau Claire donat- 
ed clothing and Slumberland 
donated a bed set. 

“If I tried to list them all, I 
know I would leave some of them 
out and I don’t want to leave any- 
one out,” Cindy said. 

About 12 Chi Lambda mem- 
bers helped clear away the home 
on Saturday, Feb. 23. 

“We were out there before 
noon clearing the house away,” 
Tad Swedin, former Chi Lambda 
president, said. 

He received a call from 
Stephanie Sirovatka, organiza- 
tions adviser in the Memorial 
Student Center, about the family 
and they wanted to help out. 

Swedin said no one else was 
contacted to help out with the 
cleanup, but other organizations 
could take part in the food and 
clothing drive they are organiz- 
ing on campus. He said Chi 
Lambda was about common 
learning, which is learning and 
sharing with other members. 

Swedin said the Links were 
thankful about everyone coming 
out.to help them with the clean 


“up. He said the best way for 


other organizations to help out 
would be to donate food, cloth- 
ing and time to help with the 
drive.

SSA focuses on elections

In the past, students have 
made a poor showing at the UW- 
Stout Student Association (SSA) 
elections. This year’s election 
committee is out to change that 
by making the elections more 
fun. 

According to Scns Wolfgram, 
SSA vice president and supervisor 
of SSA elections, this year’s 10- 
member election committee has 
come up with. some fun, and 
even wild, ideas about how to 
get more students interested in 
the elections. 

“T don’t want to let the cat out 
of the bag,” Wolfgram said. “It’s 
a really involved committee and 
they're coming up with crazy 
ideas. They’re-a fun group.” 

Last year candidates and vot- 
ers participated in a debate. This 
year the committee would like to 
do something along the lines of a 
dart tournament or bowling so 
that voters can talk personally 
with the candidates. While play- 
ing, the students can discuss 
issues. 

No definite ideas for an activ- 


- ity have been decided. Wolfgram 


said candidates can contribute 
their own ideas, and if one of the 
ideas is feasible, they will consid- 
er using it. 

The election process itself got 


underway on Feb. 20 and 24 when 
election packets were made avail- 
able to Inter-Residence Hall Council 
(IRHC) and SSA candidates respec- 
tively. Two packets were given to 
SSA candidates and one to IRHC 
candidates. 

The packets contain forms 
that must be completed, guide- 
lines on SSA or IRHC, campaign- 


‘ing rules, and an election time- 


line. Packets. for both SSA and 
IRHC candidates are due Friday, 
March 10. 

The full SSA Constitution is 
not included with the packets 
because it is over 40 pages. 
Wolfgram said the election com- 
mittee really reduced the size of 
the packet this year and broke it 
up into two small packets. 
Interested candidates can look at 
one of the current officers’ or sen- 
ators’ constitutions. 

A list of candidates will be 
compiled and made public on 
March 20 based on the packets 
returned by March 10. These will 


_ be the names listed on the ballot 
when voting takes place on April 


4and 5. 

Campaigning . begins on 
March 20 as well: Candidates can 
still run, campaign and receive 
valid votes if their packet is not 
turned in on March 10 by becom- 
ing a write-in candidate. Write-in 


_» candidates have all the benefits 


as other candidates as far as 


attending election events and 
campaigning, but their name will 
not appear on the ballot. It must 
be “written in”. 

Positions that will be voted on 
in SSA are: president, director of 
financial affairs, director of leg- 
islative affairs, director of acade- 
mic affairs, director of diversity, 
gender issues senator, multicul- 
tural affairs senator, and 14 off- 
campus senators. 

The elected SSA president 
then appoints a vice president, 
director of landlord/city/tenant 
affairs, director of public rela- 
tions, and director of organiza- 
tional affairs. 

IRHC positions will be elected 
at the same time as SSA this year. 
This is not the first time this has 
been done. 

“Sometimes it has worked out 
in the past, and somefimes not,” 
Wolfgram said. “We'll see how it 
works out.” 

The IRHC positions that will 
be elected to represent the nine 
residence halls are president, 
vice president, secretary, nation- 
al communications coordina- 
tor/Wisconsin communications 
coordinator, and an SSA senator. 

Three positions remain open 
in this year’s SSA. A multicultur- 
al affairs senator, a gender issues 
senator, and an off-campus sena- 
tor are needed. There are four 
SSA meetings left this year.

House to vote on student aid cuts

appropriations. 

The $4 billion dollars is money that has already 
been allotted for financial aid. This recission bill is 
not a permanent part of the appropriations process, 
but this is a popular measure to find savings by cut- 
ting dollars from the budget that has already been 
allotted. <= 

Last year’s recission bill was defeated by two 
votes. This year, the recission is currently going 
through the House of Representatives and will be 
voted on March 15. 


The bill will cut $47 million in direct loans from . 


the federal government. This is one-third of total 
direct loans. The Americorps program will be cut in 
half by $210 million under this bill. In addition, 
SSIG will be eliminated along with 20 other financial 
aid programs.

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Vandalism ruins wallet 


andalism is not a positive, creative expres- 

sion. At least not to the people who have 

found their cars and buildings vandalized 

in the past couple of weeks. Apparently, some chil- 

dren missed the lesson about positive, creative 
expressions when they were growing’up. 

Each person has a unique viewpoint on life, 


which is good. The world would be boring and 


look the same if viewpoints weren’t different. For 
example, a car owner has a specific idea of what 
that car should look like. When someone else 
decides to alter the car without consulting with the 
owner, the owner tends to get upset. People who 
own businesses, homes and lots feel the same 
when their property is unknowingly authorized. 

The anger lasts not only on discovery of the van- 
dalism, but also through the cleanup work. 
Usually, vandalizers don’t leave their business 
card at the scene of the crime and the owners are 
forced to fix their property. Fixing lights, windows 
and spray paint cost money. Money that is scarce 
and an expenditure not anticipated. 

When the owners can’t fix the vandalism right 
away, they see the damage day after day, only get- 
ting more mad. The vandalizers’ fun has now 
dipped into someone else’s wallet, creating more 
tension in the community and towards each other. 
Hopefully, the vandalizer will feel guilty for caus- 
ing damage to another’s property. After all, people 
don’t intend to cause ill will toward others, but 
only to have fun. 

And if the guilt over ruining someone’s proper- 
ty is not enough to stop the vandalizing, then 
enroll in UW-Stout’s art program. The art students 
use everything from polystyrene to plaster, to 
wood, to spray paint; more than enough for the 
common vandalizers to get a fix. The teachers 
always welcome a creative mind. 

Formal education may not be for everyone 
though. There also is an opportunity for park 
bench and outhouse painting through the criminal 
justice program. Making license plates also is an 
option for those who prefer heavy machinery. 

Remember, changing someone’s property with- 
out her or his permission is vandalism; even when 
the existing property may look better to the vandal 
after being altered. Money, time and anger are 
spent when the owner has to clean up a “creative 
endeavor”. Ultimately, resentment, not beauty, is 
the result of someone’s vandalism, no matter how

Musician educates 
Native American flute maker Frank 
Montano shares Ojibwa folklore

Native American flute maker 
Frank Montano entertained a full 
/house Monday evening at the 
Harvey Hall auditorium. His 
presentation was sponsored by 
SERS: ; 


Montano travels the United 
States and the globe entertaining 
and educating audiences about 
the Ojibwa history and folklore. 
He also has put out a number of 
recordings in recent years. 

Montano played a number of 
flutes; those he made and those 
given to him. Most of the flutes 
are constructed. from cedar, 
though he also has instruments 
made of pine and clay. Early in 
his performance he mentioned 
that a tree is alive and, according 
to tradition, a flute maker must 
think about the life of the wood 
allowing the voice of the wood to 
be brought out when the flute is. 


played. He made the analogy of © 


the creator blowing life into the 
mounds of clay. 

He began each song with an 
introduction, either a story from 
his. personal life or one from 
Native American folklore. He 
often told the stories about the 
instruments, including his guitar 
and Native American drum. 

One of the first stories he told 
was the Ojibwa explanation of 
why the eagle flies. As the story 


goes, the creator was angry at 
mankind and was about to 
destroy the Earth. The eagle 
stepped in and told the creator 
that mankind was also doing 
many good things. The creator 
told the eagle that it would now 
be its job to fly around the earth, 
and, as long as one person was 
doing good, the Earth would not 
be destroyed. Montano then 
played his song inspired by the 
eagle’s flight. 

He started a song about 
respecting the knowledge of 
elders and persuaded the hesi- 
tant audience to sing along in 
Ojibwa. After a few minutes of 
joking around he asked “Are we 
ready to sing? I'll tell you a story 
first.” He told the story of how, 
as a child, he idolized Tonto of 
the Lone Ranger for his ability to 
listen. to the Earth and hear what 
is approaching. “At a young age 
that’s what I thought it was to be 
an Indian.” 


His final songs were about 


giving respect to nature by 
thanking the trees, rocks and ani- 
mals for all they do for people; 


- giving shelter, food and clothing. 
The final songs were played on 


the flute and then a Native 
American drum, and both were 
sung in Ojibwa. He asked the 
crowd to stand for the last song. 

Montano said that in an hour 
it is impossible to tell all the sto- 
ries, in a lifetime difficult to learn 
them all, but that a lifetime of 
knowledge is still a tremendous 
amount.

“Parking lots are prime places 
for stolen items and vandalism,” 
Dennis Shaw, security and police 
operations director, said. 


Since Jan. 1, there have been ° 


16 reports of vehicle vandalism. 
Most of these reports involve 
smashed car windows, with oth- 
er reports being of scratched or 
scraped paint. 

In addition to the vandalism, 
there have been numerous thefts 
from the vehicles. Since Jan. 1, 
there have been 17 reports of 
thefts where vehicles that were 
broken into had something stolen 
out of them. 

For the most part, these inci- 
dents involve someone who will 
just go through the lot doing 
damage to the vehicles because 
they find it funny. A lot of the 
incidents happen at one time. 

For example, on Jan. 25 there 
were four reports of vehicle van-

dalism and four more incidents 
were reported Jan. 29. During the 
night of Feb. 24, several vehicles 
in lot 5 had windows broken out. 

Freshman Alexa Eck was one 
who had her car vandalized that 
night. ; 

“T was upset.” Eck said, “It 
just added to all my other prob- 


lems as a student” And since she . 


must pay a $250 deductible, she 


has to cover the cost of the dam- - 


age. 

“T have to pay just because 
someone decided to do that” Eck 
said. : 

“Some of these vandalisms are 
cases of malicious mischief, but 


_ the majority of vandalism is due 


to attempted theft,” Shaw said. 

Colleges and universities are 
frequent targets of vehicle van- 
dalism because they have large, 
unattended parking lots. 

“We are stepping up patrol in 
those areas,” Shaw said. 

In addition to the student 


patrols, started two years ago, 
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and increased campus patrols, 
the university is also working 
with the Menomonie Police 
Department. _ 

“We are coordinating our 
efforts with the city police,”. 
Shaw said. 

“We do have some leads 
we're working on,” Shaw said. 

Shaw said that it is important 
for students to remember each 
time when they last parked their 
vehicles. Knowing when the car 
was last parked helps specify a 
time frame when a vandalism or 
theft could have occurred. 

“If we can narrow down when 
this is happening, we can target a 
pattern,” Shaw said. 

It is also very important for 
students to be alert when they 
are walking to or from their vehi- 
cles. Shaw said that students 
should be on the lookout for any 
suspicious persons in the lot. 
Students should report anything 
unusual to Security and Police 
Operations.

Discussion of radical right _

Last week, as part of the 
Campus speaker series, Martin 
Lee spoke on politics and hate in 
the United States and Europe. 


Review 


Lee attributes the surge in 
neo-nazi, fascist and racist politi- 
cal organizations to many things. 
He’believes some of the reasons 
for the surge are the:end of the 
cold war, the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, a contracting European 
economy, NAFTA, jobs being lost 
to automation and other techno- 
logical changes, an overall re- 
structuring of national and 
world economies, and the “con- 
flation of parties”. The conflation 
of parties is the idea of two polit- 
ical parties becoming more and 
more similar which causes peo- 
ple to look for an alternative. 
Often that alternative is the radi- 
cal, extreme right. 


Lee said that the radical right 
is composed of three sides; the 
militant, the religious and the 
racist. These three sides were 
prevalent in the video of the U.S. 
Taxpayers Party Presidential 
Convention whose leaders didn’t 
support abortion under any cir- 
cumstances, but did support 
murdering abortion doctors and 
teaching 16-month olds where 
their trigger fingers are. 

Lee said that the US. 
Taxpayers Party has ties with Pat 
Robertson’s Christian Coalition of 
which Joseph Coors (Coors Brew- 
ing), Oliver North and Jerry Far- 
well are members. William Gill, 
who is also a member, runs’ the 
Liberty Lobby, a neo-nazi orga- 
nization since the late 1950s. The 
Liberty Lobby financed KKK 
Grand Wizard David Duke’s 
political career for the Populous 
Party. , . ; 

Lee also talked about the 
Pioneer Fund, a pro-nazi foundation 
that helped finance the acclaimed 
bestseller the “Bellcurve”. The Amer- 
ican Enterprise Institute which 


believes not in genocide, but a 
“phasing out” of “undesirables”, 
also financed the book. 

Lee’ said that in 1992 in 
Germany 25,000 nazi attacks on 
minorities and the handicapped 


- were reported. 


Though neo-nazi groups are 
officially banned by the German 
government, a change of name and 
headquarters easily gets around 
the restriction. Lee observed that 
neo-nazi ideals are becoming so 
mainstream in Germany that many 
beliefs are becoming government 
policy. Such as expanding 
Germany’s borders to those of 
Hitler’s Germany . In Austria, 
Belgium, France, and Italy, neo- 
nazi parties are gaining 15 to 22 
percent of the popular vote and 
also gaining say in government 
policy. _ 

In two hours Lee gave a large 
amount of interesting informa- 
tion and asked the audience to 
search for more.

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Controversy over New players rekindle values

Rugby receives probationary status

The words “rugby club” con- 
tinue to stir up controversy on 
campus. 

The UW-Stout Student Asso- 
ciation (SSA) senators had a 
meeting on Feb. 20 with Chan- 
cellor Charles Sorensen concern- 
ing the rugby club’s request to be 
recognized as an organization. 

The rugby club was reviewed 
by three SSA senators, one SSA 
executive and one member of 
administration. There was a 
unanimous vote to give the club 
probationary status for one year. 

With this status, Rick 
Palmerton, president of SSA, said 
that the rugby club will not 
receive any funding next year. 
The team will also have to com- 
plete some community service, 
take part in several training pro- 
grams, maintain good academic 
standing, and cannot sponsor or 
participate in any activities 
where there is alcohol consump- 
tion. Some of these are policies 
that all organizations must follow. 

One member of the rugby 
team this year believes that, 


. “What happened years ago hap- 
pened then. This is a new, 
younger team. We just want to 
play.” 

While playing in Peshtigo, 
Wis., this year, the team had to 
spend the night on the field 
because they did not have the 
funds to rent a hotel room. 
Palmerton said, “We can go 
through an appeal process 
through the university system,” 
that might help the rugby team 
get some funding for next year. 

For the appeal process the 
SSA must talk with Katharine 
Lyall, president of the university 
system. Lyall can either decide 
on the issue, work out a compro- 
mise, or refuse to deal with it at 
all. This could be referred to the 
Board of Regents, and they 
could start a petition. Palmerton 
does not think it will go that far. 

The SSA senators said that 
they “have faith that Sorensen 
will listen to us and we will be 
able to work something out.” 

Inevitably, Sorensen has the 
final say as to whether the club 
will regain its recognition as a 
Stout organization.

‘Generation Next” 
council formed

On Monday, members of the 
Wisconsin Assembly traveled across 
the state to announce the creation of 
a legislative committee to take up 
the issues of today’s young adults. 

The “Generation Next” commit- 
tee is the first of its kind in the 
nation and will examine the con- 
cerns and issues facing those 
between 18 and 30 years old and 
issue a report of its 
well as recommendations for leg- 
islative action.

The candidates are Heather Schnorr for presi- 
dent, Ed Krez and Jason Rehbein for director of 
legislative affairs, Steve Sizemore for director of 
academic affairs, Chou Lor and Jill Wieser for 
director of diversity, and Annette Defranco and 
Lisa Huss for off-campus senator. 

These are the candidates that turned in their 
election packets on or before the March 10 due 
date. They will be listed on the ballot when elec- 
tions.take place on April 4 and 5. 

Students who did not turn in the election pack- 
ets on time may still campaign and win a position 
as a write-in candidate. 

The next event up for the candidates is the 
“Meet or Beat the Candidates” night on March 27 
in the Recreation Center of the Memorial Student 
Center.

¢ Appoints or has final approval of recommenda- 
tions presented to the USS on any vacancies 
that occur, prior to the final approval of the USS. 

* Responsible for appointing two students at 
large to serve on the Student Organization 
Review Board. 

¢ Delegates work to executive Staff as necessary. 

¢ Responsible for appointing and maintaining a 
pool of eight associate student justices and two 
student justices to serve on the University 
Court. ‘ 

¢ Responsible for filling vacancies within the 
Student Organization Review Board or 
University Court. 

¢ Assists in appointing four student justices and 
one chief justice if and when a court case 
arises. 

¢ Has a background in parliamentary procedure. 


Director of Legislative Affairs:

Death threat still in effect 

Defying a six-year-old Iranian death threat, 
Salman Rushdie made a rare, well-publicized 
appearance Sunday at the French Book Fair to 
denounce Western nations’ contacts with Iran. 

Rushdie, who has been in hiding since 1989, criti- 
cized the “cynicism”- of Western politicians who 
maintain relations with Iran despite its refusal to 
drop a death sentence against him by the late 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Muslim fundamentalists were angered by what 

_ they called blasphemous passages in Rushdie’s 
novel, “The Satanic Verses”. 

“On one hand, they speak of human rights and 
freedom of expression, and on the other, continue to 
maintain relations with Iran,” Rushdie said. 

Iran marked the sixth anniversary of the death 
sentence last month with unusual restraint by not 
announcing it over state-run radio and TV. 

But Saeed Rajaie Khorasani, head of the Iranian 
Parliament’s Human Rights Committee, said 
Rushdie should not expect it to be lifted. A $3 mil- 
lion reward for his death remains in effect. 


Dressing like the godfather 
Here is an offer that may be hard for a James 
Brown fan to refuse: a chance to dress like the god- 
father of soul. 
A glittering purple cape that Brown wore in the 
mid-1960s is on sale for $4,000 at the Atlantique 
Spring Festival today and Sunday. Embroidered on

“Godfather”. 

The same collector is selling a sequined glove for- 
-merly worn by Michael Jackson ($8,000) and a busti- 
er and bead-encrusted dress. worn by Madonna on a 
1987 concert tour ($15,000). 

Also on display, but not for sale, is a ring worn by 
John F. Kennedy at his baptism, a wallet he used 
from 1956 to 1962, and an engraved “JFK” lighter. 

The show, featuring 1,200 dealers, is billed as the 


largest indoor antiques and collectible show in the.

Wright, 31, had complained of breathing prob- 
lems, but had no idea he had AIDS before he was 
diagnosed within the last three weeks, said his pub- 
licist, Norman Winters.

Violence in media diffused 


eep! Beep!” the roadrunner says and takes off, 
leaving Wile E. Coyote in the dust one more 
time. Students laugh and remember all the 
Si ie and tricks the coyote used to capture the 
roadrunner on the Looney Toons™ cartoons, only to 
have all of them fail miserably. Yet, he always 
seemed to slither from underneath the latest anvil or 
survive the highest fall, to try again. 

This is only one violent scenario portrayed in the 
media today. Other violence includes the White 
House’s recent scandal, the latest drive-by shooting, 
and various countries continuously bickering. 

Violence in the media is a controversial issue, but 
the controversy may not be needed. 

Children are brought into the world to be loved 
and taught about life. They depend on their parents 
for food, clothes, a home, and education. More 
importantly, they see their parents as role models. 
Children learn not only by going to school, but also 
by imitating those closest to them, namely their par- 
ents. 

Parents need to teach their children the difference 
between reality and what they read, see or hear in 
the media. Teaching them the difference is the begin- 
ning to a lifetime teaching of ethics, morals and per- 
sonal standards. 

If the parents assume the teaching will be available 
in school, they are sadly mistaken. Students learn not 
what is right, but what is cool among their friends. 
No standards are available to compare their actioris 
to, without parents helping them set standards when 
they are young. Parental involvement is a lifelong 
activity, not one that stops when the children go to 
college. 

Media can also help deter the controversy by lis- 
tening to what the consumer wants. As in any busi- 
ness, the product needs to meet consumer expecta- 
tions, or risk failure. People are asking for a more 
balanced news coverage between what is positive 
and negative in their community. 

Some news networks have started a family-orient- 
ed broadcast at 5 p.m. and several newspapers have 
created a family or community section to highlight

positive news. These efforts alone will not end the 
violence in the media controversy, though. Violence 
will need a stronger deterrent than balanced news 


coverage in order to decrease. 


Any change occurring in the perception of vio- 
lence in the media needs dedication to journalistic 
and consumer objectives. Parents also need to take 
action in teaching their children about violence and 


the difference between right and wrong. 


Only then will the violence in the media contro- 


versy become a community improvement project. 
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told some very interesting 

things concerning my ethical 
and logical ways of thinking. I 
have been referred to as “anti- 
Christian”, “anti-conservative” 
and the “anti-Christ” by more 
than one of my often brutal crit- 
ics. 

After two years of writing for 
this newspaper, I thought that by 
now the readers of my column 
would know me a lot better: For 
this column, I wish to explore 
and expose the man behind the 
two-cent words.

New MTG site 


Menomonie Theater Guild will

For the past 36 years the 
Mabel Tainter Theater has pro- 
duced a regular series of plays 
that has come to be known as the 
Menomonie Theater Guild

Issues of liability 
Who is liable if a construction 
related accident should occur

There are big changes in store 
for the UW-Stout campus. Con- 
struction and renovation are giv- 
ing the campus a new face. The 
immediate plan taking shape is 
the major construction connect- 
ing Applied Arts and the tech- 
nology wing of Jarvis Hall. 

This construction is sched- 
uled to be completed in January 
of 1996, which is still 10 months 
away. At this time the warning 
to students, faculty and members 
of the Menomonie public is a 
four-foot-high snow fence that 
has fallen in a number of places. 

This raises questions about 
who is responsible for accidents 
on construction sites. In a climate 
where law firms have commer- 
cials on television and 1-800 
numbers, the question of liability 
and responsibilities in situations 
like these comes up again and 
again. Who is liable and respon- 
sible for an injury to a student, 
member of faculty or staff, or a 
member of the general public 
which occurs at the Applied Arts 
construction site? 

University Relations Director 


John Enger said that it all legally _ 


depends upon who has control 
of the property at the time of the 
accident. In some instances the 
construction company has legal 
control over the site, in others the 


construction company and the 
university have joint control. In 
the Wisconsin legal system the 
second case is called Joint Gen- 
eral Torte. 

If, at the time of the hypothet- 
ical accident, the construction 
site is only under the control of 
the construction company, the 
matter would be the same as an 
injury occurring at any other con- 
struction site. A case is filed with 
the construction company re- 
sponsible for the site and the 
injured person’s lawyer will get 
in touch with the company’s 
lawyers. 

If the site is under Joint 
General Torte, all parties are 
responsible and it-is possible to 
sue the construction company 
and the university. When the 
university is liable, the first step 
is to send a notice of claim to the 
State Attorney General within 
100 days of the accident. 

The ball is then in the Attor- 
ney General’s court, to decide 
whether the case needs further 


‘litigation-or can be settled imme- 


diately, saving time and money. 

For the parties responsible for 
the construction site at the time 
of an accident, the legal process 
can be costly, time consuming, 
and possibly very messy. Com- 
mon sense is the greatest tool in 
keeping injuries and accidents 
out of the construction site.

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SSA profiles 
of candidates

The dust is beginning to stir for 
the UW-Stout Student Association 
(SSA) as students running for 
next year’s positions hit the cam- 
paign trail and prepare for the 
April 4 and 5 elections. 

Currently, nine students are 
running for the positions, which 
includes two write-in candi- 
dates. There are 14 available off- 
campus senator positions. 


Heather Schnorr, 
presidential candidate 


Schnorr is currently the direc- 
tor of organizational affairs for 


SSA and has also held a senator 


position. 


“I am familiar with the presi- 


dent’s position and understand 
the current issues facing the stu- 
dents of UW-Stout,” Schnorr 
said. 

If elected president her goals 
include more public relations for 
SSA, continued communication 
with faculty, staff and adminis- 
tration, and working with the 
administration on the UW System 
budget cuts to ensure that student 
interests are protected. 

She feels the biggest problem 
facing Stout students today is 
financial concerns from the UW 
System budget to financial aid to 
tuition increases.

Rams player convicted in drug ring 


Los Angeles Rams cornerback Darryl Henley and 
four other men were convicted Tuesday of running 
a cocaine ring. 

Henley, 28, who played in the National Football 
League last year while free on bond, was accused of 
financing an operation that packed cocaine at his 
home in Brea for sale in Memphis and Atlanta. 

Henley is an unrestricted free agent in the NFL. 

“It is just too early for us to address any ramifica- 
tions,” Rams spokesman Rick Smith said, “We feel 
great sadness for him as a person, but as far as the 
issues are concerned, we are deferring all calls to his 
counsel.” 

The U.S. District Court jury returned guilty ver- 

_ dicts for Henley, his uncle Rex Henley, Rafael 
Bustamante, Willie McGowan and Gary West. 

The charges of conspiracy and possession for sale 
were filed in 1993 after a Rams cheerleader, Tracy 
Ann Donaho, was arrested at an Atlanta airport 
with about 25 pounds of cocaine in a suitcase. 

Donaho testified that Henley used her as a courier 
after making love to her. Former Rams coach Chuck 
Knox testified on Henley’s behalf. Neither Henley 
nor the other defendants testified. 


Rapper dies of AIDS 


Rapper Eazy-E, pioneer of the hard-core ” gangs- 
ta”rap sound, has died from AIDS complications. 
He was 31. 

The rapper, whose real name was Eric Wright, died 
Sunday night at Cedars-Sinai Medical Center in the 
presence of his wife, Tomika, and his mother, Kathie 
Wright, said attending physician Dr. William Young. 
Wright was hospitalized Feb. 24 with what he 
believed to be asthma, and was not diagnosed as 
having AIDS until undergoing tests. He had been on 
life support since March 15 and lost his ability to 
communicate several days ago, Young said. 

Young said Wright told him he did not have homo- 
sexual relations or use intravenous drugs. ”He then 
must have contracted AIDS through heterosexual 
contact,” Young said. 

He said Wright’s rapid decline was not unusual. 

“Often the AIDS virus can lie dormant in one’s sys- 
tem for eight to 10 years prior to the onset of any real 
signs or symptoms of the disease,” Young said. 

Like other rappers, Wright occasionally was in 
trouble with the law. In 1993, a judge found he had 
fathered a 2-year-old Nebraska girl and ordered him 
to pay about $58,000 a year in what a prosecutor 
said was the largest child support order ever han- 
dled by the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 
office.

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Alleged assault 
on Stout campus 


Student withdraws from university

On Tuesday, March 28, Kelly 
O’Shea, freshman, voluntarily 
withdrew from UW-Stout after 
facing alleged sexual assault 
charges. Last Friday morning, 
March 24, O’Shea was arrested 
facing a first degree sexual 
assault charge, with bond set at 
$10,000. Tuesday his charge was 
reduced to third degree sexual 
assault and he was released on 
$2,000 bond. 

A third degree sexual assault 
charge carries a fine of up to five 
years in jail, up to a $10,000 fine, 
or both. A preliminary hearing is 


set for Monday. 

Because he withdrew from the 
university, O’Shea cannot have 
any contact with the alleged vic- 
tim, the university or alcohol. 
According to the police report, 
both had been drinking previous 
to the alleged assault. He had 
come to her room around 2 a.m., 
two hours after the alleged vic- 
tim said she had went to bed. 

She said she was an acquain- 
tance of O’Shea, who is from 
Canada. Her resident advisor 
called Menomonie Police at 2:24 
a.m. The incident occurred in 
North Hall, where both O’Shea 
and the alleged victim reside.

I was very impressed with 
Rosie’s work. She followed Joe’s 
design to.a tee and threw in her 
own perspective to make it even 
better. It only took about a half 


hour to complete and it only cost 
$45.

Research discovers men’s 
and women’s brains differ

Is science right or have they 
made a critical judgment error in 
their research findings? Is there 
really a difference between the 
functioning of the male and 
female brains? Could bias in 
research be a factor here? 

Most of us ask these and 
many other questions when 
reading research articles on gen- 
der and-brain differences of the 
sexes. However, after so many 
experiments have been con- 
firmed and re-confirmed, it’s get- 
ting harder to ignore the find- 
ings. 

One of the ways men and 
women differ is how they deal 
with emotions. 

“The emotion.s that trigger a 
man to fight while a woman 
reacts with words, facial expres- 
sions and gestures are not mere- 
ly learned behavior, but have a 
physical basis as well,” Ruben C. 
Gur, director of the brain behav- 
ior laboratory at the University 
of Pennsylvania, said. 

Researchers have found that 
the brains of males and females 
are the same, except for the 
region that deals with emotional 
processing. It was also found that 
the part of the brain that controls 
action-oriented responses was 
more active in men, while the 


part that controls symbolic, emo- 
tional response was more active 
in women. 

Further evidence shows that 
men and women differ in their 
ability to detect emotions from 
facial expression. 

Women have no problem 
detecting emotions such as sad- 
ness on the faces of others, 
whereas men have great difficul- 
ties doing the same. 

There also appears to be dif- 
ferences in the way each sex han- 
dles language tasks. When a man 
breaks words down into individ- 
ual sounds, he assigns this job to 
the left side of the brain. 
Conversely, a women does this 
same task using both sides of her 
brain. This may explain why 
women more often recover from 
the language problems caused 
by strokes. 

Science has only tapped into a 
small portion of the mysteries of 
the human brain. The future only 
holds bigger and brighter things 
for science and the understand- 
ing of the human _ psyche. 
Envision a future where men and 
women speak the same lan- 
guage, understand one another, 
and learn how to communicate 
by learning about each sex’s indi- 
vidual and unique brain func- 
tions. 

Is this ever going to be possi- 
ble? Only time will tell.

funds proposed

Financial aid as we know it is 
in for some dramatic cuts if law- 
makers have their way. As 
Congress tries to reduce the 
deficit and fund a tax cut, sever- 
al federal financial aid programs 
are at risk. Although an educated 
work force benefits all of society, 
Congress is interested in cutting 
costs to help fund tax cuts and 
reduce the federal budget deficit. 

Currently, the federal govern- 
ment assists students by funding 
75 percent of all student financial 
aid in the form of grants, loans, 
and work-study programs. But at 
this time, Congress is considering 
cutting about $20 billion in stu- 
dent aid programs over the next 
five years. 

Some of the cuts include 
reducing the interest subsidy of 
Stafford Loans and eliminating 
work-study, the Pell Grant, the 
Federal Supplemental Educ- 
ational Opportunity Grant, and 
Perkins Loans. 

The interest subsidy on Staf- 
ford Loans is a program in which 
the federal government pays the 
interest while the student is 
enrolled in school. One proposal 
would have the interest charged 
to the student by adding it to the 
principle, increasing the student's 
debt as much as 50 percent. 

The Federal Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity Grant 
(FSEOG) is a campus based pro- 
gram funded by the federal gov- 
ernment and administered by 
individual college financial aid 
offices. The FSEOG assists high- 
need students who also receive 

’ the Federal Pell Grant. 

The Federal Perkins Loan 
Program is a loan program avail- 
able to high need students. The 
government gives an amount of 
money, called the Federal Capital 
Contribution, to schools each 
year. That amount is matched by 
the schools from repayment 
funds of previous borrowers. 


“Overall, Stout only has about 
a two percent default rate. It’s 
probably one of the lowest that 
you would ever hear of,” Mary 
Jackson, Educational Loan Col- 
lector, said. 

The Governor's budget includes 
proposed cuts to such state financial 
aid programs as the Independent 
Student Grant, the Minority Teacher 
Loan, the Min-ority Technical 
College Grant and the Nursing 
Student Loan. Al-though the maxi- 
mum Wisconsin Higher Education 
Grant may be increased to help off- 
set the tuition increase, this will 
mean that the program will run 
out of funds earlier, helping fewer 
students. 

The Stout Student Association 
(SSA), along with the United 
Council and other participating 
UW System schools, has desig- 
nated April 6 as the State Day of 
Action to increase student awar- 
eness about the possible financial 
aid cuts. 

An information table was set 
up in the Cobblestone Court 
April 4 through April 6°to ans- 
wer student question. 

An Open Forum was held 
April 6 at 1 p.m. in Ballroom A. 
Scheduled speakers included 
John Enger from University 
Relations, Cindy Jenkins from 
School Admissions, Suzanne 
Carlson and Beth Resech from 
the Financial Aid Office, and 
Rick Palmerton, SSA President. 

In addition, Wickes Lumber 
of Eau Claire, Wis., co-sponsored 
the purchase of 4,000 paint sticks 
along with the SSA Legislative 
Affairs Committee. The paint 
sticks will be staked into the 
ground outside the student cen- 
ter April 6 from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
to represent the number of Stout 
students that will be affected by 
the potential cuts in both federal 
and state financial aid programs.

Nelson Mandela’s struggle to create a multiracial 
democracy in South Africa has brought him UNI- 
CEF’s highest honor. 

His daughter, Zenani Mandela-Dlamini, accepted 
the Children’s Champion Award on her father’s 
behalf Friday, the eve of his first anniversary as pres- 
ident of his homeland. 

“Because of President Mandela’s historical peace 
efforts, many children have been given the opportu- 
nity to grow up in a more understanding, accepting 
and nurturing environment,” J. Russell Buckley, 
chairman of the UNICEF board, said. 

“The selfless acts demonstrated to children every 


day by the UNICEF organization truly exemplify | 
my father’s same: lifelong-commitment to making - 
the world a more peaceful place, one where poverty, | 
violence and SE Gre EAUOR no oe exist,” Mandela:

Musician shot to death 

Selena, whom one fan described as “another Elvis 
Presley to me,” was shot to death in a motel room 
Friday, allegedly by the woman who founded her 
fan club. She was 23. 

Selena was one of the most popular figures in 
Tejano. She was a modern, urban version of the Tex- 
Mex accordion-based music called conjunto. She 
had a following in Mexico and among Mexican- 
American teenagers that was comparable to 
Madonna’s. 

Her album, “Selena Live,” won a Grammy last 
year for best Mexican-American album. She was 
nominated for another Grammy this year for the 
song, Amor Prohibido (Forbidden Love). 

Selena was shot twice in a room at Days Inn, then 
fled to the lobby for help. She died at Memorial 
Medical Center. 

Yolanda Saldivar was arrested late Friday after a 
nine-hour standoff with police. Authorities had no 
motive for the shooting, but Selena’s father and 
manager, Abraham Quintanilla, said he suspected 
Saldivar of embezzling money from the singer’s 
boutique and salon in Corpus Christi. 


North exposure 

Watch out, Rush, Oliver North’s talk-radio show 
is sO popular it is going to be heard around the coun- 
try. 

Tim Carpenter, North’s business manager, said 
his three-hour daily talk show, now broadcast in 
three markets, will be syndicated at 55 additional 
stations starting Monday. About 20 more contracts 
are pending. 

North, whose felony convictions in the Iran- 
Contra arms-for-hostages scandal were overturned 
on appeal, pledges to offer listeners “something you 
can finally use from Washington, the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth.” 

North, who failed in his bid to unseat Democratic 
Sen. Charles S. Robb last fall, began the show March 
13 from WWRC-AM in Silver Spring, Md. It is also 
heard in Oklahoma City and Houston. 


Marijuana burns home 

The term “smoking pot” took ona different mean- 
ing after a fire broke out in a home and destroyed a 
hidden crop of marijuana. 


Fire officials say heat lamps and a transformer — 


apparently used by the growers in cultivating their 


illegal crop sparked the Saturday blaze, which gut- ' 


ted an 80-year-old Draper, Texas, home and caused 
an estimated $100,000 damage. 

“We had a difficult time getting inside to the fire 
because the front door and several of the windows 
had been sealed with aluminum siding,” Draper 
City Fire Marshall Dave Petersen said.

Students suit up! 


ashion, whether students like it or not, is an 

important part of life. Think about what stu- 

dents wear daily on campus. Jeans, sweatshirts, 
flannels, oxfords and t-shirts are the mainstay of col- 
lege students. Veering from this line of dress only 
means one thing; they have an interview. 

An interview is the first time where fashion plays 
a role in a student’s career. The student has to pre- 
sent himself professionally, which usually means a 
suit. Having one suit is good for this occassion, how- 
ever, when students graduate, they need to continu- 
ously dress professionally.

Learn your 
fashion past

here are people that wear t-shirts every day and don’t even 
know who made this garment popular. Others don’t know 
how contraceptives have influenced fashion. But the books 
“Understanding Fashion”, by Elizabeth Rouse, and “The Fashion 
Decade” series: “The 1960’s”, by Yvonne Connikie, “The 1970's”, by 
Jacqueline Herald, and “The 1980's”, by Vicky Carnegy, explain this 
and more about fashion influences of the past. 
Marlon Brando in “The Wild One” and James Dean in “Rebel 
Without a Cause” started one of the most popular looks in the.1950s. 
The men wore jeans and a white t-shirt with a black leather jacket. 
This was a style that many young men copied. 
The start of the sexual revolution in the 1960s was one reason for 
the popularity of the mini skirt. One reason for the start of the revo- 
lution was the relatively high wages people were earning, which 
meant they could afford to live on their own. Unmarried women 
could now obtain contraceptives, also. The flesh exposed by the mini 
skirt was one way for some women to express their sexual freedom. 
In the 60s, Martin Luther King won a Nobel Peace Prize for his 
civil rights leadership and Donyale Luna was the first African- 
American model featured in a magazine. Events such as these were 
the reason many African Americans were showing more interest in 
their heritage. Many young African Americans stopped using chem- 
icals to straighten their natural curls and grew their hair into an 
“afro” hairstyle. 
In the 60s traditional roles started to be questioned, and this con- 
tinued into the 70s with the Equal Pay Act in 1970 and the Sex 
Discrimination Act in 1976. 
. “The 60s was a political year,” Bonnie Kirkwood, UW-Stout 
apparel, textiles and design professor, said. “There was a lot of reac- 
tion against the establishment.” 
This was reflected in clothing as women started regarding 
trousers, which were traditionally seen as menswear, as something 
women could wear everyday. 
“For women in the 70s, pants were a great thing,” Kirkwood said. 
In the 1970s punk was starting in London. The colors some peo- 
ple dyed their hair, like lime green and bright pink, became popular 
colors for clothes in the 80s. 
In the 1980s the youth population was declining and most 
designers were catering toward older people more. The popularity 
of the suit in the 80s is attributed, in part, to the election of Ronald 
Reagan as president. Reagan seemed to have ushered in a new 
decade when it became fashionable to make money and look like 
you did. Many women and men wore a suit to present this image. 
TV shows like “LA Law”, with lawyers who usually wore suits, also 
made this trend popular. 
Fitness was becoming even more popular in the 80s. Movies like 
“Flashdance” inspired torn sweat shirts and leg warmers. Many 
people started to believe it wasn’t 
unusual to wear athletic clothes, such as 
sweat pants, in public when they 
weren't working out. 
Music was a big influence on fashion 

in the 80s. In 1988 The Council of 
Fashion Design of America recognized 

i this influence and gave MTV an award 
for their contribution to fashion.

UW-Stout’s retail major is 
quite a prestigious one. It has 
some of the most qualified pro- 
fessors in the country, professors 
who have dealt with the retail 
world in some of its top posi- 
tions. There are ex-managers and 
buyers of huge department 
stores, store owners, wholesalers, 
distributors and planners. It’s 
through their experience that 
retail majors learn. There is noth-

The retail major is part of the 


school of Home Economics, 
which is the largest of its kind in 
the world and nationally recog- 
nized for its quality and career 
services. Retail alone has a 100 
percent placement rate. Students 
are hired at some major compa- 
nies like Dayton/Hudson, Nike, 
Dillard’s, 
Target and The Gap, to name a 


Neiman Marcus, 
few. Students are not working 
for small dollar figures either. 
Their salaries range from $19,000 
to $31,000 a year and the jobs 
they are getting aren’t on the 
floor. Students are starting out as 
assistant managers, assistant 
buyers, sales representatives, and 
training coordinators. 

Classes taken by retail majors 
cover a variety of retailing areas 
and give the student experience 
to take out into the real world. 
The following are just a few of 
the classes needed to graduate. 
Merchandise planning control 


class gives the student an idea 


about what it is like to be a buyer 
in a company. The class makes 


the student work the numbers 
and apply it to real situations. 
The 


course lets the student explore 


international trends 
different countries and their busi- 
ness practices. It also makes the 
student find out what teamwork 
in business is all about. 

Mass merchandising class 
allows students to focus on other 
companies and their benefits to 
the retail field. It also teaches stu- 
dents how to research companies 
for future reference. 

The Niche is a class that called 
a retail practicum. This lets stu- 
dents actually run a business of 
their own, under advisement of 
course. 

As another way of learning 
more about the retail industry, 
retail majors are encouraged to 
join Retail Directions. This is an 
organization that specifically 
looks towards the future of the 
industry and helps students 
make connections with people 
who will help them get there.

nomics at least know what The 
Niche is. 

The Niche on the second floor 
of the Home Economics building 
is similar in idea to the quality 
food productions meals that are 
produced and run by students. It 
is actually a course disguised as a 
store that seniors in the Retail 
Merchandising and Manage-ment 
or General Business Ad-ministra- 
tion programs. 

The Niche offers several 
learning opportunities for stu- 
dents. Those who work there sat- 
isfy the requirement they have 
for a co-op experience. All of the 
business decisions from schedul- 
ing workers to ordering more 


merchandise are made by the stu- 
dents in the class. That, according 
to Nikki Fallenstein, is also one of 
the advantages The Niche has 
over a co-op. 

The students make the busi- 
ness decisions, so they have more 
of a connection with the merchan- 
dise than they might if they were 
sales people at another store. 
According to Allison Rice, it is 
very exciting when the merchan- 
dise comes in, and even more so 
when it sells. 

The students are divided into 
promotions, buying, and store 
operations groups. The promo- 
tions division is responsible for 
all advertising, publicity, store 
layout, and displays. The buying 
group is responsible for getting 
merchandise into The Niche, and 
deciding what will and will not 
sell. The store operations divi- 
sion takes care of scheduling 
workers, motivating and training

the staff, legal issues, and janitor- 
ial duties. 

The merchandise in the store 
is acquired at conventions and 
markets in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. Other merchandise is on 
consignment for students who 
want to gain experience in selling 
their wares to a store and the 
public. Currently the Niche is 
carrying jewelry from Kirk Bray 
and Michael Occieno, and cloth- 
ing produced by Jenni Grom. 

Kathleen Cochran, the profes- 
sor who “teaches” The Niche, 
likes to offer merchandise that 
the University Bookstore tradi- 
tionally has not offered, such as 
candles, incense, student-pro- 
duced items and Greek merchan- 
dise. Items in the Niche are 
around $20. 

By keeping the price of items 
low, more merchandise is sold, 
which makes The Niche more 
successful and gives the students 


more experience with the cash 
register, customers, and all the 
aspects of running a store. 

The Niche is self-sustaining, 
which means all profits go right 
back to the store for updating 
and running it. The Niche is 
planning to install a computer 
system soon, and this will make 
the store more like other retail 
businesses. é 

The computer system will 
keep better records of how the 
merchandise is moving, provide 
automatic reordering, and keep 
the students up-to-date with 
retail technology. The system 
will also aid the merchandise 
planning control course by pro- 
viding the students with actual 
data to study versus data from 
case studies.

Founder's six-point program 
solves ecological problems

The Light Party, formally The 
Yes Party, is a combination of the 
Republican, Democratic, Libert- 
arian and Green Parties. It is a 
new “enlightened political party” 
dedicated to the vision of “health, 
peace, and freedom for all.” 

This new party is in the 
process of informing members of 
Congress and socially conscious 
individuals of their programs 
and views. The founder of the 
organization, Da Vid, is the med- 
ical director of the San Francisco 
Medical Research Foundation 
and _ shares the party's vision, 
purpose and goals. He has pro- 
duced a six-point program that 
he believes will guide party 
members to co-create solutions 
to current socio-economic and 
ecological challenges. 

“The strength of our nation is 
directly proportional to the 
health of our people,” Da Vid 
said. 

Therefore, his first program, 
Project Health, introduces ideas 
for a comprehensive single-payer 
health insurance program. The 
program would teach its mem- 
bers how to de-stress their bod- 
ies, cells and the planetary eco- 
system. 

The second program is the 
Comprehensive Tax Reform, which 
promotes a 10 to 12 percent nation- 
al sales tax and bans personal 
and corporate income tax. With 
this new tax reform, Da Vid 
believes the government would 
have sufficient revenue and the 


society as a whole would pay a 
“fair” tax and be free of “tax stress.” 

Da Vid’s third program, 
Project Peace, believes in delaying 
underground nuclear weapons 
testing. Project Peace praises the 
spiritual revival of the Middle 
East and calls Jerusalem “an inter- 
national city of peace.” 

Project Light promotes the 
solar age and suggests ideas for a 
clean.and environmentally safe 
energy technology. 

The main plan behind Artain- 
ment Project is a global family tele- 
vision network. The idea behind 
the network would be feature pro- 
grams rated FE (For Everybody). 
The network would broadcast 
live and programmed music/ 
video programs 24 hours a day 
to inspire, delight, heal and 
enlighten its global viewers. 

The sixth and final project is 
the creation of the Global Peace 
Center. Plans are being made to 
erect a sacred place of peace on 
Alcatraz Island in San Francisco 
Bay. 

“By converting what was 
once a place of suffering into a 
jewel of Light, we will unleash 
powerful forces of cooperation, 
reconciliation and healing,” Da 
Vid said. 

The Global Peace Center 
would call for a time of lasting 
peace for humanity. 

Through The Light Party Da 
Vid plans to transpire a new 
planet Earth. The Light Party 
seeks conscious networking and 
political action in order to create 
a reality of “health, peace and 
freedom for all.”

The UW-Stout University 

Bookstore will be operated by a 
. private contractor, Follett College 
Stores, beginning May 22. 

Last year the Memorial 
Student Center began looking 
into the possibility of having an 
independent contractor run the 
store. 

An evaluation team of Stout stu- 
dents, faculty and staff reviewed the 
three proposals that were received 
and selected Follett. Follett 
College Stores, a company with 
122 years experience in the cam- 
pus bookstore business, is the 
largest manager of campus book- 
stores throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

The bookstore will be expand- 
ed into the areas that now 
include the Northwoods Room, 
the Briarwood Room and the TV 
lounge. Follett College Stores 
plans to spend about $210,000 to 
re-configure and remodel the 
store.

Origin of life discussed

Roger Oakland, author 
and lecturer, analyzed and 
criticized two popular models 
for the origin of human life at 
the Great Hall Sunday evening. 

At one time Oakland taught 
evolution as a high school 
teacher. But, through contin- 
ued study and criticism, he 
turned to creationism to answer 
his questions. 

Oakland began his lecture 
with his criticisms of evolu- 
tion. He stated that over time, 
natural life forms degenerate, 
this is the basic concept of 
entropy. Examples of this are 
people growing old and dying 
and fields eroding. He conclud- 
ed that the chances of some- 
thing improving naturally over 
time are zero, therefore evolu- 
tion is logically impossible. 

He compared evolution to 
throwing the pieces of a watch 
into a box, shaking it up for 
millions of years, then open- 
ing the box and having a con- 
structed watch with the cor- 
rect time. 

He said that there is no solid 
evidence for any transitional crea- 
tures existing, whether humans, 
horses, or dogs. He then discussed 
human fossils that have been 
found, like Piltdown man, Java

The question of evolution 
or creation may not be fully 
answered, but Oakland helped 
UW-Stout get a better under- 
standing of the question.

New across the United 

States shoot hoops with 
dreams of winning championships 
and achieving greatness. 

Tyus Edney was one of those 
kids. When he was nine he once 
played with two seven-year-old 
boys who shared similar dreams. 
They happened to be Charles and 
Ed O’Bannon. The three are now 
teammates for the National 
Champion UCLA Bruins. 

Edney had perhaps the most 
outstanding first five games of 
any player in the NCAA men’s 
tournament. He hit the most dra- 
matic shot of the tournament, a 
last-second, game-winning layup 
to defeat the Missouri Tigers in 
round two. His ability to pene- 
trate and finish mirrors former 
Detroit Piston great Isiah Thomas. 

In the national semi-final 
game against Oklahoma State, 
however, Edney injured his right 
hand on a shot block attempt.

Edney would not return to the 
game. He cheered on his team- 
mates and remained a positive 
inspiration on the sidelines. Ed- 
ney cannot be forgotten as a fac- 
tor in UCLA’s 11-point victory 
over Arkansas for the National 
Championship despite only play- 


ing three minutes. 

In the title game, Arkansas 
jumped out of the gates early, 
taking advantage of Edney’s 
injury. Backup point guard Cam- 
eron Dollar was immediately a 
victim of a Razorback steal. 
Arkansas appeared to be on their 
way to being only the third team 
in 22 years to win back-to-back 
championships.

Matt Anderson and Chip 
Orlikowski are the athletes of the 
week for their outstanding ath- 
letic ability. 

Anderson, a senior from 
Westby, Wis., has returned to the 
baseball field this season with 
incredible enthusiasm. His dedi- 
cation to Blue Devil baseball is 
one of the reasons he is an athlete 
of the week. Last season Anderson 
was chosen for an honorable men- 
tion as a leading outfielder. 
Anderson has also been chosen 
as the WSUC baseball player of 
the week for his performance 
against Dordt College, on March 
27 at the Metrodome. Last season 
Anderson ended his seasons 
fourth in hitting in WSUC, and 
with an overall batting average 
of .371, and a batting average of 
over 91percent. 

This past weekend, the Blue 
Devils had a doubleheader 
sweep against Dordt College 
where Anderson slugged out 
three hits, including a double. He 
walked once and was hit by a 
pitch; that’s dedication. 

Anderson also scored four 
runs and hit another in, batting 
for an impressive average of .750 
in the two games. The Blue 
Devils racked up scores of 10-3 
and 10-5. 

Anderson is the lead hitter for 
UW-Stout, and is one of five 
seniors on the team. His overall 
batting average is .449 with nine 
RBI, three doubles, two triples, 
and two home runs. He has start- 
ed all 15 games this season. 

Stout is 6-8-1 in the season 
and will continue play on April 


12 against the University of St. 
Thomas. 

Orlikowski, a sophomore from 
Stratford, Wis., is one of the cap- 
tains for the men’s volleyball club, 
and vice-president. Recent-ly 
Orlikowski was voted to be the 
president for next year’s men’s 
volleyball team. 

This weekend at the confer- 
ence tournament in Mankato, 
Minn. he was named to the all- 
conference tournament team. He 
led the team in attempts and 
kills; 43 kills out of 112 attempts 
for a percentage of .330. The team 
had nine games and lost six, 
making them the silver division 
champions and placing them at 
ninth out of a total of 19 teams 
that participated. 

Not only is he a great offen- 
sive player, but also a great asset 
to the defense. Orlikowski lead 
the team with 33 digs in the con- 
ference tournament and had 96 
digs throughout the season. 

“T don’t compare myself to 
other teams, I just go out and 
play at 110 percent,” Orlikowski 
said. 

Now that the season is over, 
he has-some plans for the future. 

“Td like to play as well as this 
year or better,” Orlikowski said. 
“Eventually, I'd like to play for a 
varsity school (where volleyball 
is a varsity sport not club), and 
then coach somewhere.” 

The Stout Blue Devils ended 
the year with 29 wins and 24 loss- 
es. Next year’s goals are to get a 
big middle blocker and hitter, 
and possibly a setter. They will 
be losing three players, but hope 
to find the necessary blockers, 
hitters and setters for continued 
success next year. 


Corliss finished 3-16 from the 
floor. The Razorbacks’ other star, 
Scottie Thurman, was held to five 
points. 

-Zidek was Edney’s roommate 
as a freshman. He actually con- 
vinced Zidek to continue to play 
basketball despite his early strug- 
gles and failures. 

National Player of the Year, 
Ed O’Bannon, proved that he is a 
legitimate star. He scored 30 
points and had 17 rebounds. It is 
very likely that he will be the first 
player chosen in the NBA draft. 
After the game, though, he 
unselfishly cited Edney as being 
the “MVP”. 

The 1995 UCLA Bruins silen- 
ced the critics and overcame 
adversity as a team. Former 
UCLA coach John Wooden has 
remarked that sports today 
involve “too many individuals 
with self-centered goals.” 

Jim Harrick brought back the 
virtue of team play, unselfish- 
ness, and hard work that made 
Wooden’s UCLA teams of old 
successful. Watching UCLA pass, 
defend, and work as a team, it 
was apparent that they played 
for each other, not the fans or the 
critics. 

Edney’s attitude and leader- 
ship were instrumental in UCLA’s 
championship run. He was the 
team’s catalyst and an example of 
hard work and unselfishness not 
commonly seen in sports today.

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Math majors sum 


up experiences

Write a computer program to 
determine how much wood is 
needed to make a regular octa- 
gon frame (in linear feet) and 
how much decking is needed to 
finish the deck (in square feet) if 
you are given the length of one 
side of the octagon. Sound like a 
bad dream? Sound like a job for 
Menards? 

This question, and 16 other 
similar and more difficult ones, 
made up the Applied Mathematics 
Programming Contest for 26 area 
high schools that attended the 
1995 Applied Mathematics 
Conference on April 10 and 11. 

The conference, an annual 
event, gives Applied Math stu- 
dents and faculty the chance to 
promote the program and dis- 
play some of the projects they 
have been working on through- 
out the year. It gives high school 
students the chance to become 
familiar with UW-Stout’s 
Applied Math program while 
competing and displaying their 
talents in contests such as the 
programming contest. 

The programming contest was 
held on April 10. High school stu- 
dents, grouped in teams of four, 
were given from 9 to 9:30 a.m. to 
orient themselves with Stout's 
computer system. The students 
could program in C, Quick Basic, 
or Pascal. 

Then they had from 9:30 until 
noon to complete the first round 
(nine questions) of the contest. 
The other eight questions were 
completed between 1:30 and 4:30 


p-m. Points were awarded for 
each question. 

Several Applied Math majors 
were on hand to handle minor 
emergencies and answer any 
questions the students had about 
Stout’s computer system. 

While this contest was going 
on, 20 Applied Math majors were 
presenting projects they complet- 
ed as teams for the math models 
course. The projects included top- 
ics such as digital filtering, image 
processing, graphics and transput- 
ers. 

After the team presentations 
some of the Applied Math stu- 
dents, mostly seniors, held an 
open forum with the high school 
teachers and Stout students, talk- 
ing about their experiences at 
Stout and on co-ops. 

All of the students stressed the 
importance co-ops have played in 
their college career. A total of 23 
co-op experiences were tallied 
among the 14 students present. 
They also spoke about small class 
sizes and the individual attention 
they receive as a result. 

“It’s not a competitive major,” 
Corey Huinker, senior in Applied 
Math, said. “We work as teams 
and realize that we can help each 
other.” 

“The more you learn about 
math, the more you see that it is 
the foundation in computer sci- 
ence and in the way you think,” 
Erming Zhou, senior in Applied 
Math, said. 

On Monday night a banquet 
was held for all the students and 
awards were presented to the 
teams that won the programming 
contest. The winners received a 


scholarship to Stout. Ten Applied 
Math seniors presented projects 
discussed in the earlier math 
models class presentations. 

John Hayes, Applied Math 
senior, summed up his experi- 
ence in-math models by saying, 
“Sometimes you're left with 
more questions than answers.” 

On April 11 the Math Bowl, 
software presentations and math 
models presentations were all 
being -held at the same time 
throughout the day. 

The Math Bowl is a game that 
pits two high schools against 
each other answering and solv- 
ing math problems that are dis- 
played ona screen in front of them. 
They only have a short amount of 
time to answer each question. 

The software presentations 
consisted of high school students 
showing software projects that 
they have designed and created. 
The projects were judged by 
Applied Math instructors and 
students based on creativity, 
modularity, documentation, user 
friendliness and overall effec- 
tiveness. 

Software projects included a 
program to manage basketball 
scores, a 3D computer game, a 
graphic representation of fireworks, 
and a graphic landscape model. 

The contest cost $5 for high 
school students to enter and 
$7.50 for adults. Corporate spon- 
sors for the event were Allen- 
Bradley, Anderson  Corp., 
Consolidated Papers Foundation, 
Cray Research, Harnischfeger 
Indust-ries, Kohler, MTS Systems, 
NSP, Phillips Plastics, A.O. Smith 
and 3M. 


Painful past follows victim

He can’t think straight. He 
fears leaving his home. His ex- 
friends call him a “faggot”. And 
sometimes, he sees flashes from 
a painful past. 

That’s how the victim of a for- 
mer Tomahawk priest’s sexual 
advances describes life in the 
shadow of abuse. The victim, 
now 18, talked Friday about the 
psychological damage he’s suf- 
fered since reporting the inci- 
dents in 1991. 

“T try not to think about this 
stuff and talk about it, but it’s 
still there,” he said. “Half of the 
time, I’m in a daze. It’s like 
you're in outerspace. I’m think- 
ing, ‘Why didn’t I stop him?’” 

The Tomahawk man’s emo- 
tional distress forms the basis of 
a lawsuit he and his parents filed 
Thursday against David J. 
Malsch, former associate pastor 
at St. Marys Catholic Church in 
Tomahawk. 

- The alleged abuse turned an 
unassuming teen into a troubled 
young man who left high school 
after his freshman year and can’t 
keep a job, the victim said. 

“T used to go out and get drunk 


to try to forget my problems,” he 
said. “But I don’t think it'll go 
away. It keeps coming back the 
next day.” 

“T lost all my friends,” he said. 
“They called me faggot and stuff 
like that. I didn’t like that at all.” 

He has anger deep within. On 
occasion, he sees Malsch’s face 
on other people and shakes with 
rage. 

His story is typical for victims 
of clergy abuse, says Milwaukee 
psychologist Patricia Marchant, 
who was sexually assaulted at 
age 7 and 8 by a Madison priest. 
She now handles similar cases 
and speaks publicly about her 
abuse. 

“It’s an incredible bind for the 
victims,” Marchant said. “Many 
Catholics don’t want to believe, 
to this day, that this could hap- 
pen.” 

In October 1993, Malsch plead- 
ed no contest to a charge of sexu- 
ally enticing a child in a motel 
room. Malsch, then 54, was sen- 
tenced to a year in jail, placed on 
eight years probation and or- 
dered to undergo treatment for 
sexual offenders. 

As part of a plea bargain, three 
charges against Malsch were dis- 


missed. 

The diocese suspended Malsch 
from his duties in May 1991 after 
the allegations surfaced. He was 
sent to a counseling program on 
the East Coast and wasn’t al- 
lowed to return to the diocese as 
a priest. ; 

When he was sentenced, 
Malsch was living in Indianapo- 
lis. He is now jailed in Marathon 
County awaiting a probation 
revokation hearing. 

He’s accused of failing he 
cooperate with treatment for sex- 
ual offenders and alcohol addic- 
tion, probation officer Mike 
Williams said. He was returned 
to Marathon County January 4. 

“We feel he should be revoked 
and his sentence should be 
imposed,” Williams said. 

The civil lawsuit filed in Lin- 
coln County Circuit Court claims 
the diocese allowed Malsch to 
serve as assistant pastor at the 
Tomahawk church even though 
he had been treated for “poten- 
tially disastrous sexual acting 
out of behavior.” 

The lawsuit seeks unspecified 
damages. Bishop Raphael Fliss 
said Friday He hadn’t seen the 
suit and declined to comment.

Students 
relaxed in the lunchroom sipping fruit juice or soda, 
talking about the finer things in life, namely who’s 
dating who. - 

Now, while the dances are not chaperoned, they 
still maintain the high school atmosphere. Currently, 
the dances are held in Huff’s, which is tucked away 
in a corner of the Memorial Student Center. The 
tables, chairs and lighting of the dining facility in 
front of Huff’s doors are exactly opposite the inside 
club-like atmosphere. This difference reinforces the 
high school atmosphere, where the gym was darker 
than the flourescent lit hallways.

How informed were those 
people who were polled? Did 
they know the facts when they 
were questioned? And further- 
more, people have the option of 
changing their minds in eight 
years. To me these statistics 
don’t seem very reliable. 

As much as I sympathize with 
the families who have had loved 
ones killed, it is hard for me to 
believe: that death should now 
also be the killer's fate. 

I believe that violence does 


not call for’ more violence. 


Killing the. killer of a loved one 
does not make one’s grief disa 

pear. In many. cases it only 
allows their pain to haunt them

Advertisements 
get closer look

The corporations of the world 
want your money. That’s what 
Leslie Saven declared in her presen- 
tation last week. She also pointed 
out the other hidden and manipu- 
lative agendas of television adve- 
tising. 


For 10 years Saven has criti- 
cized and analyzed television 
and magazine advertisements 
for The Village Voice and re- 
cently published the columns in 
her book “The Sponsored Life”. 
She criticized every aspect of the 
advertising world including the 
term “ad campaign” relating it to 
a political campaign and the neg- 
ative connotations that are asso- 
ciated with politics. 

She concentrated much of her 
talk on advertisements that pro- 
mote the individual over the mass- 
es, especially large corporations 
such as AT&T, Coca-Cola, Levi's, 
and Miller Brewing Co. whose 
ad campaigns promote unique- 
ness and individuality while tar- 
geting a mass audience. 

Saven criticized advertise- 
ments, and seemed to overlook 
the fact that their purpose is to 
persuade and make money. She 
projected a spooky, authoritari- 
an view of advertisers and large 
corporations. Often it wasn’t 
clear if the advertisers or the cor- 
porations were her biggest tar- 
get. 

She sums up her view of the 
mission of advertising as “join us 
and become unique, use the free- 
dom of choice we offer, define 
yourself with our product,” 
when in actuality it may simply 
be “buy our product.” 

She claims advertisers at- 
tempt to be “soft-core authorities 


on what is acceptable and what 
is individual. Whatever is too 
individual is slapped with a 
brand name and is only then 
acceptable.” 

Her talk was filled with Jello 
Biafra-esque sound bites like “ ... 
sex, patriotism, and the fear of 
bodily odor.”

Her second point was how 
“the other” is portrayed in com- 
mercials. The Other Saven was 
referring to is someone who is 
different in race, ethnicity, class, 
age, weight, and wears uniforms.

Native-American lawyer 
ane ee eee] GISCusses tribal progress 


John Echohawk of the Pawnee tribe evaluates _ 
United States treatment of tribes over the years

During the Black Civil rights 
movement of the 50s and 60s there 
was another group of people who 
were also fighting for their civil 
rights, Native Americans. 


Review 


John Echohawk of the Pawnee 
tribe has been a lawyer for 
Native Americans for 25 years 
and spoke in the Great Hall 
Tuesday night about their fight. 
He took law courses in college as 
a part of the U.S. government's 
War on Poverty program. Since 
his graduation in the late 60s, he 
has been a powerful force in the 
Native American Rights Fund 
(NARF), an organization mod- 
eled after the NAACP. 

Historically the three govern- 
ments recognized in the United 
States are the state, the federal, 
and the tribal. The treaties set in 
place 200 years ago are consid- 
ered negotiations between 
nations. Since the formation of 
the NARF there has been an 
explosion of cases between 
Native American tribes and state 
governments in the Supreme 
Court. Many of the cases have 
favored the tribes. 

This has been a direct 180 
degree. turn, according to Echo- 
hawk, of their decision prior to the 


formation of the NARF. In the 50s, 
the federal government's stance 
was to terminate the tribes, sell the 
land, move the Native Americans 
to the city, and assimilate them, 
consequently breaking the treaties 
that have been place for 200 
years. Ten years later the courts 
will not touch the treaties. 
Today Native Americans rep- 
resent 1 percent of the American 
population; 500 tribes exist, 300 
in the lower 48 states and 200 in 


The Menomonie tribe was 
one of the first 


to be reinstated 


Alaska. The tribe sizes range 
from upwards of 200,000 people 
and 16 million acres, to one fam- 
ily and a few acres. 

During the 50s, the Men- 
omonie tribe was terminated, but 
with help from tribe members and 
the NARF, that decision was 
reversed. The Menomonie tribe 
was one of the first to be reistaed. 

A decision we are all familiar 
with is the 1987 Indian gaming 
decision. Because gambling is a 


civil crime in most states and 
tribes are not required to recog- 
nize state law, it is possible for 
gaming to occur on tribal lands. 

In 1988 Congress decided 
bingo was completely controlled 
by the tribe but tribes needed to 
negotiate with the state concern- 
ing casino gambling for fears of 
organized crime. This outraged 
tribes for they felt their sover- 
eignty was eroding. 

A very large concern of 
Native Americans are the natur- 
al resources. In New York the 
Oneida tribe is suing the state 
for land claims. This case has yet 
to be settled. r 

If the state wins, the tribe will 
not get the land they want and 
will receive a settlement. If the 
tribe wins, there is the possibili- 
ty of ejecting people off the lands 
the tribe wants. 

In the west, water is the 
biggest concern. There have 
been 50 cases filed by tribes that 
want water rights. Twelve have 
been settled out of court. Water 
and cash settlements have been 
awarded and anyone who the 
decisions have impacted would 
receive a settlement also. 

Conflicts between _ tribal, 
state, and federal governments 
are far from settled and there are 
many decisions yet to be made 
and resolved. Echohawk has 
been working with the govern- 
ments for 25 years and he seems 
very excited about the future.

led the men to their best finish of the season. They . 


won the meet by capturing 10 firsts and outdistanc- 
ing all tearns with an impressive team score of 269 
points. Eau Claire was second in the meet with 122 
points. 

Stout dominated the throwing events by captur- 
ing first place in all four of them.

Stout grabbed first and second place in the pole 
vault as Aaron Fruit, sophomore, barely edged out 
teammate Tim Johnson, senior.

_ Career exploration offers assistance 
for students questioning future

Confused about your career 
options? Think you chose the 
right major? If you have ques- 
tions, the Career Exploration and 


Guidance Program is available to - 


help you discover the best career 
to fit your personality and life 
goals. 

“The types -of students who 

- show up for career counseling 
can be everything from a person 
who is undecided and truly does- 
n't have a clue as to what they 
might do for a career to someone 
who has chosen a major, but 
wants to know what sort of jobs 
they could do,” Shirley Murphy, 
career exploration and guidance 
coordinator, said. ey 

The program starts with an 
intake appointment to discover 
the student’s family, work and 
education history, and what he or 
she wants out of a career. 

“The program is fairly struc- 
tured, yet flexible,” she said. “At 
each stage I have information to 
guide them through the process. 
But the process still comes back 
to them because it is their search 
for a career that closely fits their 
needs. What we hope to do is 
teach them critical thinking skills, 
research skills, and transferable 
skills. It is a lifelong skill that we 
hope to accomplish through this 
program,” Murphy said. 

The student performs specific 
tasks,such as researching Stout

“IT was always acquainted 
with the Wisconsin system,” 
Carlson said. “It is a well-known 
and highly reputable system.” 

Prior to coming to Wisconsin, 
Carlson began her college career 
in Eugene, Ore. at Northwest 
Christian College studying theol- 
ogy. She met her husband, who 
attended the University of 
Oregon, and settled in Portland 
near his family. 

She then attended Portland 
State University and received a 
master of taxation degree. And 
about a month after graduation, 
she began at Reed College in 
Portland as assistant director of 
financial aid. 

After living in Oregon for 
about 25 years, she and her hus- 
band decided they wanted to 
travel east of the Mississippi 
River and experience a different 
kind of lifestyle. 

The timing was right, so 
Carlson took a job at Shelby State 
Community College in Memphis 
as director of student financial 
aid. The two-year, inner city 
institution was a strong contrast 
to the Northwest colleges. 

“The South has such a long 
history,” Carlson said. “It was 
really a cultural experience, very 
eye-opening.” 

She stayed in Tennessee for 
two and a half years, and then 
heard about the position at Stout. 
She was a little familiar with the 
area because her hysband has 
relatives in Mrmeetia and

Illinois. Carlson made three trips 
to Menomonie to learn more 
about the position, so she was 
not too surprised about the cul- 
ture when she moved here. 

“T don’t think it will be a 
hard change,” she said. “Meno- 
monie is a small town, and I 
thought ‘will I have a social 
life?’” She said she did not know 
such big companies, like Swiss 
Miss and 3M, were located here. 

“T am really impressed with 
the high caliber of people,” she 
said. “I haven’t met a slacker 
yet.” 

Her own work day typically 
lasts 14 hours, in which she 
looks over her electronic mail, 
attends meetings and plans 
issues. She said there is a lot 
going on at the state and nation- 
al level that she keeps up with. 

Some of her goals include 
getting financial aid award 
notices to students earlier so 
they can know before summer 
how much financial aid they will 
receive. 

The financial aid office also 
has been working with seniors 
in the interior design depart- 
ment to design new office space. 
The new area, which has not 
been approved for construction, 
is designed to open up the office 
to provide better contact with 
students. 

The reception area also will 
host a computer station for stu- 
dents to research scholarships, 
among other things. Carlson 
hopes to have it in place and 
functioning smoothly by Sep- 
tember. 

“Doing more with less is our 
biggest challenge,” she said. 
“More money will only come by 
students and parents letting leg- 
islators know what their priori- 
ties are.” 

She said she thinks the 
biggest challenge students face 
is educating these legislators 
about what is important to them. 

“Students really have a full 
plate in front of them,” Carlson 
said. “They have to balance their 
time and be aware of the world 
around them.”

Oklahoma blast 

250. out of 550 assigned personnel still need to be 
accounted for after an explosion at an Oklahoma 
City federal building on Wednesday morning. The 
bomb, which was felt over 15 miles away, left a hole 
over 20 inches in diameter outside the building. 
Officials did not comment on whether the explosion 
was caused by a car bomb. 

The building was damaged in a “pancake” effect, 
causing each floor to fall onto the next. No previous 
bomb threats were made to the building, according 
to authorities. All buildings within a 2-block radius 
around the blast sight were evacuated. 

President Clinton said in a speech to the nation on 
Wednesday afternoon the government had an FBI 
team working to solve the bombing. He also 
declared a state of emergency in Oklahoma City and 
was taking every precaution available to reassure 
employees at other federal buildings they were safe. 
A command post has been established in Oklahoma 
City for federal and state response teams. 

Officials said there were no specific suspects, but 
they would seek the death penalty for those arrest- 
ed. 


Dead computers donated 

The promoter for an upcoming Grateful Dead 
concert in Franklin County has cut a deal with a 
high school that changed its graduation date to 
make way for the show. 

On Friday, the band listed the Vermont concert 
date on its hotline, although tickets will not go on 
sale until promoter Jay Strausser receives a public 
assembly permit. 

Missisquoi Valley Union (MVU) High School will 
receive computer equipment worth tens of thou- 
sands of dollars in return for moving its planned 
June 16 graduation to June 9 to accommodate the 
June 15 Grateful Dead show. Some parents and 
teachers protested the secret deal.’ 

Carol Ann Ostrander, a math teacher at MVU, 
called the arrangement a bribe. 

“Tt proves to me they are not to be trusted,” 
Ostrander said. 

Board Vice Chair Jay Denault said the agreement 
would give MVU 20 computer work stations, five 
multimedia work stations, a file server, a computer 
dish and possibly an Internet connection. 

Paulette Tatro, chair of the school board, said the 
agreement was not the deciding factor in moving 
the graduation date. 


Dogg still at large 

Police accidentally destroyed some evidence in 
the murder case against rapper Snoop Doggy Dogg. 

“The simple fact is, somebody screwed up,” Ed 
Nison, deputy district attorney, said. He blamed an 
error by a police computer operator for the destruc- 
tion of a bullet, a shell casing and bloody clothing. 

But Nison said the missing items will not weaken 
his case. 

“All along, the case has been an eyewitness case,” 
he said. “The only physical evidence that is signifi- 
cant are the gunshot wounds to the victim.” 

Lawyer David Kenner said he may seek to have 
the charges dismissed against his client, whose real 
name is Calvin Broadus. 

“Tm very troubled by this,” Kenner said. “The 
circumstances are almost suspicious.” 

Broadus and two other men pleaded innocent to 
murder charges in the August 1993 drive-by shoot- 
ing death of Philip Woldemariam, whom Broadus 
said was stalking him. The trial began yesterday. 


Surprise jam 

The names brought the fans, but the music kept 
them, as rock star Eddie Vedder made a surprise 
appearance and joined punk rock institution Mike 
Watt at a tiny Albuquerque bar. 

Chairs and tables were set aside to make room for 
the more than 300 fans who jammed The Dingo Bar 
for the performances Thursday night. Only the 
lucky few who made it close to the stage actually got 
a glimpse of Vedder, vocalist for the hugely popular 
band Pearl Jam. Vedder’s presence, which was 
known but not seen by many, was eneuey for some 
fans. 

“Knowing Eddie was here helped influence us to 
come tonight,” Gillert said.

On April 21, the UW-Stout 
Psychology club, in conjunction 
with Psi Chi, a national honors 
society for psychology students, 
will make their mark in the Stout 
history books.

Legislators finally sober up 


ell, it’s about time. Wisconsin legislators 

have finally heard what students have been 

saying for several years; the drinking age 
should be lowered to 19. An Assembly committee 
passed the bill with a 7-3 vote, clearing the way for 
Assembly passage during the next floor period, 
starting May 16. 

In the past, Wisconsin was subject to highway 
funding cuts if the drinking age was lowered. Now, 
the bill’s passage depends on whether or not the fed- 
eral government could guarantee no funding cuts. 
Seeing legislators support the state and ask for what 
their constituants want reassures residents that gov- 
ernment is still human-and listening. 

Rep. Terry Musser, R-Sparta, the bill’s sponsor, is 
using the students’ argument to push the bill 
through the Assembly. Students have been saying, 
“If people can fight for their country and vote at 18, 
why not let them drink?” But, pushing the limit to 19 
almost guarantees students are out of high school 
and in college, legally barring alcohol from high 
schools. 

Underage drinking causes many problems, 
including the proliferation of false IDs and house 
parties. With the 19-year-old drinking age, both will 
go down. Designated drivers are becoming more 
common, as people realize drinking and driving do 
not mix. Students find out earlier the importance of 
responsible drinking. 

Responsibility is a learned trait. Students will not 
learn it unless given the opportunity to be responsi- 
ble. Responsibility is not learned overnight on 21 
birthdays, when students are out celebrating. In fact, 
a lower drinking age may actually create a bigger 
sense of responsibility, because students would real- 
ize their priorities regarding alcohol and school 
sooner. As a result, the student would achieve more 
in college. 

Bars would also feel the increase in revenue. 
Students like to go out with their friends, which is 
sometimes prohibited because not everyone is 21. 
Many bars currently have underage night, a popular 
venture for establishments who want to cater to all 
students. Now, students will be able to join their 
friends and even havea drink, if they so choose. The 
new law also has a provision to prevent students 
from crossing the Minnesota, Iowa, Illinois or 
Michigan border to drink legally. 

The bill will need about two years to jump through 
all the governmental hoops. Legislators should pro- 
vide a $5 bar tab to each student who has waited 
until 21 to legally drink. Constituents would then 
thank legislators with a vote, after they legally pur- 
chased a beer.

While attending college, the 
bank accounts of some students 
take a dive. For these students, 
the battle between saving money 
and enjoying the best years of 
their lives has become a war in 
which both sides are losing. And 
with the possibility of cuts in 
financial aid for next year, the 
idea of owning a wallet may 
seem ridiculous. 

There are a variety of ways for 
a college student to try succeed- 
ing financially along with acade- 
mically that do not require work- 
ing more jobs or taking fewer 
credits at school. 

The options can run from liv- 
ing off the interest of a possibly 
non-existent bank account -to 
investing in the stock market. Or 
a person could try his or her 
money in the lottery.

A recent Newsweek article 
directed towards parents who 
are planning to send their chil- 


dren to college addressed the 
concern of how to afford the 
expense. One suggestion was to 
ignore the “hype”. The hype was 
described as people who say that 
incoming college freshman must 
pay upwards of $32,000 for the 
first year of college. One third of 
that price would pay for four 
years of school at UW-Stout for 
most students. 

The other suggestions News- 
week had were buying savings 
bonds and developing a portfolio 
of mutual funds to save money. 
This last idea may work for those 
students who have a little extra 
money now and again. 

The Janus organization is run- 
ning commercials on MTV that 
seem aimed at the college student 
who is trying to save money. The 
commercial tells viewers that, 
“You can start with $50.” And if 
you call the 1-800 number they 
can get you signed up. 

Another option is to make 
some money by keeping it in a 
savings account at the bank. 
While this is guaranteed to make 
some money, it may not be as 
large an amount as is possible in 
the lottery or at the casinos. 
There is no chance of losing 
money, though.

Stout’s Jamie Pfaff hit a dou- 
ble in the fourth to bring home 
Missy Boyd and Jojo Schwebach. 
Then Eau Claire added their final 
run in the fifth. 

Lein gave up six hits, walked 
three, had one earned run, and 
struck out two. 

Krings gave up six hits, had 
two earned runs, walked none, 
and struck out two. 

In the second game, the score 
was tied at one after the first. 
inning. But in the third, Eau Claire 
played in full force, adding two 
runs, then adding another in the 
fourth and one in the fifth before 
Stout scored their final run in the 
bottom of the fifth. This left Eau 
Claire with a 5-2 win to split the 
series. 1 

Then on Thursday, after a good 
night’s sleep, Stout won two games 
on the opening day of the Stout 
Easter Softball Tournament at 
Wakanda Park. 

Stout grabbed a 12-2 victory

Menomonie High School 
needs to change mascot 


ascots are one of the 
most enjoyable parts of 
sports, and fans enjoy 


identifying with them. 

Menomonie High School uses 
the mascot name “Indians”. As a 
former Menomonie athlete, I was 
very proud to play for the Indians. 
As a person, however, I realize the 
name needs to be changed. 

When I suited up to play a 
game, I felt like I was going into 
battle, but not because my 
school’s mascot was the Indians. 
I did try to carry out the virtues 
of bravery and honor that I felt a 
Menomonie High School Indian 
should have, but I never felt the 
need to be barbaric on the field or 
court. I was proud to be an Indian 
and represent Indian ideals, not 
stereotypes. 

Menomonie has come a long 
way since I was a freshman in 
high school in 1988. Back then, 
“Scalp the Huskies” would appear 
on lockers and the band played a 
Native American tom-tom beat. 
In the past, students would dress 
up as Indians at games. 

Now, students and the com- 
munity understand why they 
should not mock Native American 
culture. Doormats with Indian 
logos were taken out of the school 
and acts that were previously 
accepted no longer occur. 

Awareness of the issue has 
been important, but this aware- 
ness has left one problem. While 
true fans should be proud of 
their sport teams regardless of its 
mascot name, mascots do add 
interest to the competitive set- 
ting. 

Menomonie fans cannot show 


their interest by wearing facial 
paint whatsoever, even though 
this act is acceptable to fans on 
non-Indian mascot teams. A 
relay team on the Menomonie 
Track Team has a dance they 
typically do to get them focused, 
but some people would automat- 
ically assume they are mocking a 
Native American ritual dance. 
Banners, buttons, hats and ath- 
letic equipment rarely mention 
the word Indians on it.

These factors, among others, 
have actually given Menomonie 
teams a mascot they don’t exhib- 
it out of fear of being considered 
racist or prejudice. 

Another reason Menomonie 
should change their mascot name 
is because it is a state mandate for 
all school districts to eliminate the 
use of Native American mascots. 
Menomonie should follow the 
example of UW-La Crosse, Mar- 
quette University, St. Johns Univer- 
sity, and others that changed their 
name. 

Iowa State University will not 
compete against schools with 
Native American-related mas- 
cots and The Star Tribune will not 
print derogatory mascot names 
and typically reduces coverage of 
teams with Native American-relat- 
ed mascots. 

Does this mean Menomonie will 
have a hard time getting teams to 
play them or papers to cover them 
because of their mascot? It is 


possible. 

Menomonie should change its 
mascot name, above all, because 
the various national councils of 
Native American people have 
overwhelmingly found it to be 
offensive to use a generic name 
such as Indian. The name Indian 
itself is considered as derogatory 
as “redskin” since Christopher 
Columbus placed this label on 
the people he saw when he came to 
North America because he thought 
he was in India. 

Many individual tribes, such 
as the Seminole tribes, do consid- 
er it an honor to have their name 
used as a mascot, but others do 
not. This is the tribe’s decision; it 
should be theirs only. 

If your friend seriously asked 
you to stop calling him or her a. 
name because it angered him or 
her, would you? You probably 
would. Regardless of whether 
you think the friend has reason 
to be so strongly opposed to the 
nickname or not, you should stop. 
It is a matter of being unselfish 
and respectful to people’s wish- 
es. 

A community of this size cer- 
tainly should be capable of find- 
ing a fun, creative, new mascot 
to replace the old. If nothing else, 
it will eliminate the dark cloud of 
public opinion beginning to 
linger overhead. 

There is little doubt the name 
will eventually change due to the 
need for state funding, improved 
public opinion, difficulty express- 
ing mascot symbols, or a sudden 
realization that the old mascot 
was disrespectful.

Stoutinfo simplifies 
course selection

Accessing course informa- 
tion is now easier with semester 
timetables featured online under 
StoutInfo. The timetable, found 
under. Academic programs, 
courses and registration infor- 
mation, is updated twice a day at 
noon and 4 p.m. By logging on to 
their account on the VAX, stu- 
dents can find out how many 
openings there are in a course 
before registering. 

The timetable includes all 
terms students are currently reg- 
istering for, such as the current 
semester, summer session and 
the fall semester. 

The timetable “provides stu- 
dents with current and as up-to- 
date information as possible 
going into the registration 
process,” Gary Spear, assistant 
director of student services, said. 

Faculty and staff access the 
timetable to find out how many 
openings are left in their courses, 
as well as the number of students 
in the courses where the instruc- 
tor’s permission is needed to reg- 
ister. 

“Surprisingly, we've had as 
much positive feedback from 
faculty and staff as we’ve had 
from students,” Spear, who coor- 
dinated StoutInfo, said. 

StoutInfo, programmed by 
the Computer Services staff, is 
Stout’s campus-wide informa- 
tion system. 


“Tt allows access to students, 
staff and community information 
about the campus and other 
internet connections through a 
VAX account,” Spear said. 

Now students can access 
transfer credit information on 
StoutInfo. Transfer Information 
System (TIS), which was in 
development for several years, 
was just put on the gopher server 
this year.

“TIS is a UW System initiative 
to build a transfer file which 
allows each institution to show 
how they accept credits from any 
other UW system institution or 
how our courses transfer,” Joan 
Hughes, registration and records 
director, said. 

The registration and records 
office will be implementing sev- 
eral technological advancements 
to help students in the applica- 


tion and registration process. 

“In the next two years, we'll 
see a significant number of 
changes,” Hughes said. 

Degree Audit Report (DARS) 
will be next to come online. 

“It’s basically more than a 
degree audit,” Hughes said. “It’s 
an advisory tool, a degree 
progress report that the students 
will receive. It’s a tremendous 
breakthrough in terms of using 
technology to help the students 
and to help the advisors.” 

“Hopefully we'll have it up 
and running by registration time 
next year. So that, as students are 
getting ready to register for 
semester two of 1995-96, they'll 
have a Degree Audit Report in 
their advisor’s hands so when 
they meet to select courses, 
everything will be laid out for 
them,” Spears said. 

Other advancements the reg- 
istration and records office has 
planned is the implementation of 
SPEEDE, which is the electronic 
transfer of transcripts between 
institutions. Telephone voice- 
response, touch-tone registration 
is also planned. 

The office is also working 
with the National Student Loan 
Clearinghouse to eliminate some 
of the enrollment verification 
paperwork that students must 
fill out. 

Furthermore, a UW System 
task force is looking into an elec- 
tronic application for under- 
graduate admission.

Hemp festival plagued with arrests 

The Indiana State Police reported 43 marijuana- 
related arrests over the weekend in conjunction with 
two hemp festivals in Cass County. 

Sgt. Bob Land of the ISP post in Peru said the 
arrests were made Friday and Saturday. Complete 
arrest information for Sunday wasn’t immediately 
available. 

Land said state police had about 13 troopers 
patrolling Cass County Friday and Saturday, an 
increase in the normal patrol number. 

Despite the arrests, Land said the marijuana-relat- 
ed gatherings were generally calm. “We haven’t had 
any problems inside that we know of,” he said 
Sunday. 

Two Cass County weekend festivals had a unique 
purpose - to promote the legalization of hemp and 
educate people on the marijuana plant’s lesser 
known uses. Hemp can be used to make fuel, paper 
and clothing. 

At Tall Sycamore Campground Saturday, people 
gathered around tables full of jewelry, clothing and 
pamphlets. Others sat at picnic tables along the 
Wabash river. 

“Welcome to Freedom Camp. Hemp Expo can- 
celled. No illegal activity permitted. Open for camp- 
ing,” stated a sign taped to a tree at the entrance to 
Tall Sycamore Campground. 


Snake handler bit 118 times 
Over nearly 40 years, Dewey Chafin has been bit- 

ten 118 times by poisonous snakes. His fingers are 
twisted and withered, his body covered with tiny 
blemishes, his days often spent recuperating in bed. 

Sometimes, says the nation’s best-known snake- 
handler, the pain makes him wish God would take 
him home. And always, he is convinced that when 
the time comes, he will succumb to a reptile’s bite. 

“That's the way I'd like to die. It’s really the only 
way | can think of,” Chafin, 62 years old, said. 
“There'll be a lot more snake bites before then.” 

Each weekend, Chafin helps lead services at the 
cozy Church of Lord Jesus, an independent 
Pentecostal church tucked in a long hollow outside 
this isolated Appalachian town of about 700 near the 
border with Kentucky and Virginia. 

The gathering begins with a prayer and quickly 
turns into a festive celebration with rockabilly music, 
preaching and praise to God. When the feeling is 
right, Chafin puts down his electric guitar, picks up 
a snake, stares the slithery symbol in the eyes and 
dances with it. 


For unlawful gun posession 
Rock guitarist Eddie Van Halen pleaded no con- 
test Thursday to charges that he carried a loaded 
handgun into Burbank Airport earlier this month, 
attorneys said. 

Van Halen, 40 years old, was originally scheduled 
to be arraigned Friday in Burbank Municipal Court 
on a misdemeanor count of unlawful possession of a 
concealed handgun. 

But the guitarist for the rock group Van Halen 
entered into a plea agreement last week with the 
Burbank city attorney's office. The Studio City resi- 
dent then left for the Midwest to resume his concert 
tour. 

“We advanced the matter because he was leaving 
on tour and we wanted to get the matter taken care 
of,” Van Halen’s attorney, Robert Hirsch, said. 

Van Halen was fined $300 and placed on proba- 
tion for one year, Burbank Deputy City Attorney 
Robert Walters said. 

Airport security officials found Van Halen’s 
Beretta on April 7 inside a piece of his carry-on lug- 
gage after an X-ray machine keyed in on it. He was 
detained from his United Airlines flight by airport 
police, who held him for about 30 minutes.

Rugby club gets a chance for recognition

Some people may not be aware 
of what is involved in the history 
of the UW-Stout Rugby Club, or 
why they have been working this 
year to become reinstated. 

In May 1990, the former club 
planned a fundraiser party at 
Hillside Inn, which is a bar and 
restaurant located six miles west 
of Menomonie. 

“The club was issued a warn- 
ing from their advisor saying that 
if the event was to take place, 
there were steps the club had to 
do to ensure that the event was 
safe and legal in terms of limiting 
access such as checking IDs and 
other safety precautions,” John 
Enger, former director of univer- 
sity relations, said. 

In the Oct. 27 issue of The 
Stoutonia Enger said, “ ‘They did 
not follow all of these steps. As a 
result, there was a situation where 
numerous minors were let into 
the party. A tremendous amount 
of drunkenness and lewd behav- 
ior occurred. It was a terrible situ- 


ation where numerous minors 
were let into the party. It was a 
terrible situation and it culminated 
in a young Stout student, Melissa 
Wierman, a freshman, and her high 
school friend, Roberta Hames, 
being struck and killed by an auto- 
mobile.” 

From there, the Rugby Club 
was temporarily suspended by 
Chancellor Charles Sorensen. 
Club funding was suspended by 
the Recreation Commission, and 
The Stout Student Association 
(SSA) suspended the club indefi- 
nitely. 

After this, the Rugby Club 
circulated information that stat- 
ed Stout was going to be a dry 
campus. There was a march 
which closed I-94. This was the 
first and only time this has hap- 
pened. 

Five students were arrested 
for the rally, and the administra- 
tion took action by asking for 
support from the student news- 
Paper in condemning distur- 
bances. They also issued a memo 
to student and staff, providing 
an account of the situation and a 


warning for illegal behavior. 
Since then, the Rugby Club has 
tried to be reinstated on campus. 


We know the reputation

Some administration has felt 
that the Rugby Club has not 
admitted their wrong doing, or 
taken responsibility for their 
actions, and therefore should not 
be reestablished as a club on 
campus. 


“To this day, not a single 
member of the Rugby Club or for- 
mer Rugby Club has come for- 
ward and said, ‘We did wrong and 
we caused these deaths. We are 
sorry it ever happened,” Enger 
said. 

From that time on, the Rugby 
Club, consisting of all Stout stu- 
dents, has been functioning in 
Menomonie. The club, called the 
Western Wisconsin Rugby Foot- 
ball Club (WWREC) has played 
games with other cities, as well as 
university teams throughout the 
state. 

The rugby members have 
continually worked to be rein- 
stated, and their main argument 
is that the current members are 
being punished for what hap- 
pened before. 

In a letter of reinstatement to 
the chancellor, the club wrote, 
“We know the reputation of the 
former Rugby Club, but we are 
looking to change that. Our club 
would like to once again be the 
Stout Rugby Club to alter the 
tarnished image left by the for- 
mer club.” 


On Feb. 20, SSA senators had a 
meeting with the chancellor con- 
cerning the Rugby Club’s request 
to be recognized as an organiza- 
tion. 

The club was reviewed by 
three SSA senators, one SSA exec- 
utive, and one member of admin- 
istration. There was an unani- 
mous vote to give the club proba- 
tionary status for one year. 

This past week the club has 
accepted the terms of the agree- 
ment and will begin play next 
fall for the first time in four years 
as an organization on the Stout 
campus. 

Under the terms of probation- 
ary status, the team will not 
recieve any funding from SSA 
next season. They will also have 
to participate in some sort of com- 
munity service, maintain good 
academic standing, and not spon- 
sor or participate in programs 
that involve alcohol. 

The Rugby Club asks for the 
support of the students for offi- 
cial club status and recognition.

ne criticism about athlet- 

ics today is the abun- 

dance of over-zealous 
coaches who are only concerned 
about winning. Some people 
believe there are coaches who 
only care about what the athletes 
can do for them on game day. 
This can become especially prob- 
lematic when it occurs in educa- 
tional settings. Joe LaBuda, head 
football coach for Menomonie 
High School, is not this kind of 
coach. 

Since Joe LaBuda has taken 
Over as coach, the Menomonie 
Indians have never finished 
lower than second in the Big 
Rivers Conference. He led the 
Indians to the state champi- 
onship and a number-one rank- 
ing in 1993 as well as a runner-up 
finish one season ago. 

Besides these athletic achieve- 
ments, LaBuda has accom- 
plished other things while at 
Menomonie High School. 

“Joe is genuinely concerned 
about each kid, and not just dur- 
ing the season,” Pat Bundy, an 
assistant coach for LaBuda, said. 
“Joe cares more about them 
being good people first.” 

“He won't have them on the 
team unless they try to be a good 
person,” Bundy said. 

Bundy also went on to say 
that Joe’s “dedication and hard- 
working attitude rub off on to 
the kids. He demands a lot; in 
return he gives a lot of himself.” 

LaBuda sets up appointments 
with each of his athletes to mon- 
itor the athlete’s progress in the 
off-season workouts and to make 
sure they are continually striving 
for progress in the classroom. La- 
Buda will not accept laziness in 
the classroom. 

LaBuda has extremely few 
disciplinary problems. His ath- 
letes want to play for him so 
badly that they are willing to 
make the grades and will not let

their behavior slack in the com- 
munity either. 

LaBuda will never turn a stu- 
dent away, even if that student is 
a freshman with minimal talent 
who has little chance of ever 
making a significant impact to 
his football team, or if the student 
is a non-athlete. 

“He (LaBuda) showed me 
how to treat people the right way 
and how to get through to peo- 
ple,” Bundy said. 

LaBuda’s alumni football 
players can be seen almost daily 
at Menomonie. 

“Kids come back after they are 
done, grateful to be around him, 
and happy to be in Men- 
omonie,” Bundy said. 

LaBuda is one of the first 
teachers at school in the morning 
and is usually the last to leave. 
He works very hard to give his 
players opportunities.

We constantly seem to hear 
that good nutrition is good pro- 
tection. Protection against what? 
A healthy diet protects the 
human body from cancer, heart 
disease, toxins and viruses. It is a 
key factor in living a long, 
healthy life. 

One does not need to be an 
expert dietitian in order to eat 
healthy. The number-one rule in 
eating properly is to eat a variety 
of foods in moderation. Moder- 
ation means choosing a diet with 
plenty of vegetables, fruits and 
grains, using sugar, alcohol and 
salt in limited amounts, choosing 
low-fat/low-cholesterol foods 
and maintaining a _ healthy 
weight.

To estimate 
the rest of the time spent he says 
is “probably unimaginable ... 
between 250 and 300 hours 
sketching and rendering.” Wa- 
hoske also said he ran up a Visa 
bill of at least $400 to purchase 
the materials he needed. 

Janine Fritsch, senior, was the 
only member of the class to 
design protective gear. For her 
efforts, she won third place and 
received a Rollerblade jacket. 

She decided to design protec- 
tive gear because she “had a real 
interest in it,” Fritsch said. “I 
have designed a lot of body wear 
before. Plus, no one else was 
doing it.” 

She estimates that she spent 
about 125 hours working on the 
project and spent about $60 on 
materials. She said she had to

near serving lines in both facili- 
ties use colored dots to illustrate 
the percentage of fat in a particu- 
lar item.

Athletes compete

This past weekend, four UW- 
Stout students competed in the 
Wisconsin Badger State Bench 
Press Championships. They made 
an impressive showing, as all 
four of the athletes that competed 
placed, competing against over 
200 other athletes. 

Stout was the only school in 
the competition in which more 
than one athlete placed. The stu- 
dents who competed were Kevin 
Wolfe in the 125-pound weight 
class, Chuck Slaughter at 156, 
James Snyder at 198, and Bill 
Pechmiller also at 198 pounds. 

The competitors were judged 
primarily on the competition 
bench form. 

Athletes also had to meet cer- 
tain drug and equipment criteria, 
such as equipment check, wrist 
wraps, belts, and proper bench 
shirts in order to compete in the 
state tournament. The Swartz- 
Malone formula, which is based 
on body weight and the amount 
of weight pressed, was used to 
determine the winners of the 
competition. 

The athletes were given three 
chances. The best press of three 
was used in determining their 
score. Wolfe benched 235 pounds 
for a first-place trophy in his 
weight class, Slaughter, a former 
personal trainer at Fitness Elite in 
San Diego, Calif., received a sec- 
ond-place trophy for lifting 315 
pounds. Snyder, in his first 


weight lifting competition, lifted 
385 pounds, good enough for a 
fourth-place finish. Bill Pech- 
miller pressed 405 pounds, good 
for fourth place in his weight 
class. 
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Some events require an early 
registration fee and they 
usually don’t find out about 
the competitions until it is 
too late, so they have to pay 
additional fees.

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All athletes have been training 
for at least six months with the 
help of strength coach Duane 
Naatz. Naatz also helps train 
many of Stout’s various athletes. 

The four athletes involved in 
the competition train six days a 
week for one and one-half to two 
hours a day. They almost com- 
pletely cut alcohol out of their 
diets and all get at least eight 
hours of sleep a night to repair 
their muscles. Their workouts 
consist of 20 minutes of aerobics, 
10 minutes of stretching, power

Numerous errors made it a

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Efficiency key to 
summer session 


University looks to better match 
student needs with courses

Chancellor Charles Sorensen 
said the summer session at UW- 
Stout is changing, but whether it 
is changing for better or worse 
depends on how you define “bet- 
ter”. 

Beginning this summer, Stout 
will change the way revenue 
from the summer session is cal- 
culated. 

According to John Van 
Osdale, director of continuing 
education/extension and sum- 
mer session, this year the UW 
System has set up a self-sustain- 
ing system for developing cours- 


es. The courses are contingent © 


upon whether or not Stout 
achieves its budget target. 

In other words, if the UW 
System budgets Stout a certain 
amount of money for the sum- 
mer session and if the universi- 
ty’s summer revenues exceed 
that budget, Stout will be able to 
keep the money, minus expenses, 

_that it brought in over budget. 

According to Van Osdale, the 
money that comes back is then 
used for “priority” items within 
the university. 

This method was tried experi- 
mentally in five universities last 
year and one brought in rev- 
enues over budget. For the first 
time, beginning this summer, 

_ Stout will participate in the pro- 


gram. 

Van Osdale said he believes 
that Stout will make its budget 
requirement this summer, but 
that the total number of student 
credit hours will drop by 700. 
This drop has been occurring 
since 1989.

Despite this drop in credits, 
student enrollment has been rela- 
tively stable. The 1993 enrollment 
was 2,907 and the 1994 enroll- 
ment equaled that of 1986 with 
2,965 students enrolled. A 10-year 
high was achieved in 1989 at 
3,350 students enrolled. 

There is also an increase in the 
amount of money Stout has bud- 
geted internally for the summer 
session. 

In 1993-94, the budgeted 
amount was $690,959, which was 
down from $812,969 in 1992-93. 
But 1994-95 is up slightly, at 
$704,468. 

As far as the drop in number 
of classes being offered, both the 
chancellor and Van Osdale do not 
disagree with that. However, 
they say it is important to notice 
the types of classes that are being 
dropped. 

Fewer elective courses are 
being offered so that more 
resources are used on degree 
course work, Van Osdale said. 
And even with the classes that 
were dropped, the ones that are 
still offered are taking higher 
enrollments. This is why enroll- 
ment has stayed stable. 

In a sense, however, there is 
still a loss. In the past, summer 
was a time to experiment, to 
develop specialized courses and 
seminar work, but this has been 
diminished, Van Osdale said. 

The key idea for the summer 
session is efficiency, Sorensen 
said. 

“Stout is one of the most effi- 
cient summer session programs 
in the non-doctoral cluster,” Van 
Osdale said.

Sorensen said. Classes with only 
a handful of students are being 
discontinued. Exactly how many 
students have to be enrolled in a 


class in order for it to be held is 


left up to the deans of the indi- 
vidual schools to decide. Van 
Osdale said the guideline is 
about eight. 

“We want more flexibility and 
to be more sensitive to the stu- 


dent body and their needs,” 
Sorensen said. 

Van Osdale said that one 
question facing all universities 
today is if they are going to 
focus all their energy on the stu- 
dents or toward the people in the 
fields that they represent. 

“The role (of the university) is 
being rewritten and we’re not 
certain of the final chapter,” Van

Prison outbreak 


Sheriff Sherman Block on Tuesday blamed a poor- 
ly secured vent cover, lack of money for razor wire 
and scheming inmates for the weekend escape of 14 
prisoners, the biggest jailbreak in county history. 

“Sensors, razor wires, camera monitors have been 
requested and nothing has been approved since 
1989,” Block told the Board of Supervisors. Twelve 
inmates were recaptured but two eluded a dragnet. 

The jailbreak occurred at a maximum-security sec- 
tion of the Peter J. Pitchess Honor Rancho on the 
outskirts of Santa Clarita, a suburb along Interstate 5 
north of Los Angeles. 

The jail facility houses more than 4,100 inmates on 
2,800 acres. 

The inmates pulled the metal plate covering a hole 
in the dormitory ceiling then crawled through the 
vent shaft to the roof. They then made their way to 
the perimeter and climbed a 20-foot fence topped by 
razor wire, using bedding and clothing to prevent 
cuts. 

Block said razor wire and cameras on the roof 
would have thwarted escape, and he noted some of 
the escapees had been in the jail more than two years 
and had a lot of time to think up escape possibilities. 


Radio commentator moves prom 


G. Gordon Liddy is notorious in Garret, Ind. - as 
the man who moved the high school prom. 
Students, parents and faculty scrambled Friday to 
decorate Garrett High School’s gymnasium and 
auditorium for Saturday night’s prom. 

It had been scheduled at a conservatory in nearby 
Fort Wayne, but school officials moved it because 
Liddy, known elsewhere as the Watergate burglar 
and talk show host, was speaking at a theater next 
door. 

Not that they do not like him. The theater had 
received bomb threats connected to Liddy’s appear- 
ance, Principal Roger Weimer said. 


Liddy, who was convicted of a felony for his role 


in the Watergate burglary, has been critical of the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms on his 
radio program. He even advised listeners on the 
most effective way to shoot ATF agents: go twice for 
the body and then for the groin. 


Crime bill defeated 


A bill that would have extended the length of time 
violent criminals serve before parole eligibility was 
defeated Tuesday by a tie vote in the Senate. 

“This is unfortunate because it’s a landmark bill,” 
Sen. Dennis Algiere said, R-Westerly, the bill’s spon- 
sor. 

Under the measure, prisoners jailed for murder, 
rape or other violent crimes would have served 85 
percent of their sentence before being eligible for 
parole, and all other inmates would have had to 
serve half their sentences. The bill, which was sup- 
ported by Attorney General Jeff Pine, lost on a 24-24 
vote. A tie vote loses according to Senate rules. . 

Opponents said they supported the intent of the 
bill but argued it would cost the state an enormous 
amount of money. 

“T understand the frustration over sentencing pro- 
cedures,” Senate Majority Leader Paul Kelly said. 
“But we would be looking at a cost of up to $100 mil- 
lion in the next few years.” 

Algiere argued society must pay a price to keep its 
streets safe. More than half of all violent criminals 
released from prison end up committing more vio- 
lent crimes, he said. 

“That is a tremendous cost to society that out- 
weighs the cost to the prisons,” Algiere said. 

In 1998, 277 violent criminals will be released from 
the Adult Correctional Institutions and 55 percent 
will end up back in prison, Algiere said. The tie vote 
means the measure will likely not come up for a vote 
again this year.

Keep school doors open 


Ts Ryan decided to stay in Menomonie this 


summer. Not for the wonderful summer activ- 

ities, but to attend summer school. He opted 
for a job in Dining Service, instead of a position to 
benefitting his major:Manufacturing. Ryan also has 
moved into his summer apartment and paid the first 
month’s rent. Now, two weeks before he was to 
begin his classes, he gets a letter in the mail saying 
two of his three classes were cancelled due to lack of 
interest. ‘ 

Now, he must decide whether to find a new job at 
home and save some money, or take the class and not 
make any extra money. 

Ryan is not the only student who recently has had 
to make this decision. Summer school credit hours 
have decreased in the past couple of years. This lim- 
its the number of classes available; more accurately, 
limits the number of elective courses available. 

Junior and senior students take summer classes 
more often than others. They realize there are a few 
classes they haven’t taken and need to squeeze them 
in before graduation. Or, students have switched 
their majors and still desire graduating in four years. 
Summer school helps them achieve their goal. 

But the decrease in electives doesn’t help the stu- 
dents who have taken all their generals in the first 
two years and want to spread out the number of 
electives they take per semester. Even if 10 people 
are enrolled in a class and the minimum number to 
keep the class is 12, those 10 people have a desire to 
learn and should be given the opportunity. 

The style of summer school learning also suits 
some people better. Especially for classes that are 
subject to procrastination in a regular semester. 
Students are required to learn the subject matter 
within a short time and recall it immediately for a 
test. Whether this helps the student in the long run is 
debatable, but better grades are received, which 
helps the grade point average. 

The student’s pocketbook also benefits from the 
shorter time frame. Tuition, rent and living expenses 
are much higher for a semester than for four weeks. 
Other immeasurable gains, such as job hunting time, 
are available when students don’t have to deal with 
a semester of papers, tests and projects. 

With all these benefits, students would think the 
administration would try to provide the most to stu- 
dents over the summer. But with rising costs and less 
staff, that goal becomes even more difficult to 
achieve. In addition to the large lecture classes being 
offered, perhaps more teachers could be available for 
students to take classes on an arranged basis.

A banquet was held Tuesday, 
May 2, to mark the year-end of a 
successful project called Em-pow- 
ering Women Students of Color. 
So-young Zeon, assistant professor 
at UW-River Falls, gave a presenta- 
tion at the banquet, entitled “Small 
Beginnings - Bushels of Fruit”. 

The Stout University Found- 
ation funded the $10,000 grant to 
help pay for the project. The goals 
of the project include strengthen- 
ing leadership and self-abilities, 
and improving retention and 


_ graduation rates among women 


students of color. 

Barbara Burdick, project 
director, who originally wrote 
the grant to cover a two-year 
period, said it will be rewritten to 
cover three years. 

“It’s really trying to find a dif- 
ferent approach that is going to 
help our American women stu- 
dents of color on this campus real- 
ize their academic goals and ulti- 
mately graduate,” Burdick said.

The project is open to American 
women students of color. Last fall, 


Los Hispanos answers 


26 students were selected through 
an application and review process. 

The project kicked off in Sep- 
tember with a three-day weekend 
that included a get-acquainted 
dinner at Dean Esther Fahm’s 
home. On Saturday, professional 
women of color gave presenta- 
tions, with one representing each 
of the four cultural populations: 
Native American, Asian Ame- 
rican, African American and His- 
panic. 

“We identified barriers to 
being a woman student of color 
in a predominantly rural area,” 
Burdick said. “We need to think 
about what kind of campus com- 
munity we have and what kind 
of a town community we have: 
very low minority population.” 

On Sunday, the group worked 
on acclimating to the campus com- 
munity and discussed how to 
make the most of their academic 
opportunities. 

Traditionally, there are fewer 
women of color attending col- 
lege because of cultural barriers. 
And each culture has its own 
unique set of circumstances. 

“In most of these cultures, the 
students are first-generation col- 
lege students,” Burdick said. 
“Oftentimes the families of first- 
generation college students are 
very proud, they’re very excited 
that their child is in school. But 
they don’t always know how to 
give the kind of reinforcement 
that they need to give or about 
the responsibilities of college.” 

“There are many cultural tra- 
ditions that these women deal 
with that center around family. 
And when the family is in a cri- 
sis, they are expected to be 
home,” Burdick said. “The fami- 
lies don’t always realize how 
important it is to be here, to have 
that continuum as far as school is

concerned.” 

Monthly activities covering a 
variety of topics with informal 
networking activities and outside 
speakers were held throughout 
the year. One month, women of 
color from the Stout campus 
shared their experiences in study- 
ing abroad, co-op and internship 
opportunities. : 

“That was very enlightening 
for them to see some of their ‘sis- 
ters’ in these roles and hear them 


talk about what the experience 
was like, what they got out of it, 


and what they would do differ- 


ently,” Burdick said. 

“It’s been wonderful to see 
how supportive they are of one 
another. I was a little concerned 
that they’d maybe isolate in cul- 
tural pockets and not really share 
and interact with one another. 
But I’ve just seen them grow 
together,” Burdick said. 

Additionally, the UW System 


Design for Diversity funded a 
grant for a resource library con- 
taining books for and about 
women of color, and books that 
deal with women’s issues and 
leadership materials. 

Next year, the monthly activi- - 
ties will continue and a peer-men- 
tor component will be added. 
With three participants graduat- 
ing this spring, the project will be 
opened to new and transfer fe- 
male students of color this fall.

questions at forum

' Different voices were heard in the 
Memorial Student Center on April 25 
when the Hispanic club, Los Hispanos, 
sponsored an open forum, titled “Different 
Voices”. Hispanic students gathered in the 
Great Hall to discuss school and life expe- 
riences with other UW students.

Ten students were on the panel. The 
students have been in the United States 
from 9 months to 12 years. Some of the 
countries they represented were Mexico, 
Columbia, El Salvador and Venezuela. 

Other Stout students were welcome to 
ask questions during the hour-long forum. 

The issue of stereotyping Hispanic stu- 
dents was brought up during the discus- 
sion. 

“In class, one student will be chosen to 
speak for all Hispanics,” Sonya Zaldivar, 
student from Mexico, said. “At first I used 
to be offended, but I’ve had 12 years expe- 
rience. So now I say, ‘Well, I can’t speak for 
everyone!’ “ 

A Colombian student described her 
roommates’ first reaction upon her arrival, 
“Oh my God! She’s going to be doing 
drugs all the time, drinking Juan Valdez 
coffee ali the time. What am I going to do?” 

A few other students explained how 
they felt as if they had to be on their best 
behavior at all times. They felt they were 


pressured to feel that all Hispanics would 
be judged and characterized based on their 
own actions, manners and morals. 

The students stressed that Hispanic 
countries are very different from one 
another. Festivities, holidays and religions 
are diverse. Although they all share a com- 
mon language, speaking Spanish with each 
other would result in misunderstandings. 
The fact that each country has a different 
culture offers explanations for why certain 
words and phrases mean different things 
to each student. 

Reyes Garcia, a student from Spain, 
expressed his theory that, “The student 
philosophy of living is pretty much the 
same everywhere.” 

Garcia has studied in Belgium, the 
United Kingdom and now the United States, 
and he believes the bar scenes, dance music 
and overall school environments are all sim- 
ilar. 3 

Another panel member commented that 
she not only was becoming Americanized, 
but she also was learning about and inter- 
acting with different cultures, especially 
the other Stout international students. 

One of the closing questions directed at 
the panel was “What specific things do you 
want done on campus to educate students 
about Hispanics?” The members said they 
would like to challenge and invite all of the 
Stout campus to participate in Los 
Hispanos and sponsored events. They also 
seek out all interested students to initiate 
“one-on-one” time in order to ask ques- 
tions and gain a better understanding of 
students of different cultures.

David Carson is considered one of the 
most influential graphic designers in the 
field today, and is internationally known.

On April 28, UW-Stout was able to 
hear Carson speak. This two-day event, 
sponsored by the Stout student Graphic 
Design Association, featured two work- 
shops taught by Carson on Saturday. 

- Carson is the art director of Ray Gun 
magazine, a music publication. It breaks 
new ground with its revolutionary con- 
cepts in graphic design and each page is a 
new design. There is no specific format 
followed each week. 

Carson believes that being open to 
new ideas and accidents that come along 
is when the best results are achieved. For 
example, during his lecture, a slide he 


-. was showing slipped from its frame and 


Carson said it was an intriguing design. 

Ray Gun is often criticized for illegi- 
bility. The directions Carson takes with 
his designs become the target of negative 
comments because he goes against the 
“norm” of conventional design. Carson 
believes graphic design is communica- 
tion. ; 

“You cannot, not communicate,” Car- 
son said. “No response to design is a 
response in itself.” 

The magazine has opened up Carson 
and others to areas of video direction. 
Video is similar to print with the use of 


photography and the infinite possibilities 
for body copy. 

“Ray Gun looks different, and that is 
why it is successful,” Carson said. 

The Internet was another point of inter- 
est during Friday’s event. Carson is 
involved with designing for the Internet. He 
designed an ad for Swatch® watches. 

Carson believes that design should be 
personal. Those who copy the ideas of oth- 
ers are not successful. 

Besides Ray Gun, Carson is also 
involved with the art direction of Beach 
Culture magazine. He has also done adver- 
tisements for Nike®, Pepsi®, and is current- 
ly involved in designing “futuristic graffiti” 
for the upcoming movie “The Crow 2”. 

Carson began as a high school teacher 
of sociology. He liked the idea of being a 
teacher because he was able to have sum- 
mers off, to surf. There was a two-week 
summer workshop, for high school 
seniors, about graphic design, and Carson 
thought it sounded’ very interesting. He 
attended the seminar, and Sociology was 
history after that. 

His first job as a graphic designer was 
doing a brochure for a butcher shop. His 
first major design project was for the skate- 
board magazine Transworld. 

“If money were not an issue in your 
career, would you still do the work you 
do?” Carson asked as advice to those inter- 
ested in graphic design. “You have to love 
what you do.” 

This was the most important direction 
Carson believed students could take in 
their lives and careers. You have to really 
enjoy what you do in order to be happy 
and successful.

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Summer explodes with fastpitch 


The unanimous hobby of sum- 
mer time enthusiasts is softball. 
For some, it is an easy, relaxing 
game that anyone can play. 
Others take it more seriously. But 
this summer, you should try to 
appreciate a much quicker brand 
of softball. I am, of course, talk- 
ing about fastpitch softball. 

Fastpitch softball is a competi- 
tive, explosive game. Every pitch 
employs a specific strategy. Be- 
cause of the underhanded pitch- 
ing motion and the size of the 
ball, pitchers are able to throw 
many unique kinds of pitches. 

Few pitchers simply throw 
straight fast balls. Pitchers throw 
balls that break upward or down- 
ward at the last instant, as well as 
devious curve balls and screw 
balls. Knuckle balls and change- 
ups are common. 

Bases are set at 60 feet apart 
and a pitching mound is set at 
about 46 feet. First and third base 
persons often play their normal 
positions at 40 feet away from 
the batter. Typical dimensions of 


the outfield are 240 feet from 
home plate. Bunting and slash 
bunting are important elements 
of the game. 

During the 1970s and rid-80s, 
every town had a league. Men- 
omonie had four or five leagues, 
much as slowpitch does now. 

Today, Menomonie only has 
one team: the Menomonie Teals. 
The Teals were formed last sea- 
son and named in tradition of the 
great Menomonie Blues, a pow- 
erhouse team that folded in 1986. 

The Teals compete Tuesdays 
in the South Division of the 
Pierce-St. Croix league along 
with teams from Baldwin, River 
Falls, Hammond, and Hudson, 
Wis., among others. They will be 
hosting an exhibition game a- 
gainst the Menomonie Blues as 
part of Menomonie’s Fourth of 
July celebration. 

They will also be hosting the 
Second: Annual Blues Memorial 
Tournament from July 7 to9. . 

Last season the Teals played 


an exhibition game against Eddie | 


Feigner’s legendary The King and 
His Court, a four-man softball 
team.

Stout residents 
take solo path

Cutting student enrollment at 
UW-Stout may not have sound- 
ed like a good idea to some peo- 
ple, but it has worked out sur- 
prisingly well for students look- 
ing to live in residence halls. 

When enrollment was cut at 
Stout in the late 80s, it would have 
been real easy to close down one 
of the residence halls, according to 
Judy Spain, director of residence 
life. Then all of the other halls 
would have to run at 100 percent 
occupancy and there would be 
two residents in every room. 

Now, however, students have 
the option of living alone in a sin- 
gle room. There were about 300 
single rooms available for next 
year, but all are booked. Currently 
there is a list of 39 people waiting 
for the chance to move into a sin- 
gle room. 

When the Residence Life de- 
partment first heard of the enroll- 
ment cuts they began developing 
plans about what to do. Typically 
half the residents living in the 
halls are first year students, so 
enrollment cuts would be a direct 
cut in the number of residents as 
well. 

According to Spain, they look- 
ed at the expenses of closing a hall 
as opposed to other choices. The 
empty hall would still have to be 
kept up. There would still be 
heating and plumbing costs to 
keep it from becoming run-down. 

“Besides, there would be the 
stigma of having an empty build- 
ing on campus,” Spain said. She 
felt it would not look good to 
incoming students. 

Thus the idea of offering sin- 
gle rooms was born. 

“Tt just sort of happened,” 
Spain said. “We did hear from stu- 
dents saying ‘If I could have a sin- 
gle room I’d stay on campus.’ So 
we said let’s try it. Let’s market it.” 

Originally they decided to put 
all the single rooms in Hansen- 
Keith-Milnes-Chinook (HKMC) 
halls. 

“We talked to the residents 


and they had a strong loyalty to 
HKMC,” Spain said. “They didn’t 
like (the idea).” ; 

What they did instead was put 
single room floors into several halls 
or put a few single rooms into some 
halls. Currently, HKMC, Curran- 
Kranzusch-Tustison-Oetting 
(CKTO) and South Hall have sin- 
gle room floors. Antrim-Froggat 
(AF) has between 10 and 12 single 
rooms on each level to cater to the 
graduates and returning students 
that live there. 

On north campus, Fleming 
and Hovlid have single rooms. 

This single room concept has 
worked out well. Students are 
happy that they can live on cam- 
pus and have some privacy, 
there is no empty building on 
campus, and there.are fewer res- 
idents on each floor. 

' This means there will be fewer 
resident advisors (RAs) and asso- 
ciate hall directors which saves 
the university money. According 
to Spain, they were able to cut the 
RA staff from 99 people to 81. 

“We would never want to go 
back to 100 percent occupancy,” 
Spain said. 

And the single rooms are 
attractive for first year students, 
Spain said. She said it is real 
important to accommodate the 
first year students because they 
are coming to Stout for the pack- 
age. 

In 1989 they reopened Hovlid 
Hall after it was closed to resi- 
dents for one year. Spain said 
they learned from the experience 
of bringing Hovlid back “on 
line”. She said you then have a 
hall with all freshmen, RAs that 
are new to the hall so there is no 
continuity, and you have to bring 
in a new hall director. 

“(Single rooms were) a good 
addition in the long haul because 
they have been so popular,” 
Spain said. 2 

They also cost more than liv- 
ing in a double room. The cost 
per semester for a double room is 
$730 and a single room is an 
additional $346, or $1076 total, 
per semester. 


UW-Stout Men’s Track triumphs at WSUC

The UW-Stout Men’s Track 
Team was on fire Saturday, May 6, 
as they ran and threw nationally 
qualifying distances. 

The team qualified in 10 events 
in the WSUC Championships at 
Stevens Point, and are off to the 
National Championships on May 
23-27 in Northfield, Minn. 

Terry Anders, sophomore from 
Cornell, Wis, is this year’s track 
star. He led the team by winning 
the 200-meter dash with a time of 


21.48 seconds and the 400-meter 
with a time of 47.97 seconds. He 
anchored the first place 1600- 
meter relay team with a time of 3 
minutes 15.10 seconds and the 
second place 400 relay with a time 
of 41.88 seconds. All of Anders’ 
times broke Stout records. He also 
placed third in the 100-meter with 
a time of 11.08. 

Anders had individual quali- 
fying times in the 200 and 400, 
and with teammates Chris Valois, 
a freshman from Anoka, Minn., 
Mike Hallingstad, a sophomore 
from Hartland, Wis., and Jesse 


Witcraft, a sophomore from New 
Lisbon, Wis., qualified in two relay 
events. Anders qualified earlier this 
season in the 100. 

Anders has also recently been 
named the WSUC track athlete 
of the year. 

Stout finished third overail in 
the meet, behind UW-La Crosse 
and UW-Stevens Point. 

Other athletes who qualified 
were Aaron Fruit, sophomore 
from Hartland, Wis., in the pole 
vault throwing a distance of 15 
feet 9.75 inches and earning sec- 
ond place. The toss is a school 


record. Mike Casey, a senior from 
New Richmond, Wis., qualified in 
the decathlon with 6,152 points, 
good for third place. Witcraft qual- 
ified in the 200 and placed second. 
Jason Lehman, freshman from 
Bruce, Wis., qualified in the dis- 
cus at 15° feet 3.25 inches for 
third place. He qualified in the 
shot put at 50 feet 3.50 inches ear- 
wer this season. 

The track team is sending 
eight different athletes in 13 
events to the national competi- 
tion.

Picasso portrait fetches $29 million 

A rare portrait from Picasso’s blue period sold for 
$29 million Monday night, three times its estimated 
value and the highest price paid for a painting at a 
worldwide auction since the market flattened out 
five years ago. 

The painting was Picasso’s most important work 
to be auctioned since 1989, and the high price it 
fetched harkened back to the boom years of art auc- 
tions in the late 1980s when eight-digit price tags 
were commonplace. 

“It was a fantastic night, the most exciting night 
for the art market since May of 1990,” when.a Van 
Gogh portrait sold for more than $80 million, Diana 
Brooks, Sotheby’s chief executive, said. 

Another sign of the success of Monday night’s 
sale was a $14.85 million price tag for a Matisse, the 
highest ever paid for a Matisse sold at auction. 

The brooding Picasso portrait, “Angel Fernandez 
de Soto,” dated 1903, depicts de Soto, Pablo 
Picasso’s friend and long-jawed fellow artist, seated 
in a Barcelona cafe. There is a nearly-empty glass 
before him and a cloud of tobacco smoke shrouding 
the table. 


Singer to film video in Wisconsin 

Brigitte London said there is no other place she 
would rather call home. 

“T’ve come to realize what a great state Wisconsin 
is, and I want to do what I can to promote that,” 
London said. “I want to do what I can to put 
Wisconsin on the musical map.” 

As part of her promotional tour for sales and 
state, London is developing a music video featuring 
stops in Wisconsin’s 72 counties. Her performing 
tour in each county started March 8 in Black River 
Falls, and will conclude July 1 during Riverfest fes- 
tivities in La Crosse. 

Filming is expected to begin in August. 

At age 3 she vowed she would be a famous singer 
by age 25. She turned 25 in December. At age 11 she 
sang in a wedding, and by 17 she was fully involved 
with a band in Tomah, playing guitar and singing 
classic rock. 

A majority of the video calls for London to be 
singing in front of city limits signs, with women 
from various counties with her in each shot. Men 
also will be used to help direct the pursuing 
boyfriend. 


Persistence pays 

Bruce Springsteen never intended to release a 
1982 song titled Murder Incorporated. A persistent fan 
made him do it. 

“For years, there’s this guy that’s been following 
me around with a ‘Murder Incorporated’ sign,” the 
rocker said in Sunday’s New York Times. “I see him 
in the audience, like every five shows. I have never 
played the song, ever, in concert and would have no- 
intent to do so, and yet this guy follows me around 
with this sign.” 

So when Springsteen made his “Greatest 
Hits”album, he included the song, which has been 
circulating for years on bootleg recordings. 

“We said, ‘Let’s put this on for that guy, whoever 
he is,” Springsteen said. 

A wise move. The song, about the proliferation of 
guns and the devaluation of human life, has become 
the first hit on Springsteen’s latest album.

Rooms lacking future 


different kind of shortage has hit UW-Stout in 

this year of fiscal deficit. That shortage is stu- 

dents available to live in the residence halls. 
In fact, an entire residence hall could have been 
closed in the late 80s due to lack of students. 

Stout has increased its admission requirements in 
the last couple of years, eliminating some students 
who would normally be renting a room. Now, a scat- 
tering of single rooms are available around campus. 

But, rather than have 300 single rooms around 
campus, why not condense some of those rooms to 
one hall? These rooms could be used for on-campus 
conferences, which various departments sponsor, as 
well as for parents during Family Weekend. Students 
could register their families on a first-come, first- 
serve basis, eliminating the need for some families to 
stay in Eau Claire for the weekend. 

Students who needed to stay on-campus during 
breaks, or over the summer, could stay in this resi- 
dence hall, also. They would not have to Worry 
about knowing someone in the designated “break” 
hall in order to stay during breaks. 

The charge students pay to live on-campus during 
breaks could also be lowered, because not as many 
staff would be needed. Nor would all the rooms 
have to be heated or lit. 

Other rooms not occupied throughout the rest of 
campus could be used for seniors who are graduat- 
ing either semester and wanted a single room. Also, 
students going or returning from co-ops could occu- 
py a room, making the transition to and from cam- 
pus less stressful. 

While residence life sees the need to cater to 
incoming students, four or five years seniority 
should play a part in room assignments. Some stu- 
dents returning to the halls feel their seniority is 


worthless and undermined from the residence life | 


office. Having a separate hall just for single rooms 
would help alleviate these problems, while still pro- 
viding both groups what they need. 

Having a university department actually use stu- 
dents’ suggestions is refreshing. But using those 
ideas to suit the students and the campus’ needs 
takes effort from both parties. Taking a long term 
look at the residence halls is necessary to any change 
residence life makes in the upcoming years.

BGH not promoted 


Dear Editor, 

I am writing in response to a 
recent letter published regarding 
a BGH video in a nutrition class 
at UW-Stout. I, too, am an adult 
student with children who drink 
milk. As for the video regarding 
BGH, I was there, one row be- 
hind Ms: Cox. The information I 
walked away with was quite dif- 
ferent. 

I have taken nutrition classes 
at Penn State. When I was in- 
formed that I needed another two 
credits of nutrition for my Penn 
State degree, I thought I would 
attend casually. 

However, this class has been a 
real learning experience. | think 
about issues that I previously had 
not. We address issues such as 
food irradiation, food safety, veg- 
etarianism, alcohol and drug 
effects on the body, as well as 
biochemical and nutrient effects 
of foods on us and our society. 

From the beginning of the 
class it was stressed that the 


information is here so that we can -

We did discuss the 
negative aspects of BGH, includ- 
ing increased use of antibiotics 
and mastitis. 

I think that there are certain 
issues that are very emotional for 
us, and we each have our own. 
One example is abortion and 
another issue is that of fur. I have 
found throughout my career that 
nutrition and its practice elicit 
quite emotional responses. To 
condemn a whole university over 
one 30-minute video out of 32 


hours of class time seems ta he an | 


overreaction. 

From my perception, the 
video did not promote BGH. We 
were given the information con- 
cerning that as welJ as other hot 
topics. This enabled us to assimi- 
late the information and make an 
educated choice. 

Teaching, especially at the col- 
lege level, is challenging to say 
the least. The more avenues we 
use, the more we (students) are 
forced to think.

Media serves privileged

to what has happened to our 
media.

The media is instrumental in 
shaping public opinion. We can 
see examples of this with the 
Waco incident and the U.S. inva- 
sion of Panama. In both cases 
there was a false picture painted 
of what was happening. 

If the people knew the true, 
full stories, they would be 
alarmed at the atrocities. But the 
media keeps certain things hid- 
den and sees to it that the inter- 
ests of power and privilege are 
served, and not its victims. 

The people are fed propagan- 
da and sheltered from the truth 
and this is the way they are 
manipulated by the system. 

The propaganda has two tar- 
gets, the first is the upper class of 
educated people. They are im- 
portant because they are in posi- 
tions of authority and can design 
and implement policy. 

The second target is the rest of 
the population of lower and mid- 
dle class, the less educated peo- 
ple. These people are the majori- 
ty, but the goal is to keep them 
ignorant as to what is happening 
in the world, for fear that if 
enough people are exposed to 
the truth, they may try to change 
things. It is almost like censor- 
ship. 

The key, then, is to let the 
independent voices be heard. 
That is what this country is all 
about, the dialectic exchange of 
ideas. Without this, things become 


- one-sided and eventually institu-

Exchanging ideas, bringing 
people together, popular organi- 
zation, and multiplying under- 
standing is essential in our inter- 
action. This is the type of democ- 
ratic threat that is so feared by 
the dominant elite.

How to sell a burger |

It takes more than Ronald 
McDonald to sell a Happy 
Meal, and on Tuesday, May 2, 
UW-Stout was able to learn 
what else is needed. Sue Cox, 
McDonald’s senior creative 
/technical manager, shared her 
insights about her advertising 
career. Cox is a graduate of 
Stout and returned to discuss 
her career and its integration 
with all aspects of business.

Cox is in charge of a creative 
team that is responsible for the 
food advertising on television 
and “outdoor” media. Cox 
walked her audience through 
the process of creating and pro- 
ducing dynamic commercials 
and ads. 

McDonald's sells burgers 
364 days a year, has 15,000 
restaurants in 80 countries and 
millions of people are huge 
fans of its products. McDon- 
ald’s is the second most-recog- 
nized advertiser. 

Cox explained that her cre- 
ative team “gives people a 
good feeling of brand McDon- 
ald’s.” 

The creative team strives to 
hit several target markets.

Commercials that urge families 
to spend quality dinner time 
with Ronald McDonald are 
aimed at one market, and the 
restaurant also advertises its 
Happy Meal promotion for the 
little ones. The last two markets 
McDonald’s targets are “twe- 
ens” and adults. Tweens are 
those potential customers who, 
as Cox describes, “are too old 
for a Happy Meal, yet too 
young for the car keys.” 

The role behind McDonald’s 
ads are to “build appetite 
appeal”. The objective is to lure 
the customer into the restau- 
rant and then hit him/her right 
between the eyes with the food. 
The commercials are supposed 
to inform potential customers 
about McDonald’s hot and 
pretty food, and service that 
exceeds expectations. 

Cox led Tuesday’s audience 
through the process of making 
McDonald’s food look deli- 
ciously appealing. The process 
begins with developing an 
advertising strategy and brain- 
storming ideas. An agency is 
then assigned to present sever- 
al creative ideas, these ideas are 
then reviewed and approved 
by McDonald’s creative team. 

After the preliminary plan- 
ning, the pre-production 
process begins. Once the a- 
gency is approved, the specifics 
of ad production are discussed. 


10 track debut album, “Tougher 
Than Love”, is a definite mea- 
sure of her talent. Beware 
though, “Tougher Than Love” is 
not your typical: ~ dancehall 
record. 

While making appearances on 
movie soundtracks, like “Cool 
Runnings”, with her song Stir It 
Up, and “Bad Boys”, with the 
track, Shy Guy, or singing along- 
side Shabba Ranks or the 
Notorious B.I.G., King harmo- 
nizes like EnVouge. She also 
sends hip-hop flavor like Mary J.

Specifics about the budget, 
location, music, sets and direc- 
tor are mapped out. The com- 
mercial is then produced and a 
rough cut is viewed by the 
McDonald's team.

The final 
commercial is then shipped 
and put on the air. ~ 

Cox feels that the food used 
for the commercials and ads are 
not just “props” but are also 
treated as actors. As a technical 
advisor she also acts as an 
agent. Cox told her audience 
that she metaphorically “takes 
care of the hair styling and flat- 
tering lighting.” She is ulti- 
mately responsible for the final 
production. She has to make 
sure that the agency and the 
director deliver a film piece 
that reflects what was original- 
ly approved. 

She left, leaving one piece of 
advice for her audience. 

“You're responsible for your 
own success,” Cox said. 

She discussed the impor- 
tance of being assertive, heal- 
thy, a team player, a problem 
solver, organizer, a technology 
fundamentals expert and a 
good communicator. She felt 
that with these skills and tai- 
ents, it would be impossible for 
one to fail in the work force.

UW-Stout Softball Team. 
rewarded for best season

The UW-Stout Softball Team, 
after their best season in history, 
seems to have run out of gas, los- 
ing in five innings to UW-Stevens 
Point in the championship game, 0- 
8, at the WWIAC Softball Cham- 
pionships. They finished second in 
the WSUC. 

The Blue Devils started the 
tournament on Friday with a 7-6 
win over UW-River Falls, then 
pounded out 10 hits, but still came 
up short to champion Stevens 
Point, 2-8. 

The loss to Point dropped the 
Blue Devils to the losers’ bracket. 
They started to climb the ladder 
to the championship game on 
Saturday with a 3-1 win over 
UW-Eau Claire. 

Eau Claire started off the game 
with a homer to deep left field, 
then Stout came back with three 
runs in the third, holding on for 
the win. 

Stout then met River Falls 
again. This time the Blue Devils 
grounded the Falcons 7-2, keyed 
by a four-run fourth inning. 

UW-Platteville was strong in 
the semi-final game. The Pio- 
neers overcame a 3-0 Stout lead, 
tying it up 3-3 with three runs in 
the top of the fourth. A run in the 
fifth gave Platteville the lead. 
Stout came back with two runs in 
the bottom of the sixth, with 
Carolyn Bare driving in Missy 
Boyd for the winning run. 

Stevens Point was Stout's final 
matchup of the season as they 
met in the final round. The 
Pointers got two runs in the first 
and second and finished off Stout 
with a four-run outburst in the 
bottom of the fifth, ending the 
game because of the eight-run 
tule. 

Karen Lien, who pitched 19 of 
the 21 possible innings for Stout, 
figured into six tournament deci- 
sions for the Blue Devils, ending 
her season 24-9. Suzanne Brion 
recorded four stolen bases on five 
attempts for the weekend, while 
batting .500 from the lead-off 
spot. Boyd drove in seven runs 
and Bare had three doubles. 
There were only three stolen 
bases attempted against catcher 
JoJo Schwebach. 

Stout finishes their year 34-17, 


12 wins over their previous high. 
Along with their impressive sec- 
ond place conference finish, four 
players were named to the All- 
WWIAC West Division Softball 
team. They are Lien, Schwebach, 
Boyd, and Brion. Coach Cyndi 
Raymond was also named as 
coach of the year. 


Lien posted a 24-9 record for 


her senior year. Her 24 wins rank 
her high among NCAA Division 
III wins. 

Schwebach struggled early in 
the season at the plate, but 
brought her batting average to 
.368, going 46-125. She drove in 
23 runs and had seven stolen 
bases. She gunned down 16 run- 
ners attempting to steal. 


Stout finishes their year 
34-17, 12 wins over their 
previous high along with an 
impressive second. place 
conference finish, four 
players were named to the 
All WWIAC West Division 
Softball Team. 


Brion showed outstanding 
range at shortstop, and ended the 
season with a .947 fielding per- 
centage. Batting .464, Brion re- 
corded 36 stolen bases in 39 
attempts. The lead-off hitter, she 
still managed to drive in 22 runs 
and scored a team high of 47 
runs. 

Boyd batted .411 and led the 
team in RBI with 39, batting from 
the third spot in the lineup. She 
led the team in doubles (15) and 
triples (6) and had two home 
runs. Her slugging percentage 
of.629 was the highest on the 
team. Boyd played both second 
base and center field, putting 
together a .948 fielding percent- 
age. 
Raymond took over the team 
in its second year of varsity exis- 
tence and doubled the team’s 
win total, finishing 10-26. The 
Blue Devils more than doubled 
their wins in 1994, finishing with 
a 22-23 record and third place 
conference finish. Her Stout 
coaching record is now 66-66.

Ihe 1995 UW-Stout football 
| season doesn’t start for ano- 
ther three months, but the 
players are by no means on vaca- 
tion. They are continuing weight, 
speed, and endurance condition- 
ing. 
The coaches are not taking a 
break either. Head coach Ed 
Meierkort and his staff are recruit- 
ing potential football players, 
preparing for camps they will host 
this summer, conducting and go- 
ing to clinics with other coaches, 
giving tours to incoming fresh- 
men interested in football, and 
marketing the program for good 
media coverage this fall.
